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May’s big gamble fails 


• Exit poll points to Tories losing overall majority • Labour forecast to gain seats as Corbyn confounds rival

Theresa May was heading for humilia- 
tion and facing calls to quit last night as 
early results indicated that her gamble 
to call a snap election had backfired. 

The Tories were falling short in seats 
in Labour’s heartlands while losing 
ground in the south as the first 40 of 
650 results appeared to bear out the 
projections of a shock exit poll. 

That pointed to the Conservatives 
losing 16 seats to take 314, against the 
326 which she would need to govern 
alone. Labour would add 34 seats to 
take 266 in total, with the Lib Dems on 
14, up five, and the SNP down 22 to 34. 

The exit poll, conducted for the BBC, 
ITV and Sky, has a record of greater 
accuracy than conventional polls. It 
underestimated the size of David Cam- 
eron’s tally in 2015, however, and Tory 
hopes were pinned on picking up sub- 
stantially more seats than it predicted. 

Defeats in target seats such as Dar- 
lington and Wrexham, however, 
plunged the Tories into gloom. Among 
the significant losses expected were 
Amber Rudd, the home secretary, and 
Nick Clegg, the former Lib Dem leader. 
Victories in seats like Pudsey even hint- 
ed that the exit poll may have underes- 
timated Labour’s performance. Labour 
claimed the first scalp of the election in 
Scotland, ousting the SNP in Ruther- 
glen & Hamilton West. 

Jeremy Corbyn said that whatever 
the final result “we have already 
changed the face of British politics”. 
The Tories were nevertheless most 
likely to be the largest party and will be 
in pole position to form a government. 

A slender working majority would 
leave Mrs May’s grip on power weaken- 
ed and place a huge question mark over 
her ability to deliver Brexit on the terms 
she has so far set out. 

Coalition negotiations on the exit 
poll numbers would compel the Tories 
to strike an agreement with Northern 
Irish Unionist parties and potentially 
others. 

George Osborne, the former chan- 
cellor, suggested that Mrs May would 
have to resign if the “catastrophic” re- 
sult proved accurate. “It’s difficult to see 
how she can put together a governing 
coalition, but it’s hard to see how 
Labour can either,” he said. With Brus-

Exit poll 
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30,450 people were 
interviewed as they 
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sels watching closely, there were fears 
that Britain would be in a weakened ne- 
gotiating position when Brexit talks 
begin in ten days’ time. 

The pound fell sharply after the exit 
poll. Having traded at about $1,295 
shortly before it was published it fell to 
as low as $1.27 and €1.13. Before the exit 
poll an analysis by Bloomberg suggest- 
ed that the pound could fall to $1.23 
against the dollar in the event of a hung 
parliament. 

Emily Thornberry, the shadow for- 
eign secretary, said that Mrs May 
should resign because she had “mani- 
festly failed”. 

An exit poll is based on 30,450 inter- 
views outside polling centres. It asks 
people how they voted and compares 
that with previous election surveys. 

In 2015, when conventional polls 
suggested that Ed Miliband would 
become prime minister, an exit poll by 
John Curtice, professor of politics at 
Strathclyde University, revealed that 
Mr Cameron’s Tories would win an 
overall majority. It put the Conserva- 
tives on 316 seats and Labour on 239: 
the Tories ended up winning 15 more 
and Labour seven fewer. 

Some Tories had set Mrs May a 
threshold of 90 or more to justify going 
to the polls. Mrs May called the election 
on April 18 despite having ruled it out 
during the Tory leadership race.

Theresa May’s chances of forming a 
strong and stable government were 
fading this morning as Tory seats in the 
south fell into Labour hands. 

Her hopes of a Tory surge in the 
North East, where she made repeated 
campaign visits, looked to have stalled. 
Cabinet ministers appeared to be at 
risk. The result looked likely to be an 
extraordinary humiliation for the 
prime minister, who has been in office 
barely 11 months and will be the short- 
est incumbent since Ramsay MacDo- 
nald and Bonar Law in the 1920s. 

Tory MPs and senior party figures 
were beginning to circle Mrs May, 
pointing out errors in her campaign 
and shortcomings in her personal ap- 
proach and questioning how best to 
proceed. Many of them complained 
about the hubris shown by her team. 

Asked to guarantee that Mrs May 
would not have to resign, Liam Fox said: 
“It’s very early in the evening and well 
have to wait and see.” 

One Tory source: “To think you undo 
the entire detoxification strategy and it 
doesn’t yield results” 

One minister said: “I think we will 
end up better than the exit poll — per- 
haps even with a similar working 
majority — and will be deemed to have 
lost. Messy.” 

Conservative Home, the website, 
called for Mrs May’s joint chiefs of staff 
Nick Timothy and Fiona Hill, who will 
be held responsible for calling the elect- 
ion, to be ousted. It will demand that 
cabinet government is restored while 
the party comes to terms with the re- 
sult. Last night there were reports that 
Boris Johnson was taking soundings. 

Senior politicians from Labour and 
the Tories were suggesting that they 
may try to govern as a minority. Ken 
Clarke, the former chancellor, ap- 
peared to be the first senior Tory to crit- 
icise Mrs May. He said that he guessed 
that the Tories were on course for a 
small overall majority. “The worst out- 
come for the United Kingdom would be 
a hung parliament,” he said, adding that 
there needed to be a “deeper debate” on 
Brexit and more cross-party co-opera- 
tion, which was a sign that Mrs May 
should change course. In a further criti- 
cism, he said: “We don’t know what 
Brexit policy we are going to pursue.” 

Priti Patel, the cabinet minister, said 
that it was “too early” to talk about Mrs 
May’s future. She said that it was “not 
right to say we haven’t focused on Brex- 
it”, and highlighted the prime minister’s 
12 -point plan, whereas “others want to 
frustrate Brexit and Labour doesn’t 
have a coherent plan”. She also defend- 
ed Mrs May’s decision to call an elect- 
ion, saying that she was “clear” it was 
about “looking to the future and 
strengthening her hand”. 

Sir Craig Oliver, former director of 
communications for David Cameron, 
told Sky News: “If this is true, if this is 
accurate, in CCHQ there will be deep 
and lasting shock. It was the biggest 
gamble a politician has taken for a 
long time and if that exit poll is right, it’s 
failed.” 

Mrs May called the election on April 
18, asking the country for a bigger 
majority with which to deliver Brexit. 
She claimed that opposition parties 
wanted to block Brexit while pro-Brexit 
Tory MPs put pressure on her adminis- 
tration to ensure a hard Brexit. 

The gamble looked set to fail. Mrs 
May needs the backing of 326 MPs — a 
technical majority of two — to control 
the House of Commons, although with 
the prospect of tight votes she would 
want the backing of far more. In the 
event that the Tories do not have an 
overall majority, they are likely to have

to seek help from other political parties 
with differing views on Brexit to get the 
huge legislative burden through the 
Commons. 

Last night the Liberal Democrats 
said that they would not enter any 
coalition deals or pacts with any party. 

Parties in Northern Ireland were 
quick to offer Mrs May support. The 
Democratic Unionists, who backed 
Brexit, made clear that they were pre- 
pared to support her. 

Sir Jeffrey Donaldson, of the DUP, 
hailed the exit poll, saying that his party 
would be “serious players” in a hung 
parliament, and vowed to lend its 
support to the Tories on issues such as 
Brexit and keeping the UK together. 

He told the BBC: “This is perfect 
territory for the DUP because obvious- 
ly if the Conservatives are just short of 
an overall majority it puts us in a very 
strong negotiating position and... that 
is one we would take up with relish.” 

The SNP, which the poll suggested 
would win 34 seats, has refused to do 
anything that would put the Conserva- 
tives in Downing Street and would be 
likely to block Mrs May’s attempt to 
stay in power.

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Last-ditch Tory call to arms Osborne talks of disaster 
after reports of hig h turnout for boss who sacked him

A sharp increase in turnout confirmed 
Labour’s expectations that newly en- 
thused young voters would rob Theresa 
May of a majority. 

Early results showed a 65 per cent 
turnout in the small, mainly north- 
eastern constituencies that are the 
fastest to finish their count. In Newcas- 
tle upon Tyne Central, which has a big 
student population, turnout rose to 
67per cent from 57.5 per cent in 2015. 

Chi Onwurah, a key figure in Jeremy 
Corbyn’s shadow cabinet, saw her share 
of the vote rise by ten points. Turnout in 
the marginal Tory target of Darlington 
was up more than 5 per cent as Labour 
held the seat. 

The Tories began to worry as they 
saw indications of increased turnout 
yesterday lunchtime. Darren Mott, the 
Conservatives’ director of campaigning, 


emailed supporters to get out and 
vote. 

Labour candidates also reported 
more voters than expected at polling 
stations. One, fighting to defend a seat 
in Wales, said that there was anecdotal 
evidence of younger voters turning up 
at polling stations. 

If Labour was to avoid a drubbing, 
it needed to convert relatively high 
support among 18 to 24-year-olds into 
ballots cast. There were reports of 
students from Keele University being 
turned away from polling stations 
despite being eligible to vote. 

Turnout in the 2015 election was 
66 per cent, marginally up on the 65 per 
cent recorded in 2010 but short of the 
77 per cent who voted in 1992. 

Despite heavy rain in some areas, 
John Curtice, a politics professor at 
Strathclyde University, said that turn- 
out was unlikely to be affected.

Theresa May will be unable to survive 
in the long term on the basis of the exit 
poll, George Osborne said last night. 

The former chancellor described the 
projection as catastrophic. Mr Os- 
borne, who was among many of David 
Cameron’s loyal supporters sacked 
when Mrs May became prime minister 
last July, said: “It’s a poll. If the poll is 
anything like accurate, this is catastro- 
phic for the Conservatives. It’s difficult 
to see how Theresa May can put to- 
gether a governing coalition, but it’s 
hard to see how Labour can either.” 

Mr Osborne, editor of the London 
Evening Standard, added: “Clearly if 
she’s got a worse result than two years 
ago, and is unable to command a major- 
ity, she will be unable to survive in the 
long term . . . She called the election to 
strengthen her hand — those were her

words; it was her call to go to the coun- 
try. It’s perfectly possible for the Con- 
servative Party to have two thoughts: 
can we get into government? And has 
Theresa May lost this election?” 

Last year Mrs May also sacked Nicky 
Morgan as education secretary, Anna 
Soubry as business minister, Sir Hugo 
Swire as Foreign Office minister, and 
Ed Vaizey as culture minister. 


May failed 
to rise above 
the gloom

W hen the exit poll 
was announced 
at 10pm in 
Conservative 
headquarters in 
Westminster, there was silence. 
By 11pm the mood had relaxed, 
with Sir Lynton Crosby and his 
team suggesting that the tide 
would turn in their favour by 
3am (Sam Coates writes). 

By lam, one person in CCHQ 
said that there were just “nerves”. 
A second source said that 
Theresa May’s most senior aides 
were “not speaking to anyone” as 
hopes that the exit poll was 
wrong started to fade and Labour 
began making gains. 

Whether the final outcome is a 
small overall Tory majority or 
the party just falls short, the 
result is catastrophic compared 
with the majorities of 70, 80 or 
90 seats that Tory headquarters 
was briefing days ago. 

Mrs May has lost the 
expectation game, will emerge 
badly damaged and will not fight 
another general election. One 
person who worked on the 
campaign said it was “crap — the 
result was taken for granted, 
[there was a] massive youth surge 
and [the] public hate austerity”. 

One theme was the hubris of 
the prime minister’s immediate 
circle: predicating a campaign on 
the idea that Britain would fall in 
love with Mrs May. It appears it 
did not. 

The turning point was the 
publication of the manifesto and 
the social care policy — inserted 
by senior aides after little 
consultation, against the wishes 
of some and overturning the Tory 
approach of protecting inherited 
wealth. More broadly, Mrs May’s 
plan for Britain was too gloomy 
for many. One journalist labelled 
her a “glumbucket” to her face, 
as she promised real-terms cuts 
to education and health and the 
prospect of tax rises. 

It was defended forcefully then 
abandoned four days later, with 
Mrs May performing a disastrous 
round of interviews in which she 
declared “there is no change”. 

The public, and Tory candidates, 
watched in horror. 

Mrs May called the election 
because the government must 
carry out the most difficult task 
facing any administration for 
generations, delivering Brexit 
and making choices on behalf of 
a country — all but impossible 
with a small majority. 

Regardless of numbers, the 
perception that she is weakened, 
makes mistakes and is unable to 
galvanise the public will haunt 
her. Europe will ask: even if Mrs 
May starts Brexit negotiations, 
will she be able to finish them? 
She has delivered anything but 
strong and stable government 
and for that her gamble is likely 
to be seen as a failure.

Labour looked to be on course for 
significant gains across the country in a 
huge personal victory for Jeremy Cor- 
byn which could hand left-wing sup- 
porters control of the party for years. 

Mr Corbyn’s allies heralded an exit 
poll showing that the party was set to 
gain more than 30 seats as vindication 
of the leader’s “positive politics”. 

They argued that it showed there was 
widespread support for policies which 
had been dismissed by moderates as too 
left-wing, including nationalising the 
railways and tax rises for businesses 
and the very wealthy. 

An exit poll released at 10pm last 
night suggested that Labour was on 
course for 266 seats, an increase of 34 
on the party’s performance under Ed 
Miliband in 2015 and a far better result 
than had been expected. It was support- 
ed by early results, with Labour’s share 
of the vote up in a string of Tory seats. 

The party’s strategy of focusing on 
votes from those aged 18 to 24 appeared 
to have worked, with turnout up around 
five percentage points among young 
voters compared with 2015. 

Mr Corbyn said it was “great we have

won so much support across the coun- 
try” and claimed the campaign had 
“changed politics for the better”. 

Senior figures said the party would 
not seek to form a coalition govern- 
ment but would put its ideas forward for 
MPs from other parties to vote on. 

Emily Thornberry, the shadow for- 
eign secretary, said: “We’re not having a 
coalition, we’re not doing any deals. We 
would put forward our alternative 
manifesto, our alternative vision for 
Britain... and we would call on MPs 
from other parties to vote for it.” 

John McDonnell, the shadow chan- 
cellor, said that the party had run an 
“extremely positive campaign mod- 
elled around Jeremy’s character”. 

He said that Labour’s expected gains 
would mean Mr Corbyn had succeeded 
in his goal of reintroducing left-wing 
ideas such as nationalisation into 
mainstream political thought. 

“I think it does change the nature of 
political discourse to a large extent in 
our country because I think people 
have got fed up with the yah-boo poli- 


tics and some of the nasty tactics that 
have gone on in recent years,” he said. 

Moderate Labour MPs had been ex- 
pected to make a fresh attempt to oust 
Mr Corbyn in the autumn if Labour had 
a disastrous result, as many had antici- 
pated. Instead, Mr Corbyn’s policies 
appear to have resonated with large 
numbers of voters, with supporters able 
to point to the party’s success in grow- 
ing its voting base in a snap election 
called after two years of his leadership. 

Mr McDonnell accused the Tories of 
running a “very nasty” campaign which 
“dragged us into the gutter”. He added: 
“I think it will improve politics in this 
country overall.” 

Tom Watson, the deputy Labour 
leader, said: “We did better than many 
said we would. People responded well 
to Jeremy Corbyn’s honesty, integrity, 
candour and energy.” 

Mr Corbyn’s populism attracted huge 
audiences at rallies, with the Labour 
leader claiming to have positioned the 
party in the “new centre ground”. 

Senior Blairite figures who had 
opposed his leadership were forced to 
admit that the veteran left-wing activist 
appeared to have been far more 
successful than they had anticipated. 

Jack Straw, the former foreign secre- 
tary, said that he had not expected the 
result and described it as a “great per- 
sonal credit to Jeremy Corbyn if this 
[exit poll] is correct and to John 
McDonnell”. 

He said that the party had been “very 
disciplined as a whole” and had stood 
behind its manifesto. 

David Blunkett, the former home 
secretary, said that he had been scepti- 
cal of Mr Corbyn’s leadership but 
added: “We should accord Jeremy the 
credit he deserves.” 

Critics had claimed that Mr Corbyn’s 
policies, under the slogan “For the 
many, not the few”, were too left-wing 
to attract significant mainstream 
support. The party appeared to benefit 
more substantially from a collapsing 
Ukip vote than had been expected. 

Paul Mason, a former BBC journalist 
and prominent supporter of Mr Cor- 
byn, said that the Labour vote in its 
“core areas” was holding up well against 
the Tories, while also benefiting from a 
collapse in Ukip supporters. “The Ukip 
vote is breaking much more strongly to 
Labour than I thought it would,” Mr 
Mason said. 

Owen Jones, another prominent 
supporter, said that if the exit poll was 
correct, Mr Corbyn’s strategy had been 
vindicated. He said that Mr Corbyn’s 
policies had resonated despite “vicious 
and unrelenting” opposition from 
some parts of the press. “The British 
commentariat ... are going to have to 
show humility tonight,” he said. 

Jon Lansman, founder of the Mo- 
mentum group, said that projections of 
a 30-seat gain for Labour would be a 
victory. “It would put in a clear position 
of having fought a very successful cam- 
paign which has resulted in Theresa 
May failing to get the overwhelming 
majority that she was seeking,” he said.

Sunderland loses out to Geordie rival

Theresa May’s final hope of a strong 
majority was dashed by the voters of 
Darlington, the first Tory target to be 
declared, which was narrowly held by 
Labour. 

Darlington was high on the Conserv- 
atives’ wish list with a swing of less than 
4 per cent needed to unseat Jenny 
Chapman. She clung on with 19,681, a 
majority of only 280. 

There was a similar lost opportunity 
for Mrs May in Wrexham, which 
Labour held by nearly 2,000 with a 
slight swing to the Tories. 

In seat after seat, an early pattern 
emerged of the Tories and Labour 
winning similar increases in their per- 
centage of the vote as Ukip’s electorate 
all but vanished. Paul Nuttall’s party 
lost ten deposits before lam. 

Nuneaton, a bellwether that has been 
a predictor of the national result for the 
past two decades, was held by Marcus 
Jones for the Conservatives although 
his majority over Labour fell slightly. 

The first gain for Labour in Scotland 
came in Rutherglen & Hamilton West 
where Margaret Ferrier of the SNP 
surrendered a 10,000 majority to Jer- 
emy Corbyn’s party. 

Newcastle upon Tyne Central was 
the first constituency to declare a result 
last night, beating the long-time 
champions in Sunderland. Newcastle 
had the help of an expert signing to win

the race against its northeastern rival: 
Bill Crawford, the electoral administra- 
tor who helped Sunderland to seize the 
title of fastest counters in 1992. It 
announced its result at 11pm, about 
seven minutes before Houghton & 
Sunderland South. 

Mr Crawford was head of electoral 
services at Sunderland council when it 
decided to aim for the title of the quick- 


est constituency 25 years ago. Since the 
last election, Newcastle has moved its 
count from the civic centre to a sports 
hall that has allowed it to fit in extra 
counters. Newcastle had 260 
volunteers counting votes last night 
compared with 240 for Sunderland, 
which chose Sunderland Tennis Centre 
for its count. 

Mr Crawford originally took the 
crown for Sunderland by reducing the 
thickness of the ballot papers from lOOg 
to 80g. Barcodes were used on ballot 
boxes so that they could be sorted more 
quickly on arrival at the count. School- 
children were recruited to carry the full 
boxes to the desks to be counted. The 
counters practised dummy runs, assist- 
ed by bank tellers. 

Mr Crawford, an executive director 
of the Association of Electoral Admin- 
istrators, has been working for the past 
two years to make Newcastle more effi- 
cient. While Sunderland uses pupils to 
run with the ballot boxes through the 
counting hall, Newcastle outsmarted 
its rival by employing sports students. 

In Newcastle upon Tyne Central, Chi 
Onwurah won with an increased 
majority of 15,000 over the Tories. She 
is Labour spokesman for business, 
innovation and skills, as well as culture, 
media and sport. 

In Houghton & Sunderland South, 
Bridget Phillipson kept her 13,000 
majority but over the Tories rather 
than Ukip, which slumped. 
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appeared to have reaped rewards as the early results were declared last night 


Home secretary’s seat set 
to fall to resurgent Labour

The home secretary was among a host 
of Tory ministers at risk of losing their 
seats amid a Labour Party resurgence. 

Amber Rudd was last night thought 
to be in severe danger of losing in 
Hastings & Rye while other ministers at 
significant risk of losing their seats to 
Labour included the Cabinet Office 
minister Ben Gummer. 

Jane Ellison, financial secretary to 
the Treasury, lost her seat in Battersea, 
south London. 

Another Tory minister, James Whar- 
ton, was ousted after Labour over- 
turned a majority of more than 5,000 
votes in Stockton South. Mr Wharton, 
who was first elected in 2010, was a par- 
liamentary under-secretary at the De- 
partment for International Develop- 
ment. 

Gavin Barwell, the housing minister, 
was thought to have lost in one of the 
tightest races of the election as he tried 
to defend a majority of just 165 votes in 
Croydon Central. 

On a night of shocks, the home secre- 
tary was the most high-profile politi- 
cian at strong risk of losing her seat. She 
faced a nervous night after an exit poll 
predicted that the Tories would fall 
short of an overall majority. Ms Rudd 
was defending a majority of 4,796 votes 
in a seat which she took from Labour in 
2010. Sources at the count suggested 
that it was very close, with a recount 
likely. 

Arriving at the count, a grim-faced 
Ms Rudd said she was “quietly waiting” 
for the result. “I’m hopeful but not 
complacent,” she said. 

Defeat would derail a soaring career 
including Ms Rudd being tipped as a 
future Conservative leader. There were 
also suggestions that she was in line for 
a move to the Treasury to replace Philip 
Hammond, the chancellor, in a post- 
election cabinet reshuffle if Theresa 
May had won a large majority. 



She played a prominent role in the 
Conservative’s general election cam- 
paign, including an assured appearance 
as the party’s representative in a tele- 
vised debate last week. 

However, she was said to have been 
unhappy with the party’s direction 
under Mrs May. 

The London Evening Standard, which 
is edited by George Osborne, the 
former chancellor, reported that Ms 
Rudd and Ruth Davidson, the leader of 
the Scottish Tories, were keeping a “dis- 
ciplined silence” about their reserva- 
tions over the direction of the party 
before the polls. 

Several other senior Tories also 
looked set to lose their 
seats on the basis of the 
exit poll. Labour was 
confident of remov- 
ing Mr Gummer, 
who had been re- 
sponsible for put- 
ting together the 

Amber Rudd, the 
home secretary, 
was in danger of 
losing her seat to 
her Labour rival 


Conservative Party’s manifesto with 
Nick Timothy, one of Mrs May’s key 
aides. 

Mr Gummer, who had been tipped as 
a possible Brexit secretary in a reshuffle, 
was highly rated by the prime minister. 
He was defending a majority of 3,733 in 
Ipswich, a seat which had been held by 
Labour for almost two decades before 
he won it in 2010. 

In London, where Labour looked to 
have enjoyed a huge boost in its vote 
from significant numbers of young 
voters casting their ballots, two Con- 
servative ministers faced defeat. 

Labour also claimed another 
significant Tory scalp with Anna Soub- 
ry, the former minister and a leading 
opponent of Brexit, expected to be de- 
feated in Broxtowe in Nottingham- 
shire. 

Meanwhile Robert Buckland, the 
Solicitor General, survived in South 
Swindon with a reduced majority. 
The Tories saw their majority of 
6,000 votes slashed to 
votes. 

Justine Greening, the educa- 
tion secretary, narrowly avoided 
a huge upset in Putney, 
south London against 
Labour’s candidate, 
Neeraj Patil, a 
former mayor of 
Lambeth. 

Ms Greening’s 
share of the vote fell 
by nearly ten per- 
centage points, leav- 
ing her clinging on by 
just 1,554 votes in a 
constituency in which 
she had previously en- 
joyed a majority of more 
than 10,000 votes. 

The results meant 
Ms Greening has her 
smallest majority in 
the seat since taking it 
from Labour in 2005. 


Corbyn triumphs 
on his own terms

S ince Jeremy 
Corbyn 
became 
Labour leader 
in September 
2015, the question for 
Labour moderates — 
the vast majority of 
the parliamentary 
party — has been 
when, and how, they 
could remove him 
(Henry Zeffman 
writes). 

The first concerted 
attempt, a challenge 
by Owen Smith, the 
former shadow work 
and pensions 
secretary, after last 
year’s EU referendum, 
failed dismally. 

Mr Corbyn’s 
crushing defeat of Mr 
Smith, who was 
backed by almost all 
Labour MPs, 
produced a 
moratorium on 
chatter about 


leadership challenges. 
Moderates returned 
to plan A: let Mr 
Corbyn fail in his own 
time. After a heavy 
electoral defeat, the 
Labour leader would 
be forced to stand 
down sooner rather 
than later. 

It has not worked 
out that way. 

On the 

parliamentary 
arithmetic coughed 
up by the exit poll, Mr 
Corbyn’s position as 
leader is impregnable. 
Rather than failing in 
his own time, he has 
succeeded on his own 
terms: motivating 
young people and 
former non-voters to 
turn out in force for a 
left-wing manifesto. 

He will now stay on 
as Labour leader as 
long as he wishes. 
Moderates will come 
under pressure to 
return to the fold and 


put in a serious effort 
to support Mr 
Corbyn’s platform. 

Perhaps the 
greatest barrier to Mr 
Corbyn fighting 
another election, 
especially if it does 
not come within the 
next year, will be age 
— he is 68 — rather 
than party support. 

Even if he does 
leave the leadership, 
the next Labour 
manifesto will be as 
left-wing as this 
election’s. This was 
meant to be the 
election that proved 
Labour could not win 
from the left but the 
moderate case has not 
been proved. 

Vanishingly few 
Labour candidates 
featured Mr Corbyn 
on leaflets, except to 
insist that he would 
not become prime 
minister and that 
voting Labour was a 
vote for a strong 
opposition. In the 
harsh glare of June 9, 
Mr Corbyn will be 
taken more seriously 
as a potential prime 
minister than ever.

P sephologist, one of those

It is fair to 
say that when John Curtice, the sage 
of Strathclyde, handed his exit poll 
to the BBC shortly before 10pm last 
night it was more than a pebble he 
cast into the Westminster pool. 

More a giant boulder. 

“We are calling the Conservatives 
to be the largest party,” David 
Dimbleby said, to no surprise. Then 
the twist: 314 seats were forecast to 
turn blue, 266 red, the Scottish 
Nationalists almost cut in half, the 
Lib Dems doing better than 
expected. My companions last night, 
normally of a wet Tory leaning, who 
had boldly said an hour earlier that 
they had thought it safe to cast a 
protest ballot for the Lib Dems, were 
now looking sheepish. 

Sometimes sozzled old Tories get it 


right. Four weeks ago Jerry Hayes, a 
Tory court jester in the Thatcher 
days, had criticised the prime 
minister’s strategy in crude terms. 
“Theresa May needs to offer more to 
middle-class voters,” he said, “than 
just saying ‘Labour will kill you, I 
will merely f*** you’.” It seems she 
did not take heed. The dementia tax 
and the failure to flash a leg to 
Middle England proved costly. 

In the ITV studio, George 
Osborne, no fan of Mrs May, was 
struggling to contain his laughter. 
“It’s completely catastrophic,” the 
former chancellor chuckled, his 
smugness settings turned all the way 
up to 11. Others in the Tory party 
may have been blaming him and his 
chums for this very situation. If they 
had fought a better referendum, or 
not called one at all . . . Mrs May, 
who marks 331 days in office this 
morning, may now struggle to beat 
Sir Alec Douglas-Home’s time in 
Downing Street, but David 
Cameron’s legacy, and by extension 
Mr Osborne’s, was receding by the 
minute. 

History was made in the northeast 
as Newcastle beat Sunderland, the 
champions of ballot counting since 


1992, to the first result. We should 
make this an Olympic sport. 
Obviously Britain would lose out to 
those countries where the papers 
are counted before people have even 
voted or where there’s only a choice 
between someone called Kim and 
Death but we might snatch a bronze. 

But was there a twist to come? 

The first result arrived on the stroke 
of 11pm: a Labour hold, of course, 
but the swing was less than 
predicted by the exit poll. The same 
was seen in Sunderland a minute or 
two later, again the Tories were 
doing better than what Curtice’s 
wonks had forecast. 

Armchair experts traded 
assertions: the Ulster Unionists 
would never put Jeremy Corbyn in 
Downing Street; the towns would 
outperform the cities; shy Tories 
would be worth 15 seats on the exit 
poll prediction. The Tories would 
cling on by their fingernails. At 
midnight, this all seemed plausible. 
What was certain was that this was 
not a strong and stable government.

A s Brussels 
went to 
bed last 
night — 
almost a 
year after the 
referendum — it 
appeared that British 
voters had delivered 
another shock to the 
European Union 
(Bruno Waterfield 
writes). 

With a hung 
parliament there 
would be no British 
negotiator — not 
David Davis or 
anyone else — getting 
on the Eurostar in ten 
days’ time to begin 
negotiations for 
Britain’s withdrawal 
from the EU. The 
deadline of agreeing 
the basic principles of 
Britain’s exit by 
December would be 
in real trouble, with 
the cliff edge of a 
disorderly Brexit 
loomimg closer. 


Theresa May had 
assured other 
European leaders that 
an election would 
deliver a large 
majority for her, 
making her a more 
reliable negotiating 
partner. Senior EU 
officials had hoped 
that a strengthened 
Mrs May would find it 
easier to ride out the 
flak from compromise 
on Brexit that she had 
signalled was on the 
cards. 

Now the opposite 
appears to have 
happened: Mrs May is 
weaker, or even out of 
office, and Britain 
appears more divided 
than ever. 

If Mrs May has a 
small majority then 
her room to 
compromise in Brexit 
talks — and she had 
signalled through 
diplomatic channels a 
willingness to do so — 
would disappear, 
making negotiations 


difficult or impossible. 
With a hung 
parliament, 
negotiations may not 
even take place at all. 
“Does Brexit even 
mean Brexit after 
this?” one official said 
early this morning. 

EU officials had 
relied on the election 
securing Mrs May in 
office until 2022, 
avoiding the previous 
electoral schedule of 
2020 in the midst of 
Brexit. Now political 
instability is the order 
of the day. All this as 
the two-year Brexit 
clock is ticking after 
Mrs May triggered 
Article 50 in March. 

If Mrs May cannot

Leading figures across the EU warned 
that chaos in Westminster would make 
the Brexit negotiation timetable a near- 
impossible task with talks due to start in 
ten days. 

Theresa May’s political future was an 
open question after the exit polls, Bild, 
Germany’s biggest newspaper, report- 
ed while she was branded the “big los- 
er” by a German Social Democratic 
Party MP. 

Carl Bildt, the former Swedish prime 
minister, blamed the “mess” in British 
politics on a lack of true leadership and 
diplomats in Brussels lamented that 
there could be no reliable negotiating 
partner across the table. 

The view of EU capitals was that Mrs 
May needed a decent majority so she 
could face down hardline Conservative 
backbenchers who would refuse to 
compromise on the Brexit “divorce” 
money and the extensive rights Brus- 
sels wanted to see for EU citizens. 

Mrs May invoked Article 50 of the 
Lisbon treaty at the end of March to 
begin the two-year Brexit process and 
the talks were slated to begin on 
Monday week. 

“Who will we be meeting in two 
weeks? We do not know and we will not 
know for weeks if it is a hung parlia- 
ment. Instability will be unhelpful for 
everyone but especially for Britain,” 
one EU diplomat in Brussels said last 
night as the exit polls were announced. 
“We wanted a strong negotiator with 
Britain behind her; that is not looking 
good after this exit polls.” 

Mr Bildt tweeted: “Could be messy for 
the United Kingdom in the years ahead. 
One mess risks following another. Price 
to be paid for lack of true leadership.” 

A Romanian MEP tweeted his pure 
disbelief at the state of British political 
leadership. “She has a majority, calls an 
election, loses the majority and has no 
coalition partner. And Article 50 is tick- 
ing,” Siegfried Muresan, a centre-right 
MEP, said. 

In Berlin the Social Democratic 
Party (SPD) were celebrating the rise in 
Labour seats but were concerned at the 
impact of a hung parliament on the 
Brexit process. “I am so happy for Lab- 
our colleagues that probably none have 


lost their seats but nevertheless my first 
thought was ‘damn, a hung parlia- 
ment’,” Jens Zimmermann, an MP in 
the SPD, said. He tweeted that Mrs May 
was “already a big loser” after the exit 
polls. 

“Party politics aside it is probably a 
very tough result from the German and 
European point of view because it 
brings uncertainty as we know how 
badly the British politicians feel about 
forming a coalition government,” he 
said. “If Theresa May really does lose 
her majority then she probably has to 
resign because this is such a huge set- 
back and she definitely made huge 
mistakes during the campaign. 

“I do not think we will see any reverse 
of the Brexit position. We know that 
many Labour MPs feel bound to abide 
by the referendum. I hope that this 
could mean a fresh start to the Brexit 


process because we have gone through 
all the details in our Brexit task force 
and realised that it is really not doable 
in the two years. We need some sort of 
agreement to a transition period to 
have proper negotiations on all the 
details.” 

In Belgium Jurek Kuczkiewicz, the 
EU affairs editor for Le Soir newspaper, 
said: “Has a once confident nation lost 
its common sense? How would have 
May reacted if someone told her ‘No 
majority is better than a bad majority?’ 
If the exit poll proves to be accurate, 
good luck to Michel Barnier and EU in 
Brexit negotiation.” 

Kit Juckes, an analyst at Societe 
Generate, added: “It’s going to be close, 
and results will come out through the 
night, but this is going to leave Theresa 
May struggling to keep control of the 
Brexit process.”

Clarke urges ‘deeper debate’ on leaving EU

Ken Clarke, the former chancellor, led 
calls for a “deeper debate” over Britain’s 
exit from the EU in the wake of the 
election. 

Mr Clarke, the only Tory to have 
voted against triggering Brexit talks, 
said that the worst result for the UK 
would be a hung parliament and a weak 
government. He also insisted that he 
thought Brexit could not be stopped. 

But he said that the result, which 
would mean voters had denied Theresa 
May the mandate she was seeking for 
her version of Brexit, must trigger a 
conversation about its nature. 

“I think the worst outcome for the 


United Kingdom would be a weak 
government and a hung parliament of 
any party and we just have to see where 
we get,” he said. 

“If we continue with another parlia- 
ment with a small majority then firstly 
we will have to have some deeper 
debates . . . particularly on Brexit, and 
actually as we face some appalling diffi- 
culties in my opinion, this is a critical 
stage for us. Politics is changing.” 

He supported Mrs May in calling the 
election to boost her majority to deal 
with Brexit as he acknowledged Britain 
was going to leave the European Union. 

Alastair Campbell, Tony Blair’s 
former director of communications 
and a vocal campaigner against Brexit, 


said that voters had rejected Mrs May’s 
negotiating principles and that Britain’s 
decision should now be “revisited”. 

Liam Fox, the international trade 
secretary and a leading campaigner for 
Brexit in the EU referendum, said that 
Mrs May would “win” even if she only 
just scraped a working majority. 

Some Tories acknowledged that Mrs 
May’s decision to call a “Brexit election” 
meant that its result could be seen to 
trump the June 23 vote. One Tory 
candidate said: “Tell me which is 
sovereign: the referendum or this 
parliament?” 

The EU’s chief Brexit negotiator, Mi- 
chel Barnier, has set June 19 as his 
favoured date for the start of talks, 


which are expected to last for up to 18 
months. But Brussels officials have 
indicated that the date is not set in 
stone, meaning it could be delayed to 
take account of any change in govern- 
ment. 

What cannot easily be delayed, 
however, is the date of Britain’s depar- 
ture from the EU, which is due to take 
place exactly two years after the trig- 
gering of Article 50, on March 29, 2019, 
whether or not a deal has been reached. 

Protracted negotiations over the for- 
mation of a government — or even a 
second general election in 2017 — 
could put back the start of formal talks, 
squeezing even further the limited time 
available to forge a complex withdrawal 


agreement and a separate deal on trade 
arrangements. 

Mrs May had repeatedly urged 
voters to hand her a large majority so 
that she could go into talks in Brussels 
with the firm backing of the country 
and the House of Commons behind 
her. 

She warned that if she lost just six 
seats she would no longer be prime 
minister and that an unprepared Jer- 
emy Corbyn would then go “naked and 
alone” to the negotiating table. 

Under the terms of Article 50, the 
deadline for the UK to leave the union 
can be extended only with the 
agreement of the other 27 member 
states.

Are these payments 
the same thing as the 
Brexit divorce bill? No.

Brussels will present Britain with an 
“access” bill of up to €5 billion a year 
after Brexit, including a €1 billion 
payment into European aid budgets, 
Times analysis suggests. 

Ministers have claimed that the 
government will no longer pay “vast” 
sums to Brussels after Britain leaves in 
2019. Privately, however, they accept 
that they will have to continue contrib- 
uting to EU programmes if they want to 
achieve the significant access to the 
single market. 

The Times has analysed the cost of 
the EU programmes ministers want to 
continue participating in along with 
comparable fees for single market 
access paid by other non-EU states. 

It shows that the financial price for 
the “best possible deal” is likely to be 
between €3 billion and €5 billion a year 
— potentially more than half the UK’s 
present net contribution. The figures 
are over and above any so-called Brexit 
divorce bill. The findings include: 

• The UK would have to contribute at 
least €1.3 billion if it wants to remain a 
member of Horizon 2020, the EU’s 
combined science and research budget. 
This is a high priority for the govern- 
ment and represents the average 
amount that UK institutions receive 
each year from the €8.5 billion fund. 
There would also be additional pay- 
ments if the UK wanted to participate 
in the EU’s Galileo and Copernicus 
space programmes. 

• Britain would be expected to pay 
between €1 billion and €3 billion a year 
for the kind of preferential access to the 
single market that the government has 
indicated it will seek. In 2015 Switzer- 
land, which has a far smaller population 
than the UK, paid €1.1 billion to devel- 
opment programmes in east European 
states that its government explicitly 
links to single market access. 

• Remaining part of the EU’s security 
and migration programme could cost a 
further €450 million. Theresa May said 
she wanted Britain to continue to par- 
ticipate in agencies such as Europol. 

• The UK is expected to continue pay- 
ing between €1 billion and €1.5 billion 
into the EU’s foreign aid budget. This is 
money that the UK would have to 
spend on aid regardless of Brexit and is 
considered by Whitehall as a “goodwill 
gesture” to use in the negotiations. 

There will also be lesser charges if 
the UK decides to continue with pro- 
grammes such as the European Medi- 
cines Agency, the popular Erasmus 
university exchange programme and 


the European Aviation Safety Agency. 
All of the projects listed do not at 
present count in Britain’s net contribu- 
tion to EU budgets. 

Last night one senior Conservative 
Eurosceptic MP said privately that he 
thought annual payments of €3 billion 
a year would be “about where we end 
up” but added that he could not say so 
publicly. 

The most contentious aspect of the 
continuing Brexit bill will be the charge 
for enhanced single market access. 

Senior figures in the EU have made 
clear that such access would be possible 
only if the UK continued funding to 
assist central and east European states 


in a similar way that Norway and Switz- 
erland contribute. 

Richard Ashworth, a former leader 
of the Conservatives in the European 
parliament who serves on the budget 
committee, said the EU spent about 50 
per cent of its budget on developing less 
wealthy areas of the union. “That 
money is not charity,” he said. “In de- 
veloping the markets in Lithuania, Cro- 
atia and Hungary we’re bringing up the 
standard of living and increasing the 
spending power that comes back to the 
big investors who are Britain, France 
and Germany. So just like Norway and 
Switzerland you’re not going to have 
access to that market for nothing.”

Sterling fell sharply last night after an 
exit poll projected that Britain was on 
course for a hung parliament. The 
projection that Theresa May would 
lose 16 seats in the general election took 
investors by surprise, analysts said, trig- 
gering shock waves across the markets. 

The pound slumped to a seven-week 
low against the dollar amid forecasts 
that the Conservatives would fall short 
of an overall majority, heightening con- 
cern over Britain’s departure from the 
EU. As the first official election results 
came in, sterling shed 1.6 per cent to 
$1,274 against the dollar. Against the 
euro, it dropped 1.3 per cent to €1.139. 

The pound rallied when the prime 
minister called the election in April. At 
the time, market commentators said 
expectations of a stronger Tory major- 
ity had boosted the currency, which 
plunged from $1.49 to a 32 -year low of 
$1.20 against the dollar in the months 
after the European referendum. 

Dean Turner, economist at UBS 
Wealth Management, suggested that, 
having surprised Westminster by 
calling an election, Mrs May’s gamble 
may have backfired. He said that if the 
exit poll was accurate, the pound could 
give up the bulk of its post-election 
announcement gains. 

“After this, retreating back to the low 
1.20 levels versus the dollar is a very real 
possibility. Nevertheless, there are few 
signs that anxiety has spread into other 
markets just yet,” he said. 

Chris Beauchamp, chief market ana- 
lyst at IG, said that the poll “produced a 
shock wave in markets, with disbelief 
and then a swift drop in the pound in 
foreign exchange markets”. 

Sean Callow, senior currency analyst 
at Westpac, noted: “It’s clear that the 
election is a humiliation for the Tories, 
who blew a massive poll lead in just a 
few weeks.” He predicted that a hung

parliament would strip the pound of 
all the gains made since the election 
was called and leave it wallowing at 
about $1.25. 

As the election campaign drew to a 
close, research revealed that Britain 
had the worst-performing economy in 
the EU in the first quarter of the year 
owing to a slump in growth caused by a 
slowdown in household spending. The 
economy grew by no more than 0.2 per 
cent in the first three months, accord- 
ing to Eurostat, the statistics agency. 

Germany and France, by contrast, 
grew by 0.6 per and 0.4 per cent respec- 
tively in the first quarter of the year. 
Even Greece, which has endured years 
of economic depression, managed 
growth of 0.4 per cent. 

Economists doubt that the UK’s 
fortunes will improve much over the 
rest of the year. “Britain will be one of 
the laggards in terms of EU growth this 
year,” Philip Shaw, an economist at 
Investec, said. 

Last week it was revealed that Britain 
grew at the slowest pace of any of the 
G7 nations in the first quarter. 


Uncertainty shakes markets

ne broker 
emailed 
clients 
hours 
before the 
polls closed yesterday 
saying markets were 
becalmed (Richard 
Fletcher writes). As 
they were with the 
European referendum, 
the City’s finest appear 
to have been wrong- 
footed by the UK 
electorate — at least if 
the exit polls are right. 

Before the election 
the pound had ticked 
higher amid growing 
confidence that 
Theresa May would 


secure a majority. The 
FTSE 100 touched an 
all-time high and safe 
havens, such as gold, 
had slipped. 

Within seconds of 
last night’s shock exit 
poll, sterling had fallen 
more than two cents to 
$1.27. If the poll proves 
correct it could slump 
a lot further but with 
Brexit negotiations due 
to start within days, 
markets had been 
hoping for certainty. 

Before polling day, 
analysis of investment 
bank forecasts by 
Bloomberg, the 
financial news service, 
suggested that the 
pound would fall to 


$1.23 in the event of a 
hung parliament — 
with the most bearish 
economists predicting 
it could touch $1.20. 

Even if the Tories 
secure a small majority 
the pound could come 
under further pressure, 
amid concerns that 
Mrs May may be 
forced to implement a 
harder Brexit. Equity 
markets may be sold 
off as the uncertainty 
could damage the 
British economy. The 
FTSE 250 — which is 
most exposed to the 
country’s economy — 
would bear the brunt 
of the sell-off.

For all the concerns about 
slowing growth and the 
persistent budget deficit, 
the economic issue that 
matters most for 
households is the cost of 
living.

With unemployment at a 
record low and the 
economy growing slowly 
but steadily, raising pay will 
be the next big challenge. 
Growth is vital and solid 
public finances will help but 
the solution is better 
productivity, which means 
creating a coherent 
industrial strategy that 
encourages investment 
and updating 
employment rights to 
protect workers while 
retaining Britain’s 
flexible labour laws. 
Easier said than done.

if you can afford,” she wrote. She urged 


other celebrity chefs to declare their 
support for the Labour Party, writing to 
Nigella Lawson, Jamie Oliver, Nigel 
Slater and the Hairy Bikers.

A newsagent in the Isle of Portland, 
Dorset, said a woman in her sixties had 
bought the entire stock of “anti- 
Corbyn” papers.

Leading universities ‘refuse to 
support cold-calling crackdown’

The days of “wild west” charity fund- 
raising techniques are over, the regula- 
tor’s chairman has claimed, as it pre- 
pares to launch a service to stop un- 
wanted cold calling and direct 
marketing. 

Lord Grade of Yarmouth said that a 
minority of “rogues and cowboys” 
working for third-party companies 
threatened the reputation of the sector 
and that they must stop “invading 
people’s space”. 

In an interview with The Times, he 
predicted any loss in income suffered 
by charities as a result of the new ser- 
vice would be short-lived and that they 
would reap longer-term benefit by re- 
storing public confidence. 

He also hinted that some of Britain’s 
best-known universities were among 
600 charities that had refused to pay a 
voluntary levy to support the Fund- 
raising Regulator, putting at risk the 
system of self-regulation set up by the 
voluntary sector. 

Next month the watchdog will 
launch its main programme, a fund- 
raising preference service to let people 
opt out of receiving calls, texts, letters or 
emails from charities that they name, 
by contacting the regulator. Relatives 
or friends will also be able to block char- 
ities on behalf of vulnerable people. 

There was an outcry two years ago 
over cases such as those of Olive Cooke, 
92, a poppy seller who took her life after 
being bombarded by charity mailshots, 
although she also suffered depression,

• Olive Cooke, 92, from 
Bristol, who sold 
poppies for the Royal 
British Legion for 76 
years, jumped to her 
death in 2015. She had 
received 267 charity 
letters in one month 
and had 27 charity 
direct debits but also 
suffered depression. 

• Samuel Rae, 87, from 
Cornwall, who had 
dementia, mentioned a 
pet cat in a lifestyle 
survey.

They try and get you into a 
negotiation. It’s horrible. You have been 
generous enough to donate once a year 
or monthly, whatever — go away, thank 
you, be grateful.” 

Charity trustees are only now begin- 
ning to get to grips with their duty to 
monitor private fundraising companies 
that they use, he said.

A mother stabbed her newborn 
daughter to death with scissors 
and dumped the body in a bin as 
she thought having a child would 
harm her career, Preston crown 
court was told. Rachel Tunstill, 

26, from Burnley, worked at a 
care home and had been told that 
there were strict rules against 
working there while pregnant. 

She has said that she miscarried. 
The trial continues. 

Arson arrest in Stoke 

A 39-year-old man has been 
arrested on suspicion of arson 
with intent to endanger life after 
two fires broke out in Stoke-on-

of patients were evacuated from 
Royal Stoke University Hospital 
and A&E was closed to visitors 
overnight after the alarm was 
raised at 6pm.

The director of a yacht charter 
company ignored an urgent message 
that one of his boats was taking on 
water and carried on drinking in a pub, 
a court has been told. 

Four yachtsmen drowned when the 
40ft Cheeki Rafiki capsized in the mid- 
Atlantic after her keel sheered off in 
May 2014. 

Douglas Innes, a director of Storm- 
force Coaching Limited, which operated 
the boat, was in a pub when he received 
the email from the skipper, Andrew 
Bridge, 22. Winchester crown court 
was told that instead of alerting the 
coastguard immediately, Mr Innes 
went to another pub and made the call 
only when he returned home later that 
night. 

Mr Innes denies four charges of 
manslaughter by gross negligence for 
failing to ensure that the vessel was 
seaworthy. The Cheeki Rafiki, named 
after a character from Disney’s The 
Lion King, was returning to her home 
port of Southampton from Antigua 
when she sprang a leak. 

The court heard that the yacht 
should not have been mid-ocean at all. 
Her commercial licence had lapsed, 
she had not been inspected and she was 
permitted to sail no further than 60 
miles from a “safe haven”. 

The court was told that Mr Innes, 42, 
had not had the yacht inspected in the 
three years the company had owned 
her, in order to save money. During 
that time she had run aground on at 
least three separate occasions, damag- 
ing the heavy keel and the bolts that 
secured it to the hull. 

The Cheeki Rafiki capsized 700 miles 
from Nova Scotia. Mr Bridge, from 
Farnham, Surrey, James Male, 22, a 
Stormforce trainee from Southampton, 
and the paying crew members, Steve 
Warren, 52, and Paul Goslin, 56, both 
from Somerset, were lost at sea. 

Despite an extensive search by the 
US coast guard, which found the up- 
turned hull of the yacht, their bodies 
were never recovered. 

Nigel Lickley, QC, prosecuting, said 
that Mr Innes had chosen the fastest 
route for the yacht’s voyage from Anti- 
gua, where she had been racing, 
because he wanted to get her back and 
earning money. He had flown home,

hired a professional crew or had the 
yacht shipped home but he had wanted 
to save money. 

Mr Innes had not had the yacht 
inspected, he suggested, because he 
knew she was likely to need a costly 
replacement keel. 

He said that Mr Innes was in the pub 
when he received an email marked 
“Urgent”. Mr Lickley said: “He didn’t 
call the coastguard but he went to 
another pub near to his home and 
carried on drinking. There he received 
a telephone call directly from the yacht. 
It was Andrew Bridge calling from the 
Cheeki Rafiki saying that the situation 
was getting worse. 

“Douglas Innes then went home and 
then called the coastguard at Falmouth 
to report the situation. He doesn’t 
express any great sense of urgency.” 

Inspection of the wreckage revealed 
that some keel bolts had been broken 
for months. “The yacht was, therefore, 
unsound, broken and unsafe before the 
four men left Antigua,” Mr Lickley 
added. 

“The yacht had been neglected, 
not maintained and — important- 
ly because the yacht was used 
commercially by Mr Innes and his 
company — not inspected to 
ensure she was safe to use.” 

Mr Lickley said that Mr Innes 
had “turned a blind eye for profit 
and cut corners to save costs”. 
Mr Innes, of Southampton, also 
denies a charge of failing to 
operate the Cheeki Rafiki in a safe 
manner. 

The trial, which is expected to 
last up to six weeks, continues.

Knife crime is highest in six years

The number of people convicted or 
cautioned for carrying a knife has 
reached its highest level in almost six 
years, prompting demands for govern- 
ment action. 

The latest figures from the Ministry 
of Justice show an 11 per cent increase, 
to 5,184, in the number of offences dealt 
with in the first three months of this 
year compared with last year. 

This marks the highest three-month- 
ly figure since the third quarter of 2011, 
and the first time since then that the 
figure has exceeded 5,000. 

The majority of the 44 police force 
areas also registered an increase in of- 
fences. 

In the year to March 19,725 offences 
for knife possession were recorded, the 
highest since 2011-12. 

The number of cautions or convic- 
tions handed out to young people aged 
10-17 was 1,150, the highest quarterly 
figure since 2009. In contrast, the num- 
ber of cautions for adult offenders for 
knife possession fell to its lowest since 
2007, although the number being sent 


to prison rose. Thirty-nine per cent of 
adult offenders and 13 per cent of teen- 
agers were given an immediate custodi- 
al sentence. 

Those jailed for possessing knives 
were also sent to prison for longer. For 
those sentenced to immediate custody, 
the average sentence for knife posses- 
sion offences has risen by 2.8 months to 
7.6 months, or by almost 60 per cent, 
since 2008. 

Eighty-six per cent of adult repeat 
offenders received a custodial sentence, 
an increase of two percentage points 
since the same period last year. 

Knife crimes recorded by police also 
rose by 14 per cent to 32,448 last year, an 
increase of 3,000, according to the 
latest crime figures. 

The Office for National Statistics 
said that though the rise reflected bet- 
ter recording practices, it also showed 
“smaller but genuine increases”. 

In London, knife crime rose by 24 per 
cent to 12,046 between 2015-16 and 
2016-17. In the first five months of this 
year there have been 32 fatal stabbings. 
Although there has been an increase in 
young people carrying knives, only 


about a quarter of those were linked to 
gangs. Police have warned that teen- 
agers are keeping blades about their 
persons for reasons including status 
and self-protection, as well as criminal 
intent. 

Rachel Almeida, head of policy at the 
charity Victim Support, said: “The hor- 
rific and senseless terror attack at 
London Bridge over the weekend 
shows in stark reality just how devastat- 
ing knives can be. The latest figures 
from the Ministry of Justice show an in- 
crease of 11 per cent in knife possession 
offences across the country, which is a 
cause for concern as we at Victim 
Support know only too well that knife 
crime shatters the lives of so many, par- 
ticularly young people.” 

Patrick Green, of the Ben Kinsella 
Trust, set up in 2008 after Ben was 
stabbed to death in north London, said 
that for four years it appeared the coun- 
try was getting on top of the problem of 
knife crime but that this had reversed. 

“For us to be in a position where it has 
risen dramatically and for this to be 
getting no political attention is very 
worrying,” he added. 


Surrogate mother gives 
birth to her half-brother 


A woman who acted as a surrogate for 
her mother has given birth to her own 
half-brother. 

Jacky Edwards, 47, was unable to 
carry a baby naturally but her daughter 
Katherine, 30, offered to help. Jacky 
had suffered a traumatic pregnancy 
with her fifth child, 12 years ago, and 
underwent a hysterectomy. 

She was widowed at 40 and was cer- 
tain that she did not want any more 
children but in 2013 she met Paul, 48. 
They were married and decided they 
wanted a baby of their own and, aware 
that Jacky would not be able to con- 
ceive, looked into surrogacy. Clinics 
refused to help because she had been 
through the menopause. 

Katherine, already a mother of two, 
offered to act as surrogate. After draw- 
ing up an agreement with a lawyer and 
agreeing to pay £l,000-a-month ex- 
penses, Katherine was artificially in- 
seminated with sperm from her 
mother’s husband. Caspian was born in 
Portsmouth in May last year. “We are 
sharing our story to show that it can 


happen, but sometimes not in the way 
you expect,” Jacky, from South Hor- 
rington, Somerset, said. 

Katherine added: “There were times 
when I thought, ‘Have I made a mis- 
take?’ I was told that I was going to feel 
something for this baby. But when I 
gave birth he was handed straight to my

mum. I looked over and saw the three of 
them together and it was amazing.” 

Jacky, who worked in the NHS for 15 
years and is an author, had three sons 
and two daughters before Caspian.

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Church divided as 
Scottish Anglicans 
back gay marriage

Anglican churches are to conduct 
same-sex weddings in Britain after the 
Scottish Episcopal Church backed gay 
marriage yesterday. 

The vote to amend canon law on 
marriage, removing the stipulation that 
it must be between a man and a woman, 
was carried by the church’s synod in 
Edinburgh. Campaigners in Scotland 
have already received requests from 
gay Church of England worshippers 
asking to marry in an Anglican church 
north of the border. 

The move has triggered a clash 
between the Scottish Episcopal Church 
and the rest of the Anglican world. 
Orthodox churches within the global 
Anglican Communion have already 
placed the Archbishop of Canterbury 
under intense pressure to punish 
churches that are liberal on sexuality. 

The move was described as a 
momentous step by the Bishop of St 
Andrews, the Most Rev David Chilling- 
worth, primus of the Scottish Episcopal 
Church. “Our church now affirms, as its 
official position, that same-sex couples 
are not just married, but are married in 
the sight of God,” he said. Reflecting 
divisions within its own ranks, episco- 


palian priests who wish to officiate at 
gay marriages will have to “opt-in”. The 
church said this meant that those who 
opposed gay marriage would not have 
to act against their conscience. 

The vote was passed overwhelmingly 
among bishops and lay members, who 
were 80 per cent in favour, but only nar- 
rowly achieved the required two -thirds 
majority among clergy, 67.7 per cent of 
whom backed the change. 

The bishop added: “This decision is 
difficult and hurtful for others whose 
integrity in faith tells them that it is un- 
scriptural and profoundly wrong. For 
them, this new chapter will feel like an 
exclusion, as if their church has moved 
away from them. So, the journey which 
we now begin must also be a journey of 
reconciliation.” 

Same-sex marriage became legal in 
Scotland in 2014 but the move was op- 
posed by the clergy. 

A spokesman for the Church of Eng- 
land said its teaching remained un- 
changed but acknowledged “real and 
profound disagreement” over the issue, 
adding: “We are seeking to find ways 
forward rooted in scripture and the 
Christian faith as we have received it 
and which values everyone, without ex- 
ception, not as a ‘problem’ or an ‘issue’, 
but as a person loved and made in the 
image of God.”

Footballers score 
highest in eye test

When football commentators praise 
Harry Kane’s eye for a goal or Gary 
Cahill’s ability to read the game, these 
may be more than just metaphors. 

Players in the Premier League have 
significantly sharper vision than the 
general public, scientists have found in 
the first study of its kind. 

The analysis also shows that defend- 
ers and goalkeepers appear to have an 
optical edge over attacking players, 
possibly because they spend more time 
switching their attention between dif- 
ferent parts of the field, particularly 
while policing the offside trap. 

This finding may have implications 
for the rest of the population. As rates of 
short-sightedness have risen to double 
what they were in the Sixties, it remains 
unclear how much of this is down to our 
habit of glaring at screens or to a gener- 
ation that simply does not get outdoors 
enough. 

The researchers discovered that 
university-level footballers had similar 
levels of visual acuity to their elite 
counterparts, which could suggest that 
training in the open air helps to guard 
against myopia. 

A group at Liverpool John Moores 
University recruited 49 players from a 
Premiership club, 31 student footballers 
and 230 healthy but non-athletic men 
and women. 

The participants had their eyes test- 
ed with a “sensory station” developed 


by Nike, which funded the study. Each 
stood 4.8 metres (16ft) from a screen 
and completed five different assess- 
ments using a touchscreen iPod. 

The scientists measured individuals’ 
visual acuity (the ability to spot gaps in 
increasingly small circles on the 
screen), contrast sensitivity (distin- 
guishing black circles with small bands 
of white), near-far quickness (how rap- 
idly they could spot objects at different 
distances), target capture (the speed 
with which they could spot a stimulus 
away from the centre of their gaze) and 
perception span (the number of objects 
they could count and recall in a short 
space of time). 

The results, which appear in the jour- 
nal Science and Medicine in Football, 
show that amateur and Premier League 
players got indistinguishable scores. 
Both groups, however, had much better 
visual acuity, contrast sensitivity and 
near-far quickness than the normal 
standard. 

Defenders could adjust the distance 
of their focus significantly more swiftly 
than midfielders and strikers. This 
echoes a finding from a 2012 study of 
Olympic hockey players. 

The researchers wrote: “Defensive 
players are responsible for ensuring 
that the offside trap is not broken, and 
thus need to quickly change the gaze 
location in order to perceive and co- 
ordinate with other team-mates while 
remaining vigilant of opposing 
players.”

A Muslim gym that was raided yester- 
day by counterterrorism officers in- 
vestigating the London Bridge attack 
was brought to police attention two 
years ago over fears that jihadists were 
training there. 

Two of the killers shot dead on Satur- 
day trained in “ultimate fighting” at the 
gym, which is understood to have been 
run by two brothers implicated in the 
July 7 bomb plot in 2005. 

Khuram Butt, 27, was regularly seen 
working at the reception of Ummah 
Fitness in Ilford, east London, and 
Youssef Zaghba, 22, exercised there. 
CCTV images obtained by The Times 
this week captured them and their ac- 
complice Rachid Redouane, 30, having 
furtive discussions outside the gym. 

Yesterday’s raid came as part of con- 
tinuing police action that also involved 
a suspect said to frequent the gym being 
“dragged” from a house by armed 
police in Ilford late on Wednesday 
night. Two men were arrested by 
counterterrorism officers in the street. 

The Times has also learnt that the 
authorities were contacted in 2015 with 
fears that a man was training jihadists 
at a gym in Ilford Lane. Ummah Fit- 
ness, which is also used by non-Mus- 
lims, is the only gym there. Another 
person had reported the same man in 
connection with suspected extremism. 

Wilson Chowdhry, chairman of the 
local Pakistani Christian Organisation, 
said he had reported a man who ran 
classes at the gym two years ago after 
he boasted about “training jihadists”. 

“Fie tried to convert me by showing 
off his strength. He grabbed my wrist 
and twisted it and told me about his 
classes. This included weapons training 
and knives. The moves he showed me 
were very aggressive,” Mr Chowdhry 
said. “He then showed me these images 
on his phone, threatening me with 
them, saying, ‘Look I’m training jihad- 
ists’. He would be jocular but I sensed 
the size of the threat. He said, ‘You’d be 
safer as a Muslim’. 

“He showed me demonstrations of 
how strong he was, it was really intimi- 
dating. The videos were of Muslims 
with beards. It was violent training. The 
police should have raided that gym two 
years ago, not this week.” 

A second source said that the man,

Armed raids in east London 


Police conducted a series of raids 
on the eve of the general election 
amid fears of another terrorist 
attack (Fiona Hamilton writes).

Neighbours of one of the 
properties in Newham said that the 
man was of Pakistani origin and 
worked in security. He was led away 
in his dressing gown from the two- 
bedroom social housing property, 
which is near the Olympic Park.

It is not known whether the man was 
working with the knowledge of the 
gym’s owners. 

Police have confirmed that they are 
reviewing intelligence on the London 
Bridge attackers, particularly Butt, who 
was said by a relative yesterday to be a 
fervent supporter of Isis. 

Zaghba’s mother said she believed 
that part of his radicalisation came 
from viewing extremist sites. It also 
emerged that he had been teaching 
children at Catleaps Gymnastics Club 
in nearby Romford. 

Ummah Fitness was raided yester- 
day in relation to the London Bridge 
attack. A sign at the gym last night said 
that the landlord had repossessed the 
premises after forfeiture of the lease. 

The gym’s Facebook page, which has 
been shut down, carried quotes from 
the Koran, and an image of a Taekwon- 
do class shows the black flag taken by 
Isis as its own. The Times understands 
that the gym was run by Adeel and Sa- 
jeel Shahid, two former figures in al- 
Muhajiroun, the proscribed group led 
by Anjem Choudary to which Butt had 
ties. The gym website was registered by 
Adeel Shahid and his IT business is 
named on it. A woman who identified 
herself as his mother said he worked at 
an ultimate fighting gym in Ilford. 

Sajeel Shahid, 41, was named by an 
FBI supergrass as having helped the 
July 7 bombers, who murdered 56 
people, to take weapons training at an 
al- Qaeda camp in Pakistan. 

A source at the gym said he had last 
seen Sajeel Shahid, whom he knows as 
Abu Ibrahim, there six or seven months 
ago. The gym has said that Shahid “is 
not employed in any position in the 
gym and does not own the business”. 

Rashid Raja, 29, was arrested at his 
home in Ilford on suspicion of prepar- 
ing terrorist acts. Residents described 
how armed police flooded the quiet 
street about 10.20pm on Wednesday. 
They saw him being dragged from the 
house and put in handcuffs. The two 
men arrested in the street there were 
aged 27 and 33. The first was detained 
on suspicion of preparing terrorist acts 
and the second on suspicion of possess- 
ing drugs with intent to supply.

Saudi footballers ignore tribute to victims 



Saudi players moved to their match positions while the Australians stood silent

Angry Australian football fans have 
jeered Saudi Arabian players for not 
observing a minute’s silence in memory 
of the London attack victims at a World 
Cup qualifier in Adelaide. 

Saudi Arabia were preparing to play 
Australia last night when the stadium 
announcer called for a tribute. 

The crowd and the home team at the 
Adelaide Oval paused to pay their 
respects to the victims, two of whom 
were Australian. However, footage 
showed some of the Saudi players 
ignoring the gesture as they got in 
formation to start the game. 

The Australia team linked arms in a 
line on the centre circle while most of 
their opponents stood at random as the 
minute began. 

It was also claimed that Saudi players 
on the bench did not stand for the 
tribute and that Saudi fans did not stay 
silent throughout. 

Reporters at the stadium said it was 
possible that the Saudis had not under- 


stood the stadium announcer’s call. 
Many fans vented their anger on social 
media last night after Australia went on 
to beat their opponents 3-2. 

One tweeted: “Minute’s silence for 
London terror. Saudi players wander- 
ing around like they don’t give a f***. 


Saudi fans shouting the whole time.” 
Another said: “Wow just saw this . . . 
Saudi players skipped the minute 
silence for # London Attacks.” 

One user called for sanctions against 
the Saudi team. “I hope Fifa call out 
Saudi Arabia on the clear lack of 


respect shown . . . not participating in 
the minute’s silence is disgusting.” 

Some Saudi fans claimed that the 
observation of a minute’s silence at a 
match was not within their 
culture. “They come from a different 
culture. They just don’t understand the 
point of being silent for a minute to 
show sadness; we never do it,” one 
wrote. 

Calls for a minute’s silence are 
common in the Premier League, and 
are observed by Muslim players. 

The Australian victims were Sara 
Zelenak, 21, a nanny from Brisbane, and 
Kirsty Boden, a nurse. 

Miss Zelenak was confirmed dead on 
Wednesday. She had been missing 
since becoming separated from her 
friend on the bridge as the attack 
began. 

Ms Boden, 28, who worked at Guy’s 
Hospital, was also killed. She had 
turned back to help victims when she 
was killed by the terrorists. Ms Boden 
was from Loxton, a small town about 
150 miles from Adelaide. 


Links to hate

Brother bought parts 
for Manchester bomb

The younger brother of the Manches- 
ter bomber is said to have admitted 
helping to buy materials for the device 
that killed 22 people at a pop concert. 

Hashem Abedi, 20, said that despite 
purchasing the items he did not know 
the details of what his brother Salman 
was planning, according to security 
forces in Libya. 

Abedi, 22, attacked the Manchester 
Arena last month at the end of a con- 
cert by the US singer Ariana Grande. 
The British-born bomber was radical- 
ised in 2015 in the UK and begged his 
mother for forgiveness an hour before 
the blast, his brother told investigators. 

Libya’s Special Deterrence Force 
(Rada) in Tripoli reported that Abedi 
spoke with his younger brother mo- 
ments before he blew himself up. 

Rada is a counterterrorism brigade 
within the interior ministry of the UN- 
backed unity government in Libya, and 
is interrogating Hashem and the father 
Ramadan Abedi, alongside British 
police investigators. 

“Hashem said they bought many 
things together in the UK but that he 
did not fully understand what they 
were for,” Ahmed bin Salem, Rada’s 
spokesman, said. “Hashem said Salman 
was radicalised in 2015, from watching 
videos about Syria and Iraq, as well as 
friends in Manchester.” 

Earlier this week Greater Manches- 
ter police said they had found “signifi- 
cant evidence” in a car that Salman 
might have stored items to put together 
the makeshift bomb before he carried 
out the attack. Twenty-one people have 
been arrested in connection with the 
investigation. Twelve have been re- 
leased and nine remain in custody. 

Salman called his brother’s phone to 
speak to his family in Libya an hour 
before the bombing but his mother ini- 
tially refused to speak to him because 
she was upset he had lied about where 
he was, the Rada spokesman added. 

Salman had arrived in Tripoli a 
month before the attack and was under 


the watchful eye of his parents, who 
hung on to his passport, Rada officials 
and family members told The Times. 
Salman told his mother he wanted to go 
on a pilgrimage to Saudi Arabia in order 
to trick her into relinquishing his pass- 
port. He left for Manchester about a 
week before the attack on May 22. 

“His mother didn’t realise he was in 
Manchester and was extremely upset 
with him that he had lied about not 
going to Saudi; she refused to talk to 
him at first. Hashem begged her to pick 
up the phone the second time, she was 
then concerned something was wrong,” 
Mr bin Salem said. 

In the second and final phone call 
Salman begged his mother for forgive- 
ness before hanging up and blowing 
himself up. Hashem realised something 
was going to happen but did not know 
where or when, Mr bin Salem added. 
“Hashem added that they used to watch 
videos and had sympathy for children 
in Syria and wanted to do something for 
Daesh [Isis] to help,” he said. 

Salman Abedi’s sister Jomana, 18, 
who is still in Tripoli and was briefly 
questioned by Rada, said she and her 
mother were shocked when they found 
out from the television that Salman was 
the bomber. 

She said that Salman had returned to 
Libya with the family on April 16 but left 
a month later. In Libya he was a recluse 
and a loner. 

“We never felt that Salman was weird 
at all. He didn’t go out of the house a 
lot,” she said. She did not believe he was 
influenced in Libya, as he spent most of 
his time alone. “He has no best friends. 
Me and all the family are all shocked. 
He was normal,” she added. 

Salman’s grandmother Khairia Tab- 
bal, who is also in Libya, said she was 
equally confused and said she thought 
her grandson had been radicalised in 
the UK. “He was manipulated from 
Manchester not Libya. The plan came 
from Britain, not from here. He re- 
turned to Libya but he didn’t do any- 
thing: he prayed at the mosque, read the 
Koran and did nothing bad,” she added. 


France will get tough new law 


It comes amid allegations that Zagh- 
ba, 22, was connected with Choudary’s 
network, al-Muhajiroun, which is 
banned in Britain, and that he estab- 
lished connections in Italy. 

A retired European law enforcement 
official told The New York Times that 
Zaghba, who was born in Morocco and 
had Italian citizenship, tapped into the 
network there. 

The official said that the Italian net- 
work may have introduced Zaghba to 
Khuram Butt, 27, one of the two other 
London Bridge attackers. 

Zaghba, whose mother lives in a vil- 
lage near Bologna, was stopped at the 
airport on March 15 last year, when his 
phone was seized. On the same day 
police raided the house he was staying 
at with his mother and took his iPad. 

On April 5, a Bologna court ordered 
police to hand the phone and tablet 
back to him, stating that there was no 
proof Zaghba was a terror threat. 

But by that time police had taken a 
copy of all the information on the de- 
vices, which is now being re-examined. 

Silvia Moise, the Bologna lawyer who 
represented Zaghba, said: “Even if they 
found nothing then, it is worth re- 
studying this data now in light of what 
has happened and what they know. 


“There could be clues which are use- 
ful to the UK police to understand if 
there was a terror structure behind him 
at that time.” 

Giuseppe Amato, chief prosecutor of 
Bologna, has said that Italian police 
“constantly monitored” Zaghba when 
he travelled on two occasions back to 
Italy after his attempt to reach Syria. 

He is understood to have undergone 
official interviews on both occasions, 
when he was quizzed about his inten- 
tions, his living situation in London, his 
work life and his associates. 

Italian officials have also said that 
they warned their British counterparts 
about the terrorist intentions of Zagh- 
ba. They said the information was 
placed on an intelligence services data- 
base as well as the Schengen Informa- 
tion System (SIS), an EU-wide database 
of real-time alerts about suspects. 

On Wednesday British officials treat- 
ed the claim that Italy had alerted them 
to Zaghba’s history and intentions with 
scepticism, and questioned whether 
full details of his terrorist past were 
placed on SIS. 

Italian officials have since insisted 
that the SIS database reported that he 
was connected with “international 
terrorism”.

French police are to be given the power 
to put suspects under house arrest with 
a sweeping anti-terror law that would, 
in effect, make the existing state of 
emergency permanent. 

President Macron and his security 
council approved a draft bill that will be 
put to the cabinet on June 21. It will 
“enshrine in common law all the 
emblematic measures of the regime of 
exception that was created in 1955 dur- 
ing the Algerian war and supplemented 
... after the November 2015 terrorist 
attacks,” Le Monde reported. 

Mr Macron has promised to boost 
France’s fight against Islamist radicals 
who have killed 250 people since 2012. 
The bill will cement in law the emer- 
gency powers that enable the interior 
ministry — which runs the police and 
domestic intelligence service — to 
order house arrests and the use of elec- 
tronic bracelets for anyone deemed to 
threaten security or public order. 

House arrest will be renewable after 


three months. The only change from 
the emergency power is that a judge 
must be “informed” of a house arrest 
before it is imposed. Under the state of 
emergency, during which a thousand 
people have been confined to their 
homes, police were required to inform a 
judge after the event. 

The bill also makes permanent police 
powers to search property at any time 
without judicial oversight and to close 
places of worship. Public gatherings 
can be banned and “security zones” im- 
posed if police fear a threat to security 
or public order. Police will also have the 
power to compel anyone to divulge 
their passwords to social media. 

On Wednesday, President Macron 
created a national counter-terrorism 
centre that will co-ordinate operations 
around the clock from the Elysee Pal- 
ace. He has also extended the state of 
emergency for the sixth time since 
Francois Hollande imposed it after the 
Paris attacks in November 2015. 

The draft was condemned by lawyers 
and activists who depicted it as an 


unconstitutional threat to civil liberties. 
The League of Human Rights said the 
bill meant that “France would enter a 
long-term regime of exception”. 

Legal activists signed a statement 
saying that “making the state of emer- 
gency normal is a defeat for individual 
freedoms and an admission that judges 
are being stripped of their powers”. 

The public strongly favours keeping 
the emergency powers, opinion polls 
have shown, but in a scathing editorial, 
Le Monde called Mr Macron’s move to 
impose a permanent “emergency” dan- 
gerous. “The government action flies in 
the face of . . . liberties that were built 
and consolidated aafter the Second 
World War,” it said. 

In his election campaign Mr Macron, 
who was depicted by opponents as 
weak on security, promised all-out war 
against Islamic State. 

According to an Opinionway poll 
published yesterday, Mr Macron’s party 
is on course to win between 370 and 
400 seats in the 577-strong parliament 
in elections that open on Sunday.

They were three police officers with 
three stories of outstanding courage. 
One of them was armed, one had only 
his baton to defend himself. And one, 
enjoying an off-duty drink with his 
friends, took on the London Bridge 
terrorists with his bare hands. 

Last night, as the extent of their 
bravery emerged, the family of the off- 
duty officer injured in the attack said 
there was no doubt he “would do exact- 
ly the same again”. 

PC Charlie Guenigault, 25, is recov- 
ering in hospital, but is now in a stable 
condition. 

The constable, a member of the 
Metropolitan Police’s emergency re- 
sponse team based in Southwark, had 
been enjoying a drink after work when 
the attackers began their rampage. He 
ran towards them to protect others, and 
was slashed in the head, leg, back and 


stomach. “We are extremely proud of 
Charlie, who showed immense bravery 
on Saturday night,” his family said. 
“Our family has received numerous 
messages from friends, colleagues and 
people around the country sending 
Charlie good wishes and commending 
him for his actions. We are very grateful 
for this and it has provided us with a lot 
of comfort at this difficult time.” 

On Monday Cressida Dick, commis- 
sioner of the Met, said she was “enor- 
mously proud” of PC Guenigault. 

Another officer, who was stabbed in 
the eye as he took on the attackers with 
only his baton, has said he was sorry he 
could not do more. 

The British Transport Police officer, 
who has not been named, was stabbed 
in the head, face and leg and is “serious- 
ly unwell” in hospital. He said in a state- 
ment: “Like every police officer who 
responded, I was simply doing my job. I 
didn’t expect the level of love and well 
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but I didn’t want to 
move. So I stayed.” 

At another 
restaurant, Leon, a 
member of staff fooled 
the terrorists before 
they forced their way 
in. John Vincent, the 
co-founder, said: “She 
saw the attackers 
coming towards the 
door. She pretended to 
lock it. She did not 
have the keys on her. 
They thought she had 
locked it, and diverted 


away. She said she 
acted on instinct.” 

Businesses based at 
Borough Market still 
do not know when 
they will be allowed 
back in by police.

wishes I have received. I feel like I did 
what any other person would have 
done. I want to say sorry to the families 
that lost their loved ones. I’m so sorry I 
couldn’t do more and I want you to 
know I did everything I could.” 

The officer, who was less than two 
years into his job, was one of the first on 
the scene. He praised his transport 
police colleagues, who tended to him as 
he lay injured. 

A third officer who confronted the 
terrorists that night, and who is also not 
named, was a firearms specialist. They 
rarely, if ever, speak in public, but his 
wife has offered a glimpse into the life of 
a man who regularly has to deal with 
danger and death and then return to 
family life. 

“I made sure he left for his night shift 
after very little sleep after his 20-hour 
gruesome shift with a full belly, a mug of 
coffee and clean clothes,” she said. 
“Took his disgusting wet socks out of 


his bag last night which had white salt 
stains all over from all the running he 
must have done, stuck the shirt on a hot 
wash to wash off the blood and God 
knows what else off it. 

“Tucked our two-year-old into bed, 
with her saying the phrase she’s just 
mastered: ‘Daddy gone to work.’ She 
doesn’t know what he does, she’s too 
little. Just ordinary people doing nor- 
mal things who sometimes do an ex- 
traordinary job for very little thanks, 
with lots of added pressures and a 
shocking wage.” 

As the stories of bravery mounted up, 
Spain’s prime minister, Mariano Rajoy, 
said that Ignacio Echeverria, 39, a 
Spanish financial specialist who 
worked combating the funding of ter- 
rorism, would be awarded a posthu- 
mous order of civil merit. Mr Echever- 
ria, who worked for HSBC, was killed as 
he took on the attackers by hitting them 
with his skateboard.

Concentrating expertise to deal with 
major traumatic injuries in a few key 
hospitals has boosted survival rates by 
50 per cent in five years, with the result 
that terror victims are now much less 
likely to die once they arrive at A&E. 

Of 48 people taken to hospital by am- 
bulance after the London Bridge attack, 
29 were still in-patients at midday yes- 
terday and ten were in a critical condi- 
tion. None died. After the Manchester 
bombing last month, only three of the 
59 people taken to hospital for treat- 
ment died from their injuries. 

In 2007 the National Confidential 
Enquiry into Patient Outcome and 
Death found that 60 per cent of trauma 
patients received care that was “less 


than good practice”. The report found 
that patients were too often seen by 
staff with too little experience, with 
many hospitals seeing fewer than one 
severely injured patient a week. 

In response the NHS created major 
trauma networks, ensuring that victims 
of serious accidents or terrorist attacks 
are taken straight to dedicated trauma 
centres, even if it means driving past the 
nearest hospital. The first network went 
live in London in April 2010 and nation- 
wide two years later. There are now 26 
major trauma centres in England. 

“It has saved lives, patients who 
would undoubtedly have died prior to 
this system being set up,” said Robert 
Bentley, clinical director for the major 
trauma network centred on King’s 
College Hospital, south London. “The 


quicker we can get these poor patients 
to the best centre to deal with their inju- 
ries the better their chances of survival.” 

A study of the London regional 
trauma system in 2015 found that the 
survival rate of severely injured 
patients had risen by 50 per cent over 
five years, saving an estimated 610 lives. 

The principles behind the major 
trauma network are simple, Mr Bentley 
said. “The more you do, the better you 
get. All four major trauma centres in 
London will receive 400 to 500 patients 
with life-threatening injuries each year. 
So they are well practised, well drilled 
and working to standard operating 
procedures.” 

In addition, the networks regularly 
practise scenarios such as a train crash 
or terrorist attack.

Supreme Court rejects US care for brain-damaged baby 


A couple hoping to take their sick 
baby son to the United States for 
treatment have lost a last-ditch appeal 
in the Supreme Court. Connie Yates 
and Chris Gard want ten-month-old 
Charlie Gard, who suffers from a rare 
genetic condition and has brain 
damage, to undergo a therapy trial. 

Charlie’s mother broke down in 
tears and screamed as justices 
announced their decision. 

Specialists at Great Ormond Street 
Hospital in London, where Charlie is 
being cared for, have said that therapy 
proposed by a doctor in America 
would be experimental and would not 
help. They have said that life support 
treatment should stop. 

In April, a High Court judge ruled 
against a trip to America. Three 


Court of Appeal judges upheld that 
ruling in May. 

Yesterday, Richard Gordon, QC, for 
the couple, argued that parents and 
parents alone were the judges of their 
child’s best interests and any other 
approach was an unjustifiable 
interference with their human rights. 

Katie Gollop, QC, who led Great 
Ormond Street’s legal team, said the 
couple seemed to be suggesting that 
“parents always know best”. However, 
the paramount interest in such cases 
was the welfare of the child. 

Ms Gollop said the case was 
“particularly sad” but the US 
treatment would be futile. She said of 
Charlie: “He can’t see, he can’t hear, 
he can’t move, he can’t cry, he can’t 
swallow.” She added: “He is on a

machine which causes his lungs to 
move up and down because his lungs 
cannot go up and down.”

Parents, she 
said, were “not entitled to insist upon 
treatment by anyone which is not in 
their child’s best interests”. 

The court agreed that withdrawal 
of life support would be delayed for 
24 hours to give the couple a chance 
to see whether they could appeal to 
the European Court of Human Rights. 
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Reading University drops 
its ‘top 1 per cent’ claim 

The University of Reading has agreed 
to remove a claim that it is among the 
“top 1 per cent” of universities 
worldwide after admitting that it had 
done the calculation itself. The 
university said that it would remove 
the claim, in which it said it was 
ranked in the top 200 of 20,000 
institutions in both main global 
performance rankings, from its 
website and marketing materials after 
a complaint to the advertising 
watchdog. Charles Heymann, the 
University of Reading’s head of 
corporate communications, welcomed 
the clarification but said that all other 
universities should be investigated for 
making similar claims. 


Darkest of red onions 
best at fighting cancer 

Red onion could help to prevent 
cancer, research suggests, and the 
darker the onion the better it appears 
to be at killing cancer cells. All red 
onions contain quercetin, a type of 
flavonoid that has the ability to fight 
cancer cells, in particular those found 
in colon and breast cancer. Scientists 
at the University of Guelph in 
Ontario tested five varieties and 
found that a very dark type not 
only had a high concentration of 
quercetin but also of another 
compound, anthocyanin, which 
enhances quercetin and makes it 
more effective. The team’s findings 
are published in the journal Food 
Research International. 


Call for review of airgun law after boy, 13, is killed 


Ben Wragge, 13, above, was playing at 
a friend’s house in Thurston, near 
Bury St Edmunds, Suffolk, in May last 
year. Another boy was holding the 
weapon when it discharged without 
the trigger being pulled, Suffolk 
coroner’s court in Ipswich was told. 
Detective Inspector Kevin Hayward, 


of Suffolk police, said that the boy 
“felt a shake” as he held the gun: “He 
did not think the weapon was loaded 
and he did not think he fired the 
weapon. He heard Ben shout, ‘Ow’. 

He did not think anything had 
happened until he saw blood.” 

Ben died at West Suffolk hospital 
shortly afterwards. Two teenage boys 
were arrested on suspicion of 
manslaughter but were later told they 
faced no further action. 

Peter Dean, the coroner, said that 
he would ask that the Home Office 
review the legislation on airguns. He 
recorded a verdict of accidental death. 
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Husband broke cheating writer's arm

The husband of a renowned travel 
writer broke her arm in three places 
when he discovered that she was 
having an affair. 

Peter Graham, 68, attacked Sara 
Wheeler, 56, during a heated argument 
about her infidelity. Both had been 
drinking and he grabbed her arm in 
an apparent attempt to inflict a Chinese 
burn. 

The attack happened in March last 
year but did not come to light until 
police were called to the house in 
Hampstead, north London, in Februa- 
ry this year. 

Babtunde Alabi, for the prosecution 
at Blackfriars crown court, said that 
police were investigating a “malicious 
call” from a relative. While they were 
there Ms Wheeler, the author of 
internationally bestselling 
books on Antarctica and 
the North Pole, told 
them about the attack. 

Graham, who ad- 
mitted grievous bodi- 
ly harm, was sen- 
tenced to eight 
months in jail, sus- 
pended for 18 months. 

Judge Rajeev Shetty 
told him: “The circum- 
stances of this case are sad 
and also embarrassing for you 
and your former partner Ms Wheeler.” 

The judge outlined what had hap- 
pened on the night of the attack, when 
the couple had begun talking about in- 
fidelity that had taken place in their 
bedroom. “She had been having what 


appears to be a lengthy 
affair and indeed on the 
day of the offence you 
were having an argu- 
ment about it. It is accept- 
ed by the prosecution that 
this culminated in a se- 
quence of events where she was 
screaming at you and confronting 
you when both you and her were in 
drink. 

“She was blocking the door and re- 
peatedly asking you to hit her. You 
grabbed her by the arm, intending no 
doubt to give her a Chinese burn. You 


twisted forcefully and that had the ef- 
fect of causing her to suffer a fracture to 
her wrist/arm.” 

The judge added: “You were arrested 
and interviewed and during the course 
of that interview I appreciate you were 
very candid with the police.” 

Orla Daly, in mitigation, told the 
court: “This was a heated argument 
about an extremely sensitive subject 
where Mr Graham was repeatedly 
being goaded and his feelings of un- 
bearable hurt and humiliation have 
blown over in that split-second and he 
committed what he acknowledges 


more than anyone to have been a terri- 
ble offence.” 

Ms Daly insisted that the fracas was a 
“one-off incident in the context of a 20- 
year relationship” and described the 
“acute emotional and psychological 
stress” Graham was under at the time. 
“Your Honour is not dealing with a bul- 
ly,” she added. 

Earlier the court had been told that 
Graham had admitted the offence in an 
interview with the police, explaining 
that he had been drinking and was an 
alcoholic. 

Ms Wheeler’s works include Terra 
Incognita: Travels in Antarctica and The 
Magnetic North: Notes from the Arctic 
Circle. She was elected as a fellow of the 
Royal Society of Literature in 1999 and 
has written several books on travellers. 

In a victim impact statement, Ms 
Wheeler said: “The actual process of 
criminal proceedings has had a devas- 
tating effect on the family, particularly 
the two children of the family.” 

Graham, who is originally from Que- 
bec, and now lives in Holloway, north 
London, was previously the director of 
Granott, a video production company. 
He was also in charge of a property 
company in Hastings. He was ordered 
to pay £535 in costs and made the sub- 
ject of a curfew for five months. 

In sentencing him, the judge said: 
“You must realise, in case I have to spell 
it out to you, that assaulting a woman, 
even in circumstances of extreme 
stress, can never be excused. But I can 
reach the conclusion that you are not 
by your nature a violent man and, per- 
haps more importantly than that, you 
are not a bully.”

Offer refugees a 
room through 
new Airbnb site

Airbnb will enable anyone with a spare 
room or vacant property to offer free 
accommodation for refugees and aid 
workers. Open Homes, its new website, 
went live in the US yesterday and is 
expected to come to Britain this month. 

The platform resembles Airbnb’s 
existing site and allows users to offer 
space, specifying when it will be avail- 
able, from one night to several months. 
The service is intended to provide stop- 
gap accommodation until a refugee or 
aid worker can find a permanent home. 

Selected charities and relief agencies 
will be able to search for temporary 
housing and will be responsible for 
vetting beneficiaries, checking accom- 
modation and making the bookings. 

There are already 6,000 listings 
on the platform, mostly in the US 
and Europe. One prominent charity 
involved is the International Rescue 
Committee, led in New York by David 
Miliband, the former foreign secretary. 
The site is recruiting more charities as 
partners and will launch in this country 
close to World Refugee Day on June 20. 

This year Airbnb set a goal of 
providing short-term housing over the 
next five years for 100,000 people in 
need around the world. Brian Chesky, 
its co-founder, has criticised Donald 
Trump’s policies on refugees and said 
that his site would find accommodation 
for refugees already in the U S and those 
not allowed into the country.

Care watchdog was too slow to act over abuse at homes

A chief inspector at the Care Quality 
Commission has admitted that it 
should have acted sooner to stop the 
abuse of vulnerable adults at two care 
homes. 

Andrea Sutcliffe, the head of adult 
social care, said that the organisation 
“should have responded more quickly” 
after concerns were raised. 

Thirteen directors and members of 
staff at the homes in Devon, run by 
Atlas Project Team, were convicted 


after three separate trials at Bristol 
crown court of offences relating to the 
“organised and systemic abuse” of 
adults with learning difficulties. 

Residents of the homes complained 
that they had been physically mistreat- 
ed, forced to work for food and locked in 
punishment rooms. 

During an inspection in April 2011 of 
the Veilstone home in Bideford, one 
isolation room, known as the quiet 
room, was not noted. It was only six 
months later, after one of the residents 
complained directly to the CQC, that 


the inspectors returned and found it. A 
subsequent report said: “The only item 
of furniture was an armchair and the 
only fitting was a surveillance camera. 
The room was cold and there was no 
radiator. The window was locked. 
There was no curtain.” 

Ms Sutcliffe said: “Since then we have 
overhauled our regulatory approach”, 
adding that this has involved a more 
thorough inspection process. 

After the second visit to Veilstone in 
October 2011 “inspectors were so 
concerned that they quickly extended 


the inspection to all 15 of the services 
run by Atlas.” These services were then 
closed down the following year. 

At the other home, Gatooma in 
Holsworthy, five residents were forced 
to cook and clean and staff eaves- 
dropped on their telephone calls. 

Andrew Langdon, QC, for the prose- 
cution, told the court that staff tried to 
control residents “as though they were 
animals”. He said: “You can call it the 
Atlas culture. It was not a one-off but 
organised and systemic abuse.” 

Jolyon Marshall, 42, a co-director at 


Veilstone, was described in court by one 
of his victims as “the nastiest person 
you could ever come across”. He admit- 
ted charges relating to conspiracy to 
detain and imprison falsely and to 
pervert the course of justice. He had his 
18-month prison sentence extended to 
28 months by the attorney-general. 

Paul Hewitt, 71, the founder, was con- 
victed of failing to discharge a duty in 
relation to the care of residents in his 
homes. He was fined £12,500 and 
ordered to pay costs of £105,000.

Rules of the sea rewritten to let 
unmanned ‘ghost ships’ set sail

Hundreds of “ghost ships” could be ply- 
ing the seas within a decade under plans 
to amend international rules that 
prohibit unmanned cargo vessels. 

The International Maritime Organi- 
sation (IMO), a UN agency that regu- 
lates shipping, will consider changing 
the International Convention for the 
Safety of Life at Sea (SOLAS) to allow 
ships with no captain or crew to travel 
between countries. 

The shipping industry is keen to 
switch to autonomous ships, partly to 
avoid having to pay a crew, which can 
account for almost half a ship’s costs. 

Unmanned ships could also improve 
safety because human error accounts 
for more than 60 per cent of groundings 
and collisions on EU registered ships, 
according to a report by the Technical 
University of Denmark presented to 
the maritime body. Furthermore the 
absence of a crew would make ships less 
vulnerable to pirates, who would have 
no one to take hostage and would be 
unable to steer a ship with no bridge. 

Shipping companies are already 
planning to launch autonomous ships 
to operate within coastal waters, where 
they do not need to comply with the 
convention. The world’s first fully 
autonomous cargo containership is due 


to be launched next year in Norway to 
transport fertiliser about 16 miles along 
the coast, replacing about 40,000 lorry 
journeys a year. 

Rolls-Royce is also developing 
technology for ships that will operate 
autonomously in open water and be 
remotely controlled by a land- 
based “captain” when they 
are entering and leaving 
ports. 

The IMO’s Mari- 
time Safety Com- 
mittee is meeting 
in London this 
week and is ex- 
pected to approve 
a proposal today to 
appoint a group of 
experts to make 
recommendations on 
how to alter the con- 
vention to accommodate 
autonomous ships. 

Ships trading internationally 
need to be compliant with SOLAS, 
which requires that they be “suffi- 
ciently and efficiently manned”. The 
expert group will consider how to 
delete the manning requirement and 
what safeguards need to be put in place. 

The process of changing the rules is 
slow and likely to take at least three 
years. Oskar Levander, vice president

for innovation at Rolls-Royce, said un- 
manned ships would be operating by 
2025 on short sea journeys between 
countries and thousands of miles 
between Europe and Asia by 2030. He 
said that large oil and gas tankers would 
probably retain a handful of crew on 
board to act as a back-up in case auton- 
omous systems failed. Mr Levander 


said there would be an overall reduc- 
tion in seafarers but jobs would be 
created at remote control centres on 
land, where a handful of people would 
monitor hundreds of ships. “We can 
provide a better working environment 
for them. They can go home to their 
family after work and don’t need to be 
away at sea for months and months,” he 
added. 

He said autonomous ships would be 
lighter and up to 30 per cent more fuel- 
efficient. Their computers would use 
navigation tools and algorithms to plot 
the quickest routes, as well as using 
advanced collision avoidance systems. 

Mr Levander admitted that such 
ships would be less able to rescue 
people from other vessels in distress, 
but he said their radar scanning 
systems would be better than a pair of 
human eyes at detecting a problem and 
reporting it. He even believes that un- 
manned ships will eventually be able to 
pick up injured sailors at sea. 

Mogens Blanke, a professor of auto- 
mation at the Technical University of 
Denmark, said that unmanned ships 
would be better than human navigators 
at avoiding obstacles. However, ships 
travelling long distances were likely to 
retain a small maintenance crew. “If it 
gets stuck out in the ocean it’s a terribly 
long way to send a tugboat,” he said. 



‘Fraudster’ 
able to leave 
country with 
no passport

A judge has criticised border controls 
after a tycoon suspected of master- 
minding one of Britain’s biggest bank- 
ing frauds was able to flee to Pakistan 
without a passport and while wearing 
an electronic tag. 

Shaid Luqman, 48, is said to have 
flown from Manchester airport in 2011, 
taking millions of pounds in stolen 
cash. Luqman sneaked past airport 
security officials six weeks after being 
tagged and given a suspended jail term. 
A warrant was issued for his arrest but 
he is still on the run, having opened a 
boutique and shopping mall in Lahore 
and appeared in glossy magazines. 

In a review hearing over the arrest 
warrant, Judge Angela Nield, sitting at 
Minshull Street crown court in Man- 
chester, said: “I am quite surprised that 
he was able to leave the country with 
hundreds of millions of pounds and a 
curfew tag.” She adjourning the review 
until December. 

Luqman bought 24 houses while 
studying at Manchester University, 
renting them out to other students. He 
set up Lexi Holdings, in 2000, providing 
bridging loans to MPs, footballers and 
entrepreneurs. His empire, financed by 
bank loans, was worth £300 million and 
his personal wealth was put at 
£250 million. In 2006 his property leas- 
ing company went into administration 
with debts of £100 million. He was 
banned from running a company for 15 
years and branded “completely dishon- 
est” by a judge. 

He was jailed for two years in 2007 for 
contempt of court and found liable for 
more than £100 million allegedly mis- 
appropriated from his businesses. He 
was jailed for a further 12 months for 
contempt in 2009. His British and Paki- 
stani passports were confiscated and he 
was arrested in 2011 after trying to ob- 
tain a new one despite being banned 
from applying for travel documents. He 
falsely claimed that his old passport 
had been mislaid and that he needed to 
see his ailing parents in Pakistan. 

He avoided jail for passport fraud by 
claiming to suffer from “flashbacks and 
panic attacks”. On April 27, 2011 he was 
given a ten-month sentence suspended 
for 18 months and was ordered to wear 
an electronic tag for three months. He 
fled the UK on June 10 of that year. 

Luqman’s younger brother, Waheed, 
is also said to be in Pakistan and is 
wanted by police in Britain, having 
been convicted of fraud in absentia in 
2013. At his trial, it was claimed that the 
Luqman family had defrauded credit- 
ors including Barclays and Lloyds Bank 
of £104 million. Shaid was said to have 
been the “prime mover” in the scam.

Be careful 
what you tell 
Alexa, says 
cyber-expert

Alexa is listening, and she may be inter- 
ested in more than just your music 
choices and shopping list. The “smart 
speaker” could be vulnerable to hackers 
looking to take down bank details and 
work out when your house is empty. 

Between Google’s Home, Apple’s Siri 
and Amazon’s Alexa, which works on 
its Echo speaker, the technology com- 
panies are all competing to produce the 
gadget of choice for those buying voice- 
activated smart speakers. However, a 
cybersecurity expert has warned that 
hackers are also competing to find ways 
to hijack them. 

The devices work by listening out for 
a cue word, such as “Alexa” or “Siri”, and 
then switching on their voice recogni- 
tion. They then send your speech to an 
external computer to try to parse 
commands such as “play mood music”. 
They are not designed to send speech 
unless the cue word is used. 

Jason Nurse, from Oxford University, 
said it was “only a matter of time” before 
hackers worked out how to glean infor- 
mation. “They could have it recording 
all of the time and you wouldn’t neces- 
sarily know,” Dr Nurse told the Chel- 
tenham Science Festival. “They could 
hear you discussing your holiday plans, 
so they know when you are away and 
could burgle you. They may hear you 
buying something on the phone, giving 
away your credit-card details. You 
should think twice about what you say 
in front of these devices.” 

Mark Plumbley, from the University 
of Surrey, said: “If you install apps on a 
phone, they sometimes ask permission 
to access the microphone. If you let it, 
that app can do what it wants.” 

Amazon said it had “taken measures 
to make Echo secure. These include 
hardware control via the mic off button, 
rigorous security reviews and encryp- 
tion of utterances between Echo, the 
Echo app and Amazon servers.”

An 
unannounced progress 
visit in May 2016 found 
that pupils were still not 
safe from “extreme 
views”. A second 
progress inspection in 
October 2016 found a 
new curriculum in 
place, impartial careers 
advice and pupils being 
taught about their 
societal responsibilities.

An Islamic girls’ boarding school that 
was criticised by a former pupil for its 
extremist teaching looks set to win its 
battle to stay open after finally passing 
an Ofsted inspection at the third 
attempt. 

Jamia al-Hudaa Residential College 
in Nottingham, a fee-paying school, 
was ordered by the Department for 
Education to stop taking any new 
boarders after Ofsted said that its 
narrow curriculum was failing to pre- 
pare pupils for life in modern Britain. 

It was rated as inadequate when 
inspected in April 2015, missing 15 of 
the independent school standards and 
ten national minimum standards for 
boarding schools. 

Ministers ordered Ofsted to carry 
out an “additional” special inspection in 
April last year to see if any progress had 
been made. Inspectors concluded that 
pupils were being dragooned into a 
future of teaching Islamic studies, with 
no alternative careers being discussed. 

They also criticised the narrowness 
of the curriculum and the dearth of 
general knowledge among pupils, say- 
ing that some did not appear to know 
the difference between the political

parties or even “the purpose of parlia- 
ment”. At that stage the DfE told the 
school not to admit new boarding 
pupils, which would have led to its 
closure. The school embarked on a 
campaign to raise money for an appeal. 

Inspectors were ordered in again in 
January this year and found some 
improvement but not enough. Attain- 
ment of GCSE-year pupils, well below 
the national average, was singled out 
for particular criticism. 

Inspectors were sent in again in April 
as part of the appeal process and their 
report, seen by The Times, lists big 
changes. 

An independent organisation has 
been brought in to provide “impartial” 
careers advice and pupils from age 14 


and older have been told about a range 
of apprenticeships and traineeships 
they could consider, as well as teaching 
Islamic studies. 

The curriculum for sixth formers has 
been broadened and maths teaching 
has been overhauled in the lower year 
groups. Previously inspectors found 
that girls barely mixed with anyone in 


the neighbourhood, but in the past six 
months they have been taken on visits 
to an old people’s home, a homeless 
charity and to a Catholic school where 
they have helped young pupils with 
their reading. 

The Ofsted report, which says that 
the school is now meeting minimum 
standards, will be sent to the appeals’ 


tribunal and is likely to be enough to 
keep the school open. 

The Times has covered the story of 
Jamia al-Hudaa since 2014, following 
the decision of whistleblower Aliyah 
Saleem, now 27, to speak out about her 
education there. 

Writing under the pseudonym Lay- 
lah Hussain, she told of being taught 
that men were permitted to beat their 
wives, that some scholars believed that 
the death sentence was appropriate for 
gay men and that Jews and Christians 
make God angry. She learnt no geo- 
graphy, British history, art, music or 
sports. Pages on reproduction and evo- 
lution in science textbooks were re- 
moved or crossed out. 

At the age of 15 she was expelled in 
front of the entire school for possessing 
a disposable camera — a crime of 
“narcissism”, she was told. 

Housed in a former Victorian sana- 
torium perched on a hillside above Not- 
tingham, Jamia al-Hudaa has about 
200 boarders from across the UK and 
beyond, largely of Pakistani descent, 
and is run on fundamentalist Deobandi 
lines. Fees are up to £3,500 a year, 
depending on family means. The uni- 
form is a floor-length maroon jilbaab 
with a black hijab covering the head.

For those of us who haven’t spent 
much time in a barber shop (or, even, 
any) this wonderful new play by Inua 
Ellams is a revelation. 

“Flow many of you go to the pub?” 
demands Winston, a west African 
who cuts hair in a London barber 
shop frequented by Africans from 
home or abroad. “At least there’re a 
couple Jamaican pubs. But 
Africans, nothing! That’s why 
you fill up the barber shop. 

This is your pub. Yu na 
drink!” 

Tanaka, a British- 
Zimbabwean, disagrees. 

“In South Africa, in the 
vineyards, white farmers 
paid coloureds and 
blacks barrels of wine - 
instead of money. 

Generations later, 
they’re still pissed.” 

Winston says that is a 
special case. 

“Generally, Africans 
na drink.” But now 



Samuel, who is only in his twenties, 
and is British and Nigerian and pidgin 
to boot, pipes up: “Me, personally, I 
smoke weed.” 

What a joyous, surprising, moving 
play this is. On one day Ellams takes 
us to barber shops in six cities — 
London, Accra, Lagos, Kampala, 
Johannesburg, Harare — but always 
returning to London. 

There’s a match on. Cup final. 
There’s a lot of cheering, dancing and 
a unified obsession over what’s 
happening on the pitch. It’s the 
wallpaper of their lives (and certainly 
of their hair-dos). 

Ellams is also a poet and his 
interest in language, and the 
power of it, pervades this play. In 
Lagos, the barber shop men 
discuss the evolution of pidgin. 
In London, they debate the 
n-word. 

“Everyone uses it now,” 
says Winston, adding that the 
other day he saw two white 
youths singing Ma Nigga Ma 
Nigga. “Maybe we na help 
tings? Rap music, n***er 
this, n***er that?” 

We graze the politics 
of South Africa, 
Zimbabwe, Nigeria as we 
also eavesdrop on the 
' lives of these men, 
hearing their stories, 
about women, children

and (especially) fathers. Ellams has 
woven together many stories, but one 
strand stands out: about why the 
young barber, Samuel (a superb 
Fisayo Akinade), feels estranged from 
his uncle, whom he blames for driving 
his father away. 

An ensemble of 12 play all the parts 
and, in a testament to the director, 
Bijan Sheibani, it is rarely confusing. 
The pace can be uneven but at one 


hour and 45 minutes, without an 
interval, it doesn’t often lag, with 
scenes broken up by song (Do For 
Love by 2Pac is a theme) and dance. 
The set, by Rae Smith, is both 
dancefloor and shop, the chairs 
whizzing here and there as the men 
check their back and sides. It’s a 
flamboyant, musical, moveable feast. 
Trim? Don’t mind if I do.

The Women’s Institute is joining the 
battle to reduce plastic pollution of the 
oceans. 

The organisation voted overwhelm- 
ingly to launch a campaign to stop 
plastic fibres, which are released when 
synthetic clothes are washed, from 
reaching the sea. 

A single washing machine load can 
result in more than 700,000 micro- 
scopic fibres being flushed into water- 
ways, according to a study by research- 
ers at Plymouth University that was 
published in the Marine Pollution Bulle- 
tin last year. The fibres are too small to 
be filtered out by sewage treatment sys- 
tems and end up in the sea, where they 
are eaten by plankton and ultimately 
end up being consumed by humans. 

Almost 99 per cent of delegates to the 
National Federation of Women’s Insti- 
tutes’ annual meeting in Liverpool 
voted in favour of making microplastic 
fibres the subject of a new campaign. 

The WI said its Plastic Soup cam- 
paign would involve raising awareness 
as well as lobbying government. The 
WI will also try to persuade washing 
machine manufacturers and water 
treatment plants to introduce better 
filters to reduce the number of fibres 
entering the ocean. 

The organisation’s past campaigns 
have included equal pay for women and 
an anti-litter campaign that resulted in 
the 1958 Litter Act.

May has no one to blame but herself 


The prime minister’s hubris, an addiction to short-term thinking and a surge in the youth vote has sealed her fate

L et us begin with the 

opprobrium. Eleven days 
from a negotiation to take 
this country out of the 
European Union, a 
negotiation that will involve 
hundreds of separate aspects over a 
concerted two-year period, Britain 
effectively has no government. If the 
exit poll is correct it is unlikely that 
an administration can be formed. 
Even if it is a little wrong in the 
favour of the Tories because, for 
example, the postal vote turns out to 
be vastly Conservative, the 
government will be weak. After seven 
years of essentially Tory government, 
that is a sorry mess to have led the 
country into. David Cameron and 
Theresa May, take a bow. 

The consolation for Mr Cameron 
is only that Mrs May has now 
overtaken him as the most effective 
author of chaos. This was an election 
she did not need to call which 
exposed her as over-promoted. Her 
delphic approach to negotiating her 
way out of the EU is now broken. 

The general election of 2017 is the 
most momentous since the 1945 
landslide, against all expectation, 
swept Attlee into power against the 
might of the war-hero Churchill. The 
expected Tory landslide simply did 
not materialise and the instant 
question has to be: what happened? 

The first point is that this is really 
Mr Cameron’s doing. Referendums 
introduce toxins into the political 


bloodstream and make the body 
politic ill. When people voted in 
large numbers for Scottish 
independence they then confirmed 
that verdict by voting for the SNP at 
the subsequent general election. The 
upshot was a revolution in the politics 
of Scotland which swept the Labour 
party away and more or less 
abolished the concept of British 
politics. The early signs are that 
something similar has happened in 
the 2017 election, after the European 
referendum of June 23 last year. 

The vote appears to have loosened 
affiliations but in unpredictable ways. 
It also appears to have galvanised the 
young. If this election result turns 
out to be, at least in part, the revenge 
of young voters against the 
grandparents whose votes took them 
out of the EU then all well and good. 
There never used to be an age 
discrepancy in turnout. In 1964 
Harold Wilson enthused people 
under the age of 25 to the extent that 
88 per cent of them voted, the same

number as pensioners. The falling 
away of the youth vote happened in 
a big way after 1992 when it was still 
75 per cent. However, by 2015, it had 
fallen to 43 per cent. Meanwhile, 88 
per cent of the oldest category of 
voter turned out. Politics became an 
auction to hand out prizes to 
pensioners who were insulated from 
austerity during the years of 
coalition government from 2010-15. 

The mobilisation of the young is 
by no means just a revenge vote for 
the EU. It was also about the 
indefinable sense of hope that 
Jeremy Corbyn articulated and very 



much about the impatience that the 
country feels about austerity. It is 
probably too that the 
anti-establishment, the anti-politics 
vote, has all come together around 
Labour. Tactical voting has probably 
had an impact. 

There is a strong critique 
contained in the difficult night for 
the Conservative Party and it needs 
to listen, to be humble, less arrogant 
and less inclined to hubris. There is 
also, it has to be said, a vindication 
for Mr Corbyn and his team who 
have performed far better than most 
people thought he could. The silent 
minority of those who do not vote 
appear to have been inspired to vote 
Labour and that is an achievement of 
the first order. Mr Corbyn often likes 
to say that he is going nowhere and 
commentators often joked that it was 
true. Well, they are not laughing 
now. Mr Corbyn has won the right to 
stay on as leader and MPs who do 
not like that prospect are stuck with 
him. He has had the night of his life. 
Mr Corbyn was fond of quoting 
Shelley on the campaign trail but it is 
Emily Dickinson, suitably adjusted, 
who tells the tale: hope is the man 
with whiskers. 

The opposite applies to Mrs May 
whose campaign to be prime minister 
was a thoroughgoing calamity. Her 
authority, unless the exit poll is wildly 
wrong, is shot to pieces. Even if she 
can cobble together a government, 
there is now likely to be another 
general election in the autumn and 
David Davis and Boris Johnson will 
be installing phone lines in their 
leadership offices by this time 
tomorrow. She has turned herself 
into the Lady Jane Grey of British 
politics. It is a rank humiliation of 
the kind that it is hard to recall. 

Quite how a government is formed 
is now hard to decipher. There are 
Labour MPs who would not support 
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Theresa May’s campaign to be prime 
minister was a thoroughgoing calamity 


a Corbyn-led government, let alone 
anyone else. The so-called 
progressive alliance does not have 
the numbers to form a government 
on the early results. The combined 
Tory and Liberal Democrat score 
does take them over the magic 
number of 326 but there is no 
prospect of a repeat of the coalition 
because the two parties are so 
hopelessly divided on the central 
question of the EU negotiation. 

Which brings us back to the crux. 
Mrs May has defined an approach to 
the EU, which, despite the criticism 
of her detractors, was in fact clear 
enough. Britain would leave the 
single market, the customs union 
and the jurisdiction of the European 
Court of Justice. That strategy now 


has to be in question, as indeed 
everything does. Michael Gove, Mr 
Johnson, Liam Fox and Mr Davis 
need to reflect on what they have 
done. If it is beyond such arrogant 
people to contemplate the mess they 
have landed the country in, we might 
appeal to their amour propre and 
point out the appalling mess they 
have made of their own party. In 
2015 I remember writing that the 
real risk at that election was not a

vote for Ed Miliband, who would not 
have done much, but a vote for Mr 
Cameron who was a cavalier risk 
taker. How right that looks now. 

What has happened to 
conservatism? It used to be the 
repository of sensible, solid decision- 
making free of ideology and wishful 
thinking. We all thought that Mr 
Corbyn and his merry band of 
ex-Marxists were the ideologues in 
this contest but we were wrong. A 
ludicrous commitment to a child-like 
conception of national sovereignty 
has taken the Conservative Party to 
the brink of humiliation. That much 
we can all bear and indeed it would 
take a heart of stone not to laugh at 
what happened to them. What these 
fools have done to Britain we should 
not forgive and, if and when there is 
another election, whoever succeeds 
Mrs May should be duly punished.

H ow did you vote yesterday? 
No, Fm not asking who 
you voted for. How did 
you actually vote? The 
chances are you, like most 
voters, walked to your local polling 
station, queued up, pencilled “x” on 
your ballot paper and put it in the 
box. For all the ways technology has 
transformed our lives, it is 
remarkable how archaic the 
fundamental act of democracy 
remains. 

Various countries have tried to 
drag it into the 21st century, 
sometimes trying to speed up the 
counting (punch card machines or 
computerised ballot counters instead 
of humans), sometimes trying to 
overhaul the act of voting itself 
(touchscreen voting machines or 
online votes). 

Such efforts usually run into the 
same technological problems. First, 
the more complexity you introduce 
the more that can go wrong. Second, 
voting remotely raises all sorts of 
security questions: what’s to prevent 
someone impersonating you? Who 
would own and manage the database 
of results? How do we ensure it 
doesn’t get hacked or misused? 

Third, if you decide, as a result, to 
dispense with that electronic paper 
trail and get people to vote in person 


on a terminal, what if you need a 
recount? This is one area, it turns 
out, where pencil and paper have yet 
to be bettered. Until now. 

For there is a new technology 
which promises to solve many of 
these problems — a revolutionary 
system whose protocols may turn 
democracy, and for that matter 
capitalism, on its head. That 
technology is commonly known as 
bitcoin. 

That’s right: bitcoin. The online 
currency famous for being used by 
nerds to buy drugs and extort people. 
The cryptocurrency which looks a 
lot like an asset bubble, whose price 
has trebled this year alone. 

In much the same way as the least 
interesting thing about Wikileaks is 
Julian Assange, the least interesting 
thing about bitcoin is the currency 
itself. What really matters is the 
technology sitting behind it, a kind

of cloud database created alongside 
the currency by its pseudonymous 
creator Satoshi Nakamoto. 

The blockchain, as he called it, is a 
register of every bitcoin transaction 
ever made. With most currencies, 
electronic transfers are recorded by 
banks and payment systems, 
presided over by a central bank. 

With bitcoin those transactions are 
logged by volunteers’ computers 
around the world, all of them 
constantly chugging away, processing 
and verifying each transaction. 


Equally interesting is the way those 
computers — or rather their users — 
are incentivised to be part of the 
network: if they are the first to verify 
a transaction, they get rewarded with 
more than one bitcoin of their own. 

Here we have a currency you can 
send and receive, and be assured 
your transaction will be safely 
registered, not just in one central 
computer owned by a dubious 
company, but in a peer-to-peer 
database that can’t be meddled with. 
Add on the fact that bitcoin users 
can maintain their anonymity and 
you have a monetary system free of 
government control. 

While we’re at it, there’s also 
something meta-exciting about the 
micro-economic model itself. Most 
new internet protocols and networks 
are created either by the government 
(email, the internet) or by companies 
(Facebook, Twitter). Bitcoin and its 
blockchain provide a new model: a 
way of building a network by 
encouraging users with computers to 
take a stake in its future (the more 
processing power you donate, the 
more bitcoins you’ll earn). Voila: a 
new, robust, self-sustaining online 
network that doesn’t depend on the 
state or Mark Zuckerberg. You can 
see why libertarians love it so much. 

And the blockchain might just 
change the world. Every major bank 
worth its salt has started to invest in 
the technology — perhaps for fear of 
being left out of a new financial 
phenomenon. Governments and 
central banks are sniffing around 
and thinking about future regulation. 
But its uses go further still — after 
all, most businesses sit atop massive 
databases. I can think of at least one 


airline that might like the sound of a 
resilient, cloud-based database which 
doesn’t collapse when one server 
goes down. In a world where most 
products are created on complex 
supply chains, cloud-based ledgers 
of information — verified indices of 
when a product leaves a factory and 
so on — could become invaluable. 

And then you have elections. 
Imagine if every vote was lodged and 
encrypted on a blockchain — 
distributed far and wide, owned by 
nobody. With a mobile phone 
containing your encryption key, you 
could vote from home, or the polling 
booth, or anywhere. That vote would 
be registered and verified on the 
blockchain: there would be a 
permanent, anonymised, unhackable 
electronic paper trail for every vote 
in the country. Perhaps that would 
make little difference in the UK — 
and it wouldn’t stop people trying to 
influence your vote offline — but 
imagine the impact in countries 
where democracy is rather less 
robust. 

All of which goes some way 
towards illustrating why everyone is 
so excited about blockchain. As the 
cryptocurrency expert Dave Birch 
says of bitcoin in his new book 
Before Babylon , Beyond Bitcoin, it 
“isn’t the kind of liner that eventually 
transports passengers across the 
Atlantic in unparalleled luxury... It’s 
the kind of steamship that shows 
that steamships work and sets off a 
chain of innovation that triggers a 
sustainable change in the way that 
the world works.”

Don’t let homework 
become a blight 
on children’s lives

1 7 ve always disliked the term 
homework. Surely home is 
where we rest, refresh, recreate 
— in the truest sense, it’s 
where we don’t work. What 
sort of message have we sent our 
young people all these years by 
requiring them to work not only at 
school but at home? 

It is interesting, therefore, to see 
that the French education minister 
plans to end homework at home for 
his country’s schoolchildren, a 
measure he hopes will reduce social 
inequality and improve the quality of 
family life. While we might not want 
to attempt such a blanket ban in this 
country, there are some homework 
principles I believe schools — and 
parents — would be wise to follow. 

At my school, we have retained the 
older name for homework: prep (or 
to use the full name and highlight its 
true purpose: preparation). Prep is 
designed to help children prepare for 
the next lesson. A myriad short tasks 
can be part of prep these days: a 
YouTube clip, a short film made by a 
teacher, a map or picture to look at. 
Something visual often suits the 
child who, by the end of a busy 
school day, is mentally tired. 

Prep can still consist of 
consolidation exercises but a rule of 
thumb should be that these are not 
so many as to be onerous and should 
be adjusted to suit the child’s needs. 
Some written work may be requested 
but I would hope that it would be a 
short piece or even a sample 
paragraph. “Write an essay . . .” comes 
with strings attached and usually 
takes rather longer than the prep 
time allocated. 

In a boarding school, boarders will 
have a set prep time and stick to it. 
They learn to work efficiently, as 
they want to have fun with friends 
after the appointed time: a great 
motivator. All parents can operate a 
system like this and be clear when 
homework starts and ends. 

Ensure that a child’s workspace at 
home is tidy, quiet and uninterrupted 
by devices that are not being used for 
study. On tablets or PCs in use for 
homework, turn off the notifications 
or remove any apps you feel are a 
distraction. Keep an eye on, but not a 
physical presence in, the workspace 
until you know your child is truly 
self-sufficient in terms of focus and 
pace of work. 

Finally, I advise parents to coach 
children in the Nike approach: “Just 
do it.” In truth this is generally more 
favoured by boys than girls, who love 
the initial time-wasting prevarication 
of arranging the many coloured pens 
and crisp stationery. Help your 
daughter unleash her inner boy, grab 
a pen, get the work done, cross out 
errors with one straight line so that 
the teacher can see the thought 
process, finish, pack the bag for 
tomorrow, and go out to play!

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Creeping cyberattacks are the ones to fear 

Outright data theft is becoming much less alarming than hackers taking over a system and planting falsehoods 



T he three most important 
initials in the world of 
information are C, I and A. 
Not for the Central 
Intelligence Agency, whose 
abilities in both collecting and 
managing information are both 
legendary and overrated, but for 
confidentiality, integrity and 
availability. 

We spend a lot of time worrying, 
quite rightly, about the first of these. 
Our medical data, financial records 
and log-in credentials are all 
vulnerable to theft and exploitation, 
chiefly by criminals. We need to be 
thriftier in providing immutable 
personal data (you will never get 
another mother’s maiden name, 
fingerprint or date of birth). And we 
should hold custodians of our details 
to much higher standards, especially 
in encrypting databases properly, 
and notifying us promptly when 
things go wrong. 

Events are also making us a lot 
more conscious of the importance of 


the third element: availability. Access 
to information was the target of the 
WannaCry ransomware attack last 
month. 

The attackers did not steal or 
tamper with their victims’ data. They 
just temporarily scrambled it, in the 
hope of extorting a ransom. 

It was the same story at British 
Airways. As the carrier’s long- 
suffering customers discovered last 
month, the prompt availability of 
electronic data is crucial to the 
proper functioning of complex 
systems, such as an international 
airline. Only a few years ago, it was 
possible to replace a malfunctioning 
database with pen and paper, and its 
calculations with slide rules or log 
tables. Not any more. 

BA’s mishap was the result of 
incompetence, not an attack. And it 
did not involve any breach of 
confidentiality. But the simple 
unavailability of its data was enough 
to cause chaos — and land the 
company’s shareholders with a 
dented brand and a whopping bill. 

But the biggest worry should be 
the middle element: integrity. This 
week customers of the Bank of the 
Philippine Islands, one of that 
country’s biggest banks, have 
experienced the vulnerability of our 
financial systems. An unexplained 
“glitch” in the bank’s computer 
systems drained some accounts and 


sprayed money into others. One 
lucky customer found she had more 
than a billion pesos (more than £15 
million) in her account — wisely, she 
hasn’t spent it. 

BPI has repeatedly insisted this 
week that nothing sinister is afoot 
and that its systems will be up and 
running shortly. Meanwhile, it has 
suspended internet banking and 
closed its ATMs. 

What worries our cybersecurity 
experts now is less a sudden attack 
on a bank but a creeping one. If an 
attacker gets into a network and

starts with tiny, subtle changes that 
slowly corrupt all the data on the 
system, then returning to normal 
becomes a lot harder. BPI can simply 
wind the clock back to the account 
balances at the start of this week. 
Customers will be inconvenienced, 
but life will go on. What would 
happen if every transaction for the 
past three weeks — or months, or 
years — is suspect? 

Distorting data is also a powerful 
tool in politics. According to the 
Washington Post, a fake document 
planted by Russian intelligence 


prompted James Comey, the then 
FBI director, to make a public 
statement about Hillary Clinton’s 
mishandled emails,. His intervention 
fatally stalled the Democratic 
candidate’s campaign just as Donald 
Trump was looking wobbly. The 
document purportedly showed that 
the then attorney general, Loretta 
Lynch, had promised to obstruct, if 
necessary, an investigation into Mrs 
Clinton’s email server. 

The oddest thing about this is that 
Mr Comey knew that the 
information was fake. But he acted 
on it anyway, apparently fearing that 
the document would leak and be 
believed by the public — leaving him 
exposed to criticism of collusion with 
the administration. 

Previous worries about Russian 
attacks on our political systems 
focused on confidentiality: stealing 
emails or bugging conversations, and 
then leaking this private information 
to create a sense of scandal. 

However, this kind of attack works 
on a new level. Our decision-makers 
react to fake news for fear that it 
may be believed. 

Russia seems to have been up to 
similar tricks in the Gulf, hacking into 
the Qatari news agency, not in order 
to steal information, but to plant it. A 
news report on May 23 purportedly 
showed the country’s ruler, Sheikh 
Tamim bin Hamad al-Thani, making 


pro -Israel and pro -Iranian remarks. 
Though swiftly retracted, it was 
nonetheless widely repeated by Saudi 
news outlets, sparking the storm 
which has now led to a dangerous 
diplomatic stand-off. Russia denies 
any involvement in this (and in every 
other attack for which it has been 
blamed). But the Kremlin’s motive in 
stirring up trouble in the Gulf is clear. 
It sets American allies at odds, 
exposing the leadership vacuum 
created by Mr Trump’s incoherence. It 
could raise oil prices too. 

In the pre-electronic era, this sort 
of operation would have been much 
harder, probably involving the 
infiltration of a human agent into the 
news agency. Now it can be done 
from a computer keyboard anywhere 
in the world. 

The short-term effect of these 
attacks on the integrity of information 
is to distort our decision-making — 
making us think we are poor when we 
are rich, and vice versa. The long-term 
effect is to corrode confidence in our 
own and other people’s judgment. 

We can survive leaks of confidential 
information, and blockages of 
availability. But when the reality field 
in which we live is distorted, we are 
helpless. The “i” in the CIA is vital.

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Life sciences plea 

Sir, The life sciences industry is a 
“jewel in the crown” of the UK 
economy. In 2015 it contributed 
£30 billion to the UK economy and 
today supports 480,000 jobs. The 
sector is so crucial to the UK’s growth 
that the former prime minister, David 
Cameron, created the world’s first 
dedicated life sciences minister, a role 
filled expertly by George Freeman, 
MP, until July 2016. The post has 
since been allocated across a number 
of different ministerial portfolios. 

Brexit has led to uncertainty. Access 
to European grant funding and the 
flow of talented students, academics 
and skilled workers from the EU into 
UK universities, laboratories and 
companies are a major concern. The 
departure of the European Medicine 
Authority from the UK post-Brexit 
will not only lead to job losses but 
may result in delays in new medicines 
reaching UK patients. 

There is an opportunity with Brexit 
for new approaches to regulation and 
greater collaboration with the 
Commonwealth and other countries. 
To minimise any negative impact we 
hope that the new government will 
re-instate a life sciences minister as a 
priority to guide the industry.

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A VISIT 
TO THE 
RIDGE 

I have spent much of the day on the 
Messines Ridge, and there could 
surely be no more conclusive proof 
of the thoroughness of our victory 
than that fact. We have gazed 
enviously and with hatred at that 
Ridge for two years. Yesterday I 
watched the stupendous spectacle of 
our bombardment of it. This 
morning I, a civilian, have wandered 
about it, not hiding in shell holes or 
threading communication trenches, 


but strolling unmolested in the open. 
It is true that we did not go into the 
two hummocks of dust and rubbish 
which are all that is now left of the 
village of Wytschaete. Punctually, 
once every 45 seconds or so, the 
Germans were dropping large shells 
in those spots, so we contented 
ourselves with walking through 
Wytschaete Wood, which adjoins the 
village, and watching the shells drop 
mathematically into the dust piles. 

The whole area of the Ridge is, 
perhaps, as dreadful a place as I have 
seen either on the Somme or at 
Arras. The casualties we suffered 
were light, and our dead who lie 
there are curiously few. The German 
dead are more numerous, but, as 
always, the visible German dead are 
only a small proportion of those that 
remain on one of these fields, 
because most of them are killed in 
their dug-outs and in the trenches, 
and already, as one walks about in 
the broiling sun, that dreadful odour 
comes up in whiffs from shattered 
heaps and ruined trenches which 
tells you what they contain. 

I have seen today many of the 


craters of the mines which blazed up 
so magnificently yesterday morning, 
and among them four of the largest, 
the biggest of which I estimated to 
be about 70 feet deep and about 100 
yards across. In one of these mines, 
the German prisoners tell us, a 
whole German company was buried, 
and there is no doubt that the 
demoralization and terror which the 
mines caused, apart from the actual 
loss of life, was enormous. Now they 
are merely huge circular cups going 
down below the blown earth to blue 
clay, so that the interior is mottled 
blue and brown, and great lumps of 
clay, the size of a cart, lie strewn 
about like dregs among the brown 
earth in the cups’ bottom. 

The whole face and summit of the 
Ridge are a mere litter of earth and 
debris. Then, from the summit, one 
can look out into new country, 
where the land is still green.

Nature notes 


The little flashing 
bars of blue light 
that one can now 
see moving over 
riverbanks can be 
identified as small 
dragonflies when 
they settle on a plant. Strictly speaking, they 
should be called damselflies, and the most 
frequently seen species is the common blue 
damselfly. These join their bodies together 
to mate, and the female often lays her eggs 
on aquatic plants while they are still in this 
“tandem” position. There is also a blue-tailed 
damselfly that is mainly black, with a bright 
blue band at the end of its tail. Another 
damselfly is called the banded demoiselle, a 
larger insect that is found flying over 
sluggish rivers and ponds. The male is easily 
distinguished by the dark rectangular patch 
on its translucent wings, very visible in 
flight. He also often sits on a tall plant that 
is growing in the water, from which he flies 
out to attack others. The female has green 
wings and is much less noticeable.

No battle plan survives first contact with the 
enemy, and Theresa May’s election plan did not 
survive contact with the electorate. In what 
appeared to be a stunning rebuke from voters from 
university towns to Labour heartlands, Conserva- 
tive hopes of a substantially enlarged majority 
looked dashed last night, at least according to an 
exit poll. An election that was supposed to cement 
Mrs May’s leadership of party and country, and 
reassure the European Union that it had a strong 
and stable partner for the forthcoming Brexit 
talks, has done nothing of the sort. 

A period of confusion lies ahead. Markets will 
react accordingly, and negatively. Europe will look 
on in dismay. For the third time in two years the 
British people appear to have confounded a 
political establishment that resolutely fails to 
gauge public opinion with any accuracy. For the 
second time in one year a Conservative leader has 
made a profound political misjudgment. 

An exit poll published at 10pm that forecast 314 
seats for the Conservatives sent shock waves 
through the party and country. An hour later the 
first official results gave its leaders grounds for 
renewed hope — but hope of salvaging a slim 
majority rather than redrawing the political map 
of Britain in the Tories’ favour. The exit poll was 
merely a guide but still a strong signal that even 
after downbeat opinion surveys in the last week of 
campaigning, the party’s expectations were over- 
blown. If so, those expectations will have been 
confounded by young voters who turned out in 
droves, by a Labour campaign that caught fire in a 
way Mrs May’s did not, and by an electorate at 
large resentful of being taken for granted. 

At the time of writing it was still possible that the 
Conservatives would emerge with a working 
majority. Even in that event, however, such a 
majority would be a small fraction of the landslide 
confidently forecast for Mrs May six weeks ago. 
That was her rationale for going to the country. 
She has gambled, and lost. The implications for 
the domestic political stability that Britain urgent- 
ly needs, and for Brexit negotiations due to start in 
ten days, are hard to overstate. 

Even if Mrs May is able to hold on as leader in 
the immediate term, it is hard to see her authority 
going unchallenged by cabinet colleagues for 
long. It is too soon to nominate possible replace- 


The facilities that made up the Atlas group in 
Devon often resembled prisons in despotic 
regimes more than care homes.

13 directors and staff at two of the homes were 
convicted and sentenced, some to time in prison. 
The case is a chilling reminder of the abuses that 
can proliferate when those in positions of power 
escape scrutiny. It also raises serious questions 
about the quality of regulation in the care system. 

Bristol crown court was told that those living in 
Veilstone and Gatooma care homes, both in 
Devon, were regularly deprived of their liberties in 
2010 and 2011. Residents recounted how Jolyon 
Marshall, a director at the company that owned 
these homes and others, dragged a 44-year-old 
woman 15 feet along the ground by her wrist 
to lock her in a cold, damp punishment 
room described by residents as “unspeakable”. “If 
you kick off,” residents were told, “you get the 
‘quiet room’.”

His rallies were crowded while Mrs May’s 
campaign stops were tightly orchestrated, down- 
beat and resolutely uninspiring. 

Labour moderates hoping to topple Mr Corbyn 
will have to go on hoping. He appears unassailable. 
Conservatives hoping that this election would 
shrink the Liberal Democrats’ token presence in 
parliament still further look likely to be 
disappointed. The Lib Dems set out to capture the 
Remainer vote. To the extent that voters still 
unhappy about Brexit came out for the party, this 
has proved to be the Brexit election that both the 
Lib Dems and the Conservatives had hoped for. 

As the dust settles the process of negotiating the 
details of Brexit must begin, whoever forms the 
next government and however vulnerable it may 
be.

responded more quickly and said that it has over- 
hauled its inspection and enforcement processes.

Comey: I was fired to blunt

James Comey accused President 
Trump yesterday of lying about why he 
sacked him, claiming that the real aim 
had been to thwart an investigation 
into Russian meddling in the US 
election. 

“It’s my judgment that I was fired 
because of the Russia investigation,” 
the former FBI director told the Senate 
intelligence committee. “I was fired to 
change the way the Russia investi- 
gation was being conducted.” 

Addressing the most highly anticipat- 
ed congressional hearing in years, Mr 
Comey, whose abrupt dismissal last 
month shocked Washington, accused 
Mr Trump of smearing the FBI. “The ad- 
ministration chose to defame me, and 
more importantly the FBI, by saying the 
organisation was poorly led,” he said. 
“Those were lies, plain and simple.” 

He declined, however, to give an 
opinion on whether Mr Trump had 
tried to obstruct the course of justice — 
an offence that could be grounds for 
impeachment. 

Under oath, he fleshed out an allega- 
tion that Mr Trump had asked him to 
drop an investigation into Mike Flynn, 
the former national security adviser. 

Much of his testimony focused on a 
conversation he said that he had had 
with Mr Trump in the Oval Office on 
February 14, a day after Mr Flynn was 
forced to resign for lying about his con- 
tacts with a Russian official. 

Mr Trump allegedly told Mr Comey: 
“I hope you can see your way clear to 
letting this go, to letting Flynn go.” 

Mr Comey said yesterday that he had 
interpreted those words “as a direc- 
tion ... I didn’t obey”. 

Before making the request Mr 
Trump allegedly had the room cleared. 
Mr Comey asked: “Why did he kick 
everyone out of the Oval Office?” 

He described how he had arranged 
for details of the conversation to be 
leaked to the press, hoping to trigger 
the appointment of a special counsel to 
lead the Russia investigation — as sub- 
sequently happened. 

Mr Comey said he was sure that the 
special counsel — Robert Mueller, a 
former FBI chief — would be looking at

Who is now in trouble? 

James Comey revealed for the 
first time that Mike Flynn, Mr 
Trump’s former national 
security adviser, is under 
criminal investigation for 
his contacts with Russians. 

Mr Comey refused to answer 
whether anyone in the 
administration was in danger 
of blackmail by Russia, as that 
would reveal classified 
information. 

There was intrigue over Mr 
Comey’s refusal to say why 
Jeff Sessions, the US 
attorney-general, was forced 
to step down from the Russia 
investigation - suggesting 
that there are reasons that 
have yet to be disclosed. 


Is President Trump now 
under investigation? 

He wasn’t while Mr Comey 
was still FBI director, 
according to Mr Comey’s 
testimony - but he dodged 
the question of whether Mr 
Trump might now be under 
investigation. Asked 
repeatedly if Mr Trump had 
obstructed justice, he said that 
was for Robert Mueller, the 
special counsel, to decide. He 
implied strongly that it was an 
issue worth investigating. He 
said one of the reasons for not 
alerting the White House to 
Mr Trump’s suggestion that he 
drop the Flynn inquiry was 
that “it was of investigative 
interest for us”. 

Did Mr Trump obstruct 
justice? 

That, as Mr Comey made 
clear, is a matter for the 


special counsel to decide. 
Critics have identified at least 
three junctures at which Mr 
Trump might be open to 
accusations of obstruction: 
suggesting that the 
investigation into Mr Flynn be 
dropped; asking for the 
“cloud” of the Russia 
investigation to be lifted; and 
firing Mr Comey after he failed 
to do either. Mr Comey said he 
believed he was fired over the 
Russia investigation, because 
that was the reason Mr Trump 
had given. “I take the 
president at his word,” he said. 

The administration’s official 
version of his dismissal 
“defamed” him, he said. “Those 
were lies, plain and simple.” 

Much of the questioning 
over obstruction focused on 
Mr Trump’s language when 
speaking to Mr Comey. Some 
Republicans insisted that 


when Mr Trump said “I hope 
you can see your way clear to 
letting this go” he was 
expressing an aspiration. Mr 
Comey said he took it as “a 
direction” and “an order”. 

Are we any closer to 
impeachment? 

No. There is no smoking gun 
to show that Mr Trump’s 
behaviour was criminal. 
Should the special counsel 
believe that prosecution is 
warranted, Mr Trump would 
first have to be impeached; a 
political process rather than a 
legal one that requires a vote 
against him in the House or 
Representatives then trial in 
the Senate. Both houses are 
controlled by the Republicans. 
There is little sign that Mr 
Trump’s party is ready to 
dump the man who put them 
in power across Washington. 


Would we be here without Mr 
Trump’s tweeting habit? 

Mr Comey said he decided 
he needed to start keeping 
memos of his conversations 
with Mr Trump after their first 
encounter because “I was 
honestly concerned he might 
lie about the nature of our 
meeting. I knew there might 
come a day when I would 
need a record of what 
happened.” 

That moment came shortly 
after he was fired, when Mr 
Trump tweeted that Mr 
Comey had better hope there 
were no tapes of their 
conversations. Mr Comey then 
leaked the memos to ensure 
they got on the public record 
- and because he hoped that 
they would prompt the 
appointment of a special 
counsel.

Mr Comey described his reaction: “I 
didn’t move, speak, or change my facial 
expression in any way during the awk- 
ward silence that followed. We simply 
looked at each other in silence.” 

Eventually, Mr Comey said: “You will 
always get honesty from me.” 

He said he made notes because he 
was “honestly concerned” that Mr 
Trump might lie about what was said. 

There was no suggestion in the writ- 
ten testimony, however, that Mr Trump 
tried to shut down a broader FBI in- 
vestigation into alleged Russian med- 
dling in the US election. Mr Comey also 
verified Mr Trump’s claim that he 
assured him, several times, that he was 
not under investigation. 

Republicans came to Mr Trump’s 
defence. Paul Ryan, Speaker of the 
House, said that the president “was new 
at this” and unfamiliar with protocols 
that call for the FBI to be independent 
of the White House. “I’m not saying it’s 
an acceptable excuse. It’s just my obser- 
vation,” Mr Ryan added. 

Responding to Mr Comey’s allega- 
tions, Marc Kasowitz, Mr Trump’s law- 
yer, said yesterday: “The president 
never, in form or substance, directed or 
suggested that Mr Comey stop in- 
vestigating anyone.” 

Mr Comey’s written testimony 
suggested a clash of personalities: a 
fastidious FBI director who kept 
detailed notes, and a freewheeling 
president with little regard for 
Washington norms. 

Both men, however, seemed 
consumed by worry. According 
to Mr Comey, Mr Trump was 
anxious that the spectre of 
Russia was “interfering with 
his ability to make deals for 
the country”. 

Mr Comey, for his part, 
said that the moment he 
walked out of his first 
meeting with Mr 
Trump he began 
typing on a laptop in his 
FBI car.

French pupils told 
not to take their 
homework home

Parents will no longer face the “poison- 
ous” task of helping their children with 
maths or grammar under a French 
government plan to ensure that home- 
work is done at school. 

Jean-Michel Blanquer, the education 
minister, said his scheme to end the 
traditional homework routine would 
reduce social inequality and help to 
bring about a harmonious mood in 
families by ending the tension that of- 
ten arises as parents seek to persuade 
children to complete their assignments 
on a Sunday evening. 

He said in an interview with Le 
Parisien that all schools would be forced 
to organise after-hours homework 
clubs run by retired or practising teach- 
ers, or by university students. He wants 
to make sure that by the time pupils go 
home they will have finished all their 
set work. 

The minister, who was formerly a 
local education authority chief, be- 
lieves that homework increases the di- 
vide between the haves and have-nots 
in French society. Children who have a 
desk in a quiet bedroom, and parents 
with sufficient time, patience and 
knowledge to help them to understand 
trigonometric ratios and other such 
concepts, tend to benefit from the 
system, according to Mr Blanquer. 
Those forced to grapple with algebraic 
fractions at the kitchen table on their 
own, while their parents work late 
shifts, do not. 

“Homework is important,” he said. 
“We need to do exercises, to learn 
things off by heart. But at the same time 
it can develop inequalities between 
families because the conditions are not 


always the same, and poison family life 
with homework on a Sunday evening.” 

Homework clubs already exist in 
some French schools but they will be- 
come obligatory by September for all 
secondary schools, from 4pm to 6pm, 
Mr Blanquer said. Secondary schools 
take pupils from the age of 11 to 15. 

The scheme will be extended to 
primary schools and to sixth-form 
colleges at a later date. 

Pupils will not be forced to attend the 
homework clubs but will be strongly 
advised to do so, and teachers will be of- 
fered overtime pay to run them. How- 
ever, the likelihood is that schools will 
also have to call upon students and 
young people doing their national vol- 
untary service to make the system 
function. “I am launching an appeal to 
all students and to all young graduates 
to join up,” Mr Blanquer said. 

Teaching unions have expressed 
concern that unqualified people will be 
put in charge of the homework clubs. 

Mr Blanquer also announced plans 
to encourage music in an education 
system that has traditionally focused 
on academic subjects. He said he 
wanted all schools to have a choir that 
would perform with school orchestras 
on the first day of the new academic 
year “to show that it is a day not of 
worry but of joy and confidence”. 

He unveiled other measures intend- 
ed to improve the performance of 
French pupils, often classified as medi- 
ocre in international studies. One in- 
volves cutting the two -month summer 
holiday by one week for pupils about to 
start secondary school; another envisa- 
ges a return to the abandoned French 
tradition of forcing underperforming 
pupils to repeat the year.

French winemakers emptied vats con- 
taining 500,000 litres of what they as- 
sumed to be imported Spanish red in an 
act of patriotic protectionism. But the 
saboteurs were embarrassed when it 
emerged that much of the wine they 
had destroyed was French. 

The incident, which occurred at Pen- 
nautier, near Carcassonne, came amid 
rising tensions over Spanish wine im- 
ports. French winemakers say their 
prices are being undercut, and the row 
is feeding Euroscepticism in the south 
of the country and generating calls to 
reform the single market. 

French producers have repeatedly 
attacked lorries bringing Spanish wine 
over the border and supermarkets sell- 
ing it, in recent months. This week nine 
people, including senior members of 
winemaking unions, were questioned 
by police over allegations that they 
broke wine bottles in supermarkets and 
blocked the A9 motorway that links 
France and Spain. 

The overnight attack on the Do- 


maine Montariol-Degroote was among 
the most spectacular to date. Intruders 
broke into the site and opened the im- 
mense vats where wine is held, letting it 
run on to the ground. The slogans, 
“Spanish wines here” and “No to im- 
ports” were found on the walls in the 
morning, as were the initials “CAV”, 
which stand for Comite dAction Viti- 
cole (Viticulture Action Committee), 
the body that represents hardline activ- 
ist winemakers. 

Pierre Degroote, chief executive of 
the estate, estimated the value of the 
destroyed wine at between €700,000 
and €800,000. He said that “practically 
all” of it was French wine, from grapes 
grown in vineyards of the Pays d’Oc re- 
gion, and added that only 2 per cent of 
the company’s output was Spanish. 

“That is a bit of a shame. I’m very dis- 
appointed. I think I’ve done a lot for 
French winemaking in the region. I 
hope that those who did this will realise 
they made a big mistake,” Mr Degroote 
said. Domaine Montariol-Degroote 
produces more than eight million bot- 
tles a year, most of which is exported.

Members of the Philippine security 
forces have been smuggling weapons 
and ammunition to Islamist militants 
who have occupied part of the southern 
city of Marawi. 

Troops fighting the Maute group, an 
affiliate of Islamic State, detained three 
police officers yesterday as they tried to 
drive through Marawi with a concealed 
cache of arms, including four M-16 
automatic assault rifles. The men came 
from the town of Butig, the home base 
of the Maute group. 

According to Philippine officers, it is

the latest in a series of attempts to re- 
arm the fighters, who have been hold- 
ing out for 17 days against 4,600 gov- 
ernment troops and police, supported 
by helicopter gunships and bombing 


raids by fighter jets. Lieutenant- 
Colonel Jo-Ar Herrera, an army 
spokesman, said that the jihadists were 
attempting to smuggle people, weapons 
and ammunition into the patch of terri- 
tory they were clinging on to in the city 
centre, south of the Agus river. “We have 
identified several movements of logisti- 
cal support and manpower,” he said. 
“We have neutralised reinforcements 
bringing supplies and ammunition.” 

The security forces have uncovered 
caches of weapons and ammunition 
apparently placed by the Mautes before 
the battle over the city began on May 
23. It was precipitated by an unsuccess- 
ful attempt to arrest Isnilon Hapilon, 


the man named by Isis as its leader in 
the Philippines. He escaped with most 
of his men but left behind documents 
and videos revealing plans for a take- 
over of the city on May 26. 

There were no government airstrikes 
on the Maute positions yesterday, and 
less gunfire, although this may have 
been connected to a planned visit to the 
city — later cancelled — by President 
Duterte. 

Almost all of Marawi’s 212,000 
residents have fled, with even the areas 
secured by the government inhabited 
by only dogs and cats and patrolled 
intermittently by nervous soldiers. At 
least eight suspected looters have been 
arrested. 

Some residents remain trapped in 
the battle zone and it is their presence, 
according to the government forces, 
that is preventing a full assault on the 
jihadists. Estimates of their number 
have varied widely, but according to 
Colonel Herrera there are no more 
than 40 Islamist fighters remaining, 
with perhaps 150 civilians trapped in 
areas close to them. 

The Mautes are also holding an 
unknown number of hostages, includ- 
ing a Catholic priest. 

“If we could rescue the trapped civil- 
ians we would definitely be more 
aggressive and use more firepower,” 
Colonel Herrera said. 

Mr Duterte said at the weekend: “I 
can end this war in 24 hours. All I have 
to do is to bomb the whole place and 
level it to the ground.” 

Officers in the city have denied a 
claim made last week by Delfin Loren- 
zana, the defence minister, that fighters 
from Saudi Arabia, Yemen, Chechnya, 
Indonesia, Malaysia and elsewhere had 
been killed in the fighting. “Based on 
what we hear there are foreigners in 
there,” one military source said. “But 
what you hear is not the same as what 
you see with your own eyes.” 

Isis attackers 
were Iranian, 
admits Tehran

The six attackers who stormed parlia- 
ment and the shrine of the late Ayatol- 
lah Khomeini on Wednesday were 
homegrown terrorists who had fought 
with Islamic State in Iraq and Syria, 
Iran said yesterday. 

The number of deaths from the 
attacks, in which guards, passers-by 
and employees were shot at random, 
rose to 17. At least 42 people were 
injured. 

If the terrorists had taken one differ- 
ent turning in the parliament building 
they could have entered the chamber 
where MPs were debating. 

Alaeddin Boroujerdi, head of the par- 
liament’s national security committee, 
said that as well as five gunmen from 
west Iran who were shot dead or blew 
themselves up, a woman from southern 
Iran, who provided “guidance and 
social services” to her accomplices, was 
arrested at the shrine. 

Isis achieved one of its goals, exacer- 
bating the crisis among Gulf nations 
and the United States. 

The US Senate, meanwhile, pressed 
ahead with legislation to impose more 
sanctions on Iran despite calls for a 
delay as a mark of respect. The proce- 
dural vote, proposed as a protest against 
Iran’s support for militant groups in the 
Middle East, passed 92 to 7, indicating 
strong bipartisan support. 
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Court dismisses Breivik 
human rights case 

Oslo Anders Behring Breivik, the 
neo-Nazi who killed 77 people in 
July 2011, is to take his case over 
his “inhumane” prison conditions 
to the European Court of Human 
Rights. Breivik has been held 
apart from other inmates since 
his arrest on the day of the attack, 
and has complained about his 
lengthy isolation. 

He brought a case against the 
Norwegian state under the 
European Convention on Human 
Rights, which prohibits inhumane 
and degrading treatment, but it 
was dismissed by Norway’s 
supreme court yesterday. “None 
of the elements in the Breivik 
appeal has any chance of 
winning,” the court said. (AFP) 

Opposition leader held 

Delhi The leader of the Indian 
opposition was arrested as he 
tried to visit farmers who are 
striking for debt relief and 
guaranteed crop prices in Madhya 
Pradesh. Rahul Gandhi tried to 
reach the area after being denied 
permission by the authorities, 
who said that his presence would 
be inflammatory. This week five 
protesters in the state have been 
killed in clashes with security 
forces. (AFP) 

US embassy bomb 

Kiev An explosive device was 
thrown over the fence of the US 
embassy in Ukraine in what the 
authorities say was a terrorist act. 
It detonated inside the compound 
in Kiev just after midnight, 
although no one was injured. The 
country has been in crisis since 
2013, when mass protests ousted 
the Moscow-backed President 
Yanukovych and pitched it into a 
tug-of-war between Russia and 
the West. (Reuters) 

Al Jazeera cyberattack 

Dubai Hackers have targeted the 
Al Jazeera news network. The 
broadcaster, which is owned by 
the Qatari government, claimed 
that it was trying to “combat” a 
cyberattack, and that its systems 
were all still operational. The 
network’s news coverage has been 
a contentious issue for other Gulf 
nations, including Saudi Arabia, 
which cut off diplomatic ties with 
Qatar this week after accusing it 
of funding terrorists. (Reuters) 

Tito tributes ‘stolen’ 

Madrid An auction house in Spain 
that was preparing to sell 
autographs of Mikhail Gorbachev 
and Yasser Arafat among others 
has cancelled the sale after a 
museum in Belgrade, Serbia, 
claimed that they had been stolen 
from the mausoleum of Josip 
Broz Tito two years ago. The 
signatures, appearing on letters of 
tribute to the Yugoslav leader 
after his death in 1980, had been 
put up for sale in Malaga. (AFP) 

‘Save the constitution’ 

Caracas Venezuela’s chief 
prosecutor has called on her 
compatriots to reject President 
Maduro’s push to rewrite the 
constitution and urged the 
Supreme Court to annul the 
process. Grasping a copy of the 
nation’s blue constitution book on 
the steps of the Supreme Court, 
Luisa Ortega Diaz said she was 
defending democracy. “What’s at 
play here is the country, the 
integrity of Venezuelans.” (AP) 
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‘Badass’ Warthog lives to fight another day

A congresswoman who helped to save 
the A-10 Warthog ground attack jet 
from being scrapped told President 
Trump that the aircraft was “a badass 
plane with a big gun”. 

Martha McSally, a Republican 
representative from Arizona who flew 
the jet in combat in Afghanistan, said 
that she used the phrase to convey the 
aircraft’s importance to the command- 
er-in-chief. 

The Warthog, right, officially known 
as the A-10 Thunderbolt II, will now be 
kept in the air force’s inventory indef- 
initely. “The world has changed,” 


Major-General James 
Martin, the air force’s 
deputy budget official, 
said when explaining 
recently why a plan 
to take the aircraft 
out of service by 
2022 at the latest 
had been ditched. 

The Warthog, 
which is built around 
a rotating 30mm auto- 
matic armour-piercing 
cannon, survived several 
attempts to decommission it to 
save money under the Obama admin- 
istration. 

It entered service in 1976 to counter 


the threat of the Soviet 
Union’s armoured 
superiority in Europe 
^ during the Cold War 

and has been 
effective in prov- 
iding close-air 
support for ground 
troops, most not- 
ably during the Gulf 
war. 

A number of A-lOs 
are being used for 
missions inside Syria. 
They are flown from the 
Incirlik airbase in Turkey in support 
of Iraq and other forces taking on 
Islamic State in the region. More than 


250 of the aircraft are still in service. 
The air force has also dropped plans to 
decommission the Lockheed U-2 spy 
plane amid expectations of increased 
funding for defence from the Trump 
administration. 

Both fleets had been under threat 
because of a requirement to channel 
funding into the new F-35 Lightning II 
supersonic fast-jet programme. 

The decision to keep them reflects a 
growing demand for combat and sur- 
veillance aircraft as the United States 
takes on Isis and other militant groups.

Merkel mobilising G20 allies to 
isolate US on trade and climate

Angela Merkel is ready to reinforce her 
image as the leader of a global anti- 
Trump alliance today with talks on free 
trade, climate protection and migration 
with the leaders of Argentina and 
Mexico. 

The German chancellor was due to 
arrive in Buenos Aires last night before 
heading to Mexico City later today to 
prepare for the G20 summit that she is 
hosting next month and its strong anti- 
protectionist, green agenda. 

Her G20 priorities and constant 
warnings against isolationism are being 
seen as a challenge to President 
Trump’s America First agenda. The 
stage is being set for a repeat of last 
month’s divisive G7 in Italy after which 
Mr Trump pulled the US out of the 
Paris climate accord. 

Mrs Merkel tried hard to convince 


Mr Trump to stick with the climate 
agreement and made headlines around 
the world by declaring after his with- 
drawal that Europe could no longer 
“completely depend” on the US and 
Britain and should take its fate into its 
own hands. 

German officials briefed yesterday 
that Mrs Merkel was not seeking to 
build an anti-Trump coalition but 
fulfilling a long-standing commitment 
to visit two South American G20 mem- 
bers to plan for her summit. 

There is intense nervousness in 
Berlin that the four-day South Amer- 
ican tour will be taken by the US presi- 
dent as a provocation and lead to action 
on his threats of a trade war with 
Germany. 

Despite her advisers’ protestations 
Mrs Merkel is reported to have a “19-1 
strategy” for the two-day G20 summit 
in Hamburg and to be preparing for a 
bold declaration on free trade, which 


Mr Trump is unlikely to sign. Der 
Spiegel magazine said that the division 
could be 18-2 if Mr Trump was backed 
by Saudi Arabia. 

“Merkel’s aim is that of creating an 
alliance against Trump. If she can’t con- 
vince the US president her approach 
will be that of trying to isolate him,” Der 
Spiegel wrote this week. 

Mrs Merkel was reluctant to make 
the rift with Mr Trump visible despite 
his comments and tweets calling Ger- 
many’s trade surplus with the US “very 
bad”, the magazine added. “In doing so, 
the German chancellor has become 
Trump’s adversary on the international 
stage,” it said. 

Feelings are running high in Berlin at 
Mr Trump’s opposition to the tradi- 
tional western consensus on security, 
trade and climate change. 

At a Nato meeting in Brussels last 
month Mr Trump omitted to declare 
that the United States would come to 


the aid of another member if it was 
attacked. 

A senior member of Mrs Merkel’s 
Christian Democratic Union party 
attacked the short-termism of Mr 
Trump’s approach in a speech in the 
German capital yesterday. 

“We need a new concept of security. 
The EU and its member states are re- 
sponsible for 60 per cent of all develop- 
mental aid in the world,” Elmar Brok, 
an MEP who chaired the European 
parliament’s foreign affairs committee, 
told the Aspen Institute think tank. 

“The EU is responsible for 60 to 70 
per cent of disaster relief and further 
help for affected people in and around 
Syria — all of that is security policy as 
well,” he said. 

“Trump will have to build a higher 
wall to Mexico if he prevents the fight 
against climate change because 
poverty will increase there. He does not 
seem to understand this connection.”

Americans 
bring down 
Assad drone

A U S j et has shot down a drone that was 
firing on anti-Isis coalition troops in 
southeastern Syria, the latest and 
potentially most serious clash between 
America and Iranian-backed pro- 
Assad fighters. 

The Pentagon said that its allies 
came under fire yesterday from the 
drone near their base at al-Tanf on the 
border between Syria, Jordan and Iraq. 

It did not make clear whether British 
or American special forces were with 
the local Arab militias that the western 
allies are training at the base. 

However, this is the third time in a 
month that there have been clashes 
between the US and pro-regime forces. 
In yesterday’s incident, two pro -regime 
vehicles were also struck. 

Colonel Ryan Dillon, a US spokes- 
man, said that coalition troops had 
come under fire from the drone but 
there were no casualties. He said the U S 
also struck two pro-regime pick-up 
trucks with weapons that had moved 
against US -backed fighters near the 
town. 

Al-Tanf is outside the “de-escalation” 
zones that are subject to a ceasefire in 
the Syrian civil war. That is because it is 
a base being used by US -backed units of 
the Free Syrian Army to fight Isis in the 
separate conflict in the east. 

The Syrian regime has used the 
ceasefire to redeploy troops to fight Isis 
— but also to try to block the advance of 
western-backed forces. 


Militants 
lose five-day 
cave battle

Pakistani commandos fought a five- 
day gun battle in a network of caves to 
smash the headquarters of a branch of 
Islamic State. 

Fighting below ground in hills close 
to the Afghan border, troops were 
forced to battle for every inch of the 
kilometre-long cave system, security 
officials said. The battle left at least 12 
militants dead, including senior com- 
manders. 

Pakistan’s military launched the op- 
eration last week as part of the search 
for a Chinese couple who were kid- 
napped in Quetta, a haven for militants 
and the de facto headquarters in exile of 
the Afghan Taliban. Tipped off by shep- 
herds about militant movements in the 
area, troops zeroed in on the caves in 
Mastung. Last month 28 people were 
killed there in a suicide attack. 

Soldiers discovered ten of the most 
senior Isis commanders in Pakistan 
were in the caves. The militants put up 
a stiff defence, their resistance only bro- 
ken on Tuesday. A security official said: 
“There was immense resistance from 
the terrorists. The fight went on for five 
days, in which 12 terrorists were killed, 
including major commanders. Three 
group commanders also surrendered.” 

The hostages were not found, though 
there was evidence they had been in the 
cave. Officials said that Ejaz Bangulzai, 
presumed leader of Isis in Pakistan, es- 
caped along with his brother Farooq, a 
senior Isis commander in Afghanistan.

ANC opponent suspended ‘for being white’

The former leader of South Africa’s 
main opposition party claims that she 
was suspended over remarks extolling 
some benefits of colonialism only 
because she is white. 

Helen Zille denounced her suspen- 
sion as “vindictive”. The decision, by 
her successor Mmusi Maimane, was 
upheld by the Democratic Alliance 
(DA) federal executive this week. 

In a letter to the executive she said: 
“In certain instances, DA members are 
treated differentially on the basis of 
race. Given that so many black South 
Africans have expressed exactly the 
same views on the legacy of colonialism 
as I have and given that the DA has 



never raised any concerns about these 
views, let alone repudiated them ... I 
drew the conclusion that a contributing 
reason to my being charged is the 
fact that I am not black.” 

The action against Ms 
Zille, 66, who is now 
facing calls to resign as 
premier of Western 
Cape, was provoked by 
a tweet she posted on 
returning from a visit to 
Singapore. It read: “For 
those claiming legacy of 
colonialism was ONLY 
negative, think of our inde- 
pendent judiciary, transport 
infrastructure, piped water.” The 

Helen Zille said she had apologised 


post prompted outrage on social media 
from people who argued that nothing 
could make up for the pain of decades of 
subjugation. The Democratic 
Alliance has struggled to 
win black votes because of 
a brief post-apartheid 
alliance with the New 
National Party and 
lingering perceptions 
that it represents 
“white” interests. 

Mr Maimane, 37, a 
former preacher born 
in Soweto, took over 
from the forthright Ms Zil- 
le in 2014. His decisiveness 
has been compared with the fail- 
ure of the ruling African National Con- 
gress to act against President Zuma 


over allegations of corruption and 
cronyism. 

The Democratic Alliance holds 
22 per cent of parliamentary seats to 
the ANC’s 62 per cent but fury that Mr 
Zuma was still in office led to it taking 
control of Johannesburg, Pretoria and 
Port Elizabeth and increasing its vote to 
27 per cent in local elections last year. 

The South African Council of 
Churches, which has commissioned a 
report on the alleged capture of state 
organs by corrupt politicians and busi- 
ness allies, called for early elections. 

The ANC’s secretary-general, Gwede 
Mantashe, said Mr Zuma would be sub- 
ject to a judicial inquiry over his ties to 
the Gupta family. Ms Zille, who speaks 
the Bantu language Xhosa, was a cam- 
paigning journalist and activist during 


apartheid who exposed Steve Biko’s 
murder by security forces. She was 
credited with transforming the Demo- 
cratic Alliance from a fringe party. 

The Democratic Alliance said that 
her tweets had damaged the party’s im- 
age. “We live in a fragile democracy, 
which means our representatives must 
be sensitive to the anger people still feel 
about our past and its legacy,” James 
Selfe, the executive’s chairman, said. 

Ms Zille said that she had apologised. 

Douglas Gibson, a former chief whip, 
appealed to Mrs Zille to back down. 
“My appeal is for her to listen to Mmusi, 
to listen to the many of our black public 
representatives, who adore her and feel 
she had done a wonderful job as a 
leader,” he said. “Listen to them, and see 
if you can’t soften your attitude.” 


Rhino kills the

Woman died in 
golf buggy fall 
on to wine glass

A woman died when she was flung from 
a golf buggy while touring her olive 
orchard in California and impaled on 
the shards of two glasses of wine she 
had been clutching. 

Debra Bedard, 58, lost her balance as 
the electric buggy, driven by her 
“intoxicated” partner of 17 years, Rich- 
ard Clarke, took a corner. Mr Clarke, 57, 
was arrested for drink-driving. 

The accident happened at the 
couple’s holiday home in Wallace, a 
small community of 403 residents in 
the Sierra Foothills. 

“I would never want anyone to think 
of Richard as an irresponsible man,” the 
victim’s son, Steve Bedard, said. “They 
would often ride through the orchard 
just to check things out and enjoy the 
serenity of the property. I completely 
understand how this happened. It was 
not an irresponsible act but just the 
worst kind of tragedy.” 

Both had “had a glass of wine”, Mr 
Bedard told The Mercury News of 
Sacramento. Mrs Bedard was holding 
both glasses while her partner, de- 
scribed by her son as “one of the most 
together, responsible men with the 
strongest of character”, drove. 

Mrs Bedard died at the scene. A 
report by the California Highway 
Patrol noted that Mr Clarke was intoxi- 
cated but said that he was not the cause 
of Mrs Bedard’s fatal injuries. 


Greek taxman too poor to fight cheats 


Drivers rigged parking discs 
so they never ran out of time

Greek tax inspectors lack even the 
most basic resources — including 
paper, printing ink, vehicles and petrol 
— to pursue a campaign against evad- 
ers that has been ordered by the 
government, they claimed yesterday. 

The association of tax officials in 
northern Greece, which includes the 
second city, Thessaloniki, said that it 
had become all but impossible to satisfy 
a finance ministry decree for a clamp- 
down from the beginning of this month 
involving more inspections as the 
country enters the peak tourist season. 

“We’ve been left alone to cope with 
the responsibilities of such a huge task,” 
Michalis Kouplakis, president of the 
association of tax inspectors in north- 
ern Greece, said. “The authorities have 


yet to pay for office supplies and 
expenses that we have requested, leav- 
ing us with no paper or ink for printers 
to complete paperwork at our offices.” 

About a third of the state cars allocat- 
ed for tax inspections are not used 
because of a lack of funds for fuel. “That 
has left us to use our own cars or to pool 
state resources with other local tax 
bureaus when conducting inspections,” 
Mr Kouplakis said. “In most cases we 
are left to foot the bill for the petrol.” 

After coming to power in 2015, the 
left-wing government of Alexis Tsipras 
declared “an all-out war” against 
Greece’s wealthy oligarchs, launching a 
campaign against corruption and tax 
evasion to bring in much-needed reve- 
nue for the state. 

Only limited progress has been 
made. A recent private sector study 
suggested that tax evaders were cheat- 


ing the state out of about €16 billion , as 
much as 9 per cent of Greece’s gross 
domestic product. 

Mr Kouplakis said that about 40 per 
cent of 15,000 tax officers employed in 
northern Greece had lost their jobs 
because of austerity measures intro- 
duced since the start of the financial 
crisis in late 2009 . “It’s not just resour- 
ces that we lack,” he added. “We need 
manpower to carry out thousands of 
inspections demanded each month. 
And that is on top of our office duties.” 

Opinion polls have repeatedly shown 
that Greeks support action against tax 
evasion, but plenty of incentive to 
dodge tax remains. Government levies 
alone account for about 50 per cent of 
labour costs, more than double the EU 
average. Official figures show that tax 
receipts fell by about €1 billion during 
the first quarter of this year. 


Italy

The well-heeled residents of Como 
were not obvious suspects when the 
traffic police smelt a parking scam. 

So clogged are the narrow streets of 
the lakeside town that officers brought 
in a strict rule that cars could be parked 
for only 45 minutes. Drivers are 
required to fix a cardboard clockface 
inside their windscreen, showing the 
moment they pulled up in the space. 

Frequent patrols check the discs and 
fines are issued to over-stayers. Yet 
some of the cars never seemed to move. 

“We were surprised to see three cars 
parked for days, even though their discs 
always magically showed they had just 


parked,” Aurelio Giannini, Como’s 
traffic police chief, said. 

The officers realised that the discs, 
which are usually made of paper or 
plastic, had a hidden battery compart- 
ment. “The discs were slowly turning, 
like a clock, to ensure that the cars were 
always legal’,” Mr Giannini explained. 

“We paid a visit to each owner and 
demanded to inspect their parking 
discs. They were all well-off and con- 
fessed immediately. We have cited 
them for fraud and this may go to trial.” 

In Rome, where the city centre is off 
limits to non-resident drivers, motor- 
ists have been known to drive slowly 
with an accomplice walking ahead to 
obscure the CCTV cameras’ view of 
their numberplate. 
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Rogue Everest climber 
shuts down Tibet route 




Mountaineering Association said 
that all climbing permits for the re- 
gion were revoked for the rest of the 
year. 

Other climbers, some of whose 
autumn expeditions to Tibet were 
already planned and costed, are 
outraged. The veteran American 
climber Alan Arnette, who chroni- 
cles each Everest climbing season 
and has scaled the mountain several 
times, denounced Adamski on his 
blog, condemning his “total disregard 
for rules”. 

“His actions have cost others their 
opportunity to climb in Tibet this 
autumn ... He said that he believes 
there is no border on mountains and 
thus ignored the rules, apparently 
feeling they didn’t apply to him,” Ar- 
nette wrote. 

Others remain hopeful that Beijing 
could reverse its decision upon re- 
flection, in time for the autumn 
season, with dozens of permits 
already issued for Everest and the 
other great Tibetan peaks over 8,000 
metres, Cho Oyu and Shishapangma. 

“Sometimes they are very quick 
with their decision and can change it 
as well,” said Mingma Sherpa, a re- 
nowned Nepali climber and manag- 
ing director of Seven Summit Treks. 

Adamski is not the only foreigner 
caught breaking the Everest rules 
this season. Ryan Sean Davy, from 
South Africa, was also arrested and 
banned for a decade after he was 
caught trying to scale Everest with- 
out a permit last month. A £17,000 
fine was waived when he said that 
could not afford to pay it. 


China

China has banned foreign climbers 
from the Tibetan side of Everest for 
the rest of the year after a Polish man 
made an illegal crossing into Nepal 
via the summit of the mountain last 
month. 

The realisation of Janusz Adam 
Adamski’s lifelong ambition has had 
huge consequences for the rest of the 
climbing community, with an outcry 
from fellow mountaineers condemn- 
ing his “selfishness”. Aside from 
Everest itself, Beijing has barred 
climbers from Tibet altogether until 
next year. 

Adamski, 49, who has also been 
banned from climbing in Nepal for 
ten years for climbing Everest 
without the £8,500 permit, remains 
unrepentant amid the condemna- 
tion. “I’ll never regret what I did. As 
there is no provision of issuing a 
traverse permit in both countries, I 
had to traverse illegally for fulfilment 
of my lifelong dream,” he said in 
Kathmandu after his arrest. “I am 
ready to face any legal challenge 
in Nepal to safeguard the greatest 
achievement of my life.” 

Climbing from Tibet, 

Adamski reached the 
summit on May 


21, before descending into Nepal and 
the arms of the police. In his state- 
ment to the authorities, he claimed 
that he was in ill health at the summit 
and feared for his life if he descended 
the north face. 

His unrepentant bragging to the 
Nepali press has not gone down well 
on either side of the border, however. 

After Kathmandu’s decision to ban 
Adamski, the China Tibet

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‘Police killer’ caught after 45 years

For the better part of 45 years the 
only sightings of Masaaki Osaka 
were of his stern face peering back at 
passers-by on wanted posters all 
around Japan. 

Despite seemingly impossible 
odds, police never gave up hope of 
finding the far-left radical suspected 
of murdering a police officer during a 
riot in the Shibuya district of Tokyo in 
1971 — and this week the authorities 
announced that they had finally 
arrested him. 

Now 67 years old, he looks very dif- 
ferent from the man in the ubiquitous 
black-and-white image. He refused 
to provide his name upon his arrest, 
but his identity was confirmed by 
DNA tests. 

The extraordinarily long manhunt 
began after a riot on November 14, 
1971, when about 5,000 activists and 
students protested against a treaty 
that allowed US troops to remain in 



Okinawa when the territory was 
returned to Japanese control after 
the Second World War. 

Some protesters wielded iron pipes 
and threw firebombs during attacks 
on police officers, one of whom, 


Tsuneo Nakamura, 21, later died from 
his injuries. 

Mr Osaka, a member of the Japan 
Revolutionary Communist League 
National Committee, also known as 
Chukaku-ha, was put on a wanted list 
the following year and had been on 
the run ever since. 

The trial of an alleged accomplice 
was suspended in 1981 on mental 
health grounds. 

Police thought that they had a new 
lead on Mr Osaka early last year 
when they raided a suspected hide- 
out in Kita ward, Tokyo. They seized 
equipment including electronic bugs 
and radios, but there was no sign of 
the fugitive. 

Last month officers swooped on an 
apartment in Hiroshima and ar- 
rested a man who turned out to be Mr 
Osaka. Police say that the manhunt is 
the longest on record in Japan for a 
serious crime suspect. 

Unluckily for Mr Osaka, legislators 
scrapped a 15-year statute of limita- 
tions for murder charges in 2010. 


Beijing bans online celebrity tittle-tattle

There will be a lot less scurrilous ce- 
lebrity gossip on Chinese social me- 
dia if restrictions on internet gossip 
succeed. 

Officials striving to promote 
“socialist core values” instead of tit- 
tle-tattle have closed several enter- 
tainment-related social media ac- 


counts. The Beijing Cyberspace Ad- 
ministration has ordered sites such as 
the Twitter-like Sina Weibo and the 
video site Youku to close accounts. 

Social media bosses were ordered 
to “fulfil their duties, spread socialist 
core values, create a healthy public 
opinion environment and contain 
the hyping of pop stars’ personal af- 
fairs”, the Global Times reported. 

Beijing is often accused of stran- 


gling free speech within the country, 
and keeps a tight grip on both tradi- 
tional and social media. Censored 
content tends to be political but many 
foreign social media sites, including 
Twitter and Facebook, are blocked. 

Some Weibo users applauded the 
crackdown but others said that it 
would be ineffective. One wrote: 
“They will simply apply for new ac- 
counts and return very soon.”

hit City’s reputation, top investor warns

A top City investor has warned against 
bending the UK’s listing rules to en- 
courage Saudi Arabia to pick London 
for the £1 trillion-plus stock market 
flotation of Aramco, saying that to do so 
would be “highly inappropriate”. 

Royal London, which manages more 
than £100 billion on behalf of its cus- 
tomers, said that allowing Saudi Aram- 
co to list only 5 per cent of its shares, 


despite rules insisting that companies 
must sell at least a quarter of them, 
would damage London’s reputation as a 
financial centre. 

“The rules which regulate the UK’s 
equity market are designed to ensure 
the integrity of the London market as a 
leading global exchange and to protect 
the interests of minority investors, 
particularly when there is a large 
controlling interest in a UK-listed firm. 
These rules should not be tampered 


with, no matter how attractive the 
prize,” Ashley Hamilton Claxton, cor- 
porate governance manager at Royal 
London Asset Management, said. 

London is competing with New York 
as well as markets such as Toronto and 
Hong Kong to attract the Aramco IPO, 
which if completed will be the largest in 
market history and will turn the Saudi 
state oil company into the world’s 
largest listed business. 

A listing could value Aramco at 


$2 trillion, meaning that selling 5 per 
cent of the company would be worth at 
least $100 billion, providing a record- 
breaking payday for the investment 
banks and advisers working on the deal. 

Discreet lobbying has led to concerns 
over concessions made to win over the 
Saudi government. Xavier Rolet, chief 
executive of the London Stock Ex- 
change, accompanied Theresa May to 
Saudi Arabia in April to encourage the 
Saudi authorities to pick London. 


Royal London said it would be 
“lobbying strongly” against the IPO 
should Aramco be given a special 
exemption to list in London despite not 
meeting the 25 per cent free float 
requirement. 

The London Stock Exchange and the 
UK authorities are thought to be 
working on ways to allow Aramco to list 
despite not meeting the formal criteria 
possibly by not including the energy 
giant in the elite FTSE 100 index. 


Rate cut era 
is over, ECB 
boss declares 

Eurozone takes its first step to ending stimulus

The European Central Bank has ruled 
out further interest rate cuts in a first 
small step towards normalising 
monetary policy as the eurozone 
rapidly gathers momentum. 

Mario Draghi, president of the ECB, 
declared deflation defeated as he an- 
nounced upgraded growth forecasts for 
the currency bloc and changed the 
language of the official policy state- 
ment to remove references to rate cuts. 

Carsten Brzeski, an economist at 
ING, said the “easing bias is now gone” 
and that the ECB had taken “a very first 
baby step” towards ending the emer- 
gency stimulus launched with quanti- 
tative easing two and half years ago. 

Economists expected a hawkish sig- 
nal after this month’s meeting of the 
ECB governing council thanks to a 
sharp pick-up in eurozone growth, but 
traders’ enthusiasm was tempered 
when the ECB cut its inflation forecast. 

The euro dipped against the pound as 
markets interpreted the outlook as a 
sign that the central bank would hold 
tight on policy as long as possible. Ster- 
ling rose 0.2 per cent against the euro to 
€1.1535. “The ECB is trying to be as cau- 
tious as possible to very gradually get 
out of the unconventional monetary 
policy measures,” Mr Brzeski said. 

As expected, the ECB left policy un- 
changed this month. The main interest 
rate was held at zero and Mr Draghi 
stressed that the €60 billion a month 
quantitative easing programme would 
continue to the end of the year as 
scheduled. Economists said it was un- 
likely that QE would be altered before 
then, although there was a chance that 


the monthly purchases could be re- 
duced. The rate on bank overnight 
deposits was kept in negative territory, 
at minus 0.4 per cent. 

Mr Draghi also reiterated that rates 
would remain “at their present levels . . . 
well past the horizon” of QE’s end. The 
big development yesterday was the 
decision to drop the words “or lower” 
from the sentence. 

The ECB is preparing the markets for 
an end to QE, having watched the 
economy recover far more swiftly than 
expected this year. It upgraded growth 
by 0.1 percentage points in each year of 
its forecast to 1.9 per cent this year, 
1.8 per cent next year and 1.7 per cent in 
2019. 

This year’s forecast may already be 
outdated, Mr Draghi said, suggesting 
that it should be 2 per cent after Euro- 
stat upgraded first-quarter growth yes- 
terday from 0.5 to 0.6 per cent. The revi- 
sion left the UK trailing behind the 
European Union’s 27 other members, 
with quarterly growth of 0.2 per cent. 

Explaining why future rate cuts had 
been ruled out, Mr Draghi said: “Defla- 
tion risks have definitely gone away.” 
However, he left open the option of 
increasing or extending QE if deflation 
threats returned. 

Having touched 2 per cent this year, 
missing the ECB’s target of “below 2 per 
cent”, inflation has fallen to 1.4 per cent. 
The ECB cut its forecasts yesterday 
from 1.7 per cent to 1.5 per cent this year, 

1.6 per cent to 1.3 per cent next year and 

1.7 per cent to 1.6 per cent in 2019. Mr 
Draghi insisted “nothing has changed 
in substantial terms”, blaming lower 
energy and food prices for the shift.

Moody’s gives BP clean bill of health

Moody’s has upgraded BP’s credit 
rating for the first time in almost 20 
years, citing growing clarity over the 
final bill for its 2010 Gulf of Mexico oil 
spill. 

The ratings agency raised BP’s rating 
yesterday by one notch to A1 and said 
the outlook for the oil giant was posi- 
tive. Moody’s last upgraded BP’s long- 
term rating in 1998. 

“Our decision to upgrade BP to A1 
factors in the increased clarity around 
the size and timing of remaining cash 
payments linked to the Deepwater 
Horizon incident, as well as expected 
improvements to BP’s credit metrics 
and its strong operating performance 


despite high oil price volatility,” Elena 
Nadtotchi, vice-president and senior 
credit officer at Moody’s, said. 

The final cost to BP of the Deepwater 
Horizon oil disaster, in which 11 plat- 
form workers lost their lives, has risen 
to more than $62 billion, with the com- 
pany still expected to be making pay- 
ments well into the 2030s. 

The settlement of the Deepwater 
Horizon fines and clean-up costs in 
2015 brought BP’s pre-tax bill to more 
than $62 billion. The company will pay 
the charge gradually into the 2030s. 

Like other oil companies, BP has ben- 
efited from higher crude prices in 
recent months, helping to bolster its fi- 
nancial position, especially after severe 
cost cutting during 2015 and last year. 

“BP demonstrated strong operating 


performance amid high volatility in oil 
prices,” Moody’s said. “The positive 
outlook recognises that BP’s strong 
business profile may sustain a higher 
rating and anticipates that the com- 
pany will continue to deliver strong 
operating performance in 2017-19.” 

BP swung back into the black in the 
first three months of the year with 
profits of $1.41 billion that were better 
than expected. The result compared 
with a $485 million loss a year earlier, 
when oil prices hit their lowest point. 

Underlying profits almost trebled 
from $532 million to $1.5 billion, beating 
a forecast of $1.26 billion. 

Bob Dudley, chief executive, said that 
the year had started well, hailing 
“robust” earnings and cashflow and

Booming Boohoo puts high

The co-founder of Boohoo and his sib- 
lings have banked more than £80 mil- 
lion between them after the fashion re- 
tailer successfully completed a £50 mil- 
lion fundraising exercise. 

Mahmud Kamani, Rabia Kamani 
and Nurez Kamani sold 36.6 million of 
their shares, but together with other 
family members and the Boohoo co- 
founder Carol Kane, the group still con- 
trols nearly 40 per cent of the com- 
pany’s shares worth about £1.1 billion, 
based on last night’s closing price. 

Shares in Boohoo.com rose nearly 
18 per cent to a record high as the Aim- 
listed retailer placed 22.7 million new 
shares through an accelerated book- 
building priced at 220p a share and also 
upgraded its full-year sales forecast. 

Funds raised from the placement will 
be used to finance future growth for 
Boohoo, which is already growing so 
quickly it had to upgrade its revenue 
forecasts five times last year. Only three 
months into its new financial year, it 
has already revised up its sales forecast 
and said it now expected revenue 
growth “approaching 60 per cent” for 
the full year. This is up 10 percentage 
points on its previous estimate and fol- 
lows a better-than-expected first quar- 
ter where its like-for-like sales jumped 
by 78 per cent to £120 million. 

Boohoo’s sales and profits have been 
soaring since it floated on Aim in 2014 
and its share price has risen by more 
than 300 per cent in the past year alone 
as it continues to take market share 
from rivals. Yesterday shares closed up 
17.8 per cent to a new high of 260p. This 
took its market capitalisation to just 
over £2.9 billion. Boohoo is now only 
second on Aim to Asos, a rival online 
fashion retailer, which is worth about 
£5.1 billion. 

The rise of Boohoo and Asos and 
their fast affordable online fashion 
shows the challenges faced by rival re- 
tailers, particularly those with large 
bricks and mortar portfolios. 

Earlier this week, accounts for Taveta 
Investments, the holding company for 
Sir Philip Green’s retail empire, re- 
vealed a sharp decline in revenue as 
clothing spend becomes a less impor- 
tant part of household budgets. Lord 
Wolfson of Aspley Guise, who heads 
Next, has been warning for some time 
that consumers are spending more on 
eating out and leisure pursuits than the 
latest fashion trends. 

Boohoo has been growing at an aver- 
age rate of 45 per cent a year for the past 
three years. Russ Mould, investment 
director at AJ Bell, said that Boohoo 
was exciting the market not only 
because of its “stunning” sales growth 
but because its profits margins were 
“already twice those of Asos”. 

However, he said: “The only potent-

PWC sacked for missing ten-year BT Italia fraud

BT has fired PWC as its auditor after 
the firm failed to spot a fraud at its 
Italian business, which is thought to 
have continued for up to ten years. 

PWC declined to comment yester- 
day, after the telecoms giant issued a 
brief statement confirming that the BT 
board had approved the proposed 
appointment of KPMG from next year. 

PWC had been BT’s auditor for 33 
years, but had failed to spot irregulari- 
ties at BT Italia until a whistleblower 
employee raised the alarm last summer. 

PWC’s role at BT had been up for re- 
view by 2019, but the company brought 


the process forward after a review of the 
BT Italia scandal. 

BT said: “Following completion of 
the audit of the BT accounts for the 
2017-18 financial year by PWC, KPMG 
will be appointed as auditor subject to 
approval by shareholders at the annual 
general meeting in 2018. BT, KPMG 
and PWC will commence transition 
planning immediately.” 

Alex Holt, global head of telecoms 
and media at KPMG in the UK, said: 
“We are delighted to have been selected 
by the BT board as their next auditor.” 

When BT revealed details of the 
scandal in January the announcement 
wiped nearly £8 billion off its valuation 
and prompted fierce criticism of top 


executives, including Gavin Patterson, 
BT’s chief executive, and Tony Chan- 
mugam, former chief finance director, 
for failing to get to grips with the fraud 
earlier. 

Mr Patterson said that an investi- 
gation had discovered that the irregu- 
larities at BT Italia had been going on 
for between “five and ten years”. 

Italian prosecutors launched a crimi- 
nal investigation into the alleged fraud 
in January. It is thought to be focused, 
among other things, on a suspected 
bogus leaseback deal for electronic 
equipment that BT signed in 2015 
worth millions of euros. 

Property transactions, questionable 
loans and other fictitious sale and 


purchase agreements at BT Italia, the 
largest division outside Britain, were 
also believed to be under suspicion. 

The Financial Reporting Council 
said that the regulator had begun a fact- 
finding exercise and wanted to meet 
PWC to discuss the scandal. 

BT has argued that it was the victim 
of a sophisticated accounting fraud by a 
group of employees who were collabo- 
rating with people from outside the 
company. 

It initially played down the crisis, 
saying in October that it had uncovered 
“accounting errors” and booking a 
£145 million charge. The writedown 
was later revised up to £530 million, 
horrifying shareholders.

Steve Rowe received £1.6 million in pay 
in his first full year running Marks & 
Spencer but missed out on share 
awards after the retailer failed to hit its 
performance targets (Deirdre Hipwell 
writes). 

The group, which suffered a near- 
64 per cent fall in pre-tax profits last 
year, revealed the terms of Mr Rowe’s 
remuneration in its annual report. It 
said that the chief executive was paid a

He was followed by 
Patrick Bousquet-Chavanne, executive 
director of customer, marketing and 
M&S.com, on £1.16 million, and Helen 
Weir, chief finance officer, on

Marks & Spencer said that Mr Rowe, 
along with all executive directors, was 
not awarded any shares under its long- 
term incentive plan as performance 
conditions were not met. The plan had 
been due to vest this month but will 
now lapse. 

News of Mr Rowe’s pay, which was 
down on the £2 million his predecessor 
Marc Bolland received in his final year, 
comes a few weeks after he said that 
M&S was on the right track as its profits 
fell from £488.8 million to £176.4 million 
in the year to April 1. The fall was a 
result of £437.4 million of restructuring 
charges related to M&S’s latest five-year 
strategy to restore profit growth to a 
business that a decade ago was 
reporting profits of more than £1 billion. 

If Mr Rowe meets all his performance 
targets in the current year, he could 
receive up to £4.7 million in cash and 
shares. Mr Bousquet-Chavanne and 
Ms Weir could receive up to £3.1 million 
and £3.4 million, respectively, if all 
performance conditions are met.

Amazon Lending challenges the banks

Amazon’s little-known lending division 
has supplied billions of dollars in loans 
to small businesses selling goods on its 
sprawling online platform in another 
challenge to traditional commerce. 

The company said yesterday that 
Amazon Lending had supplied more 
than $1 billion to its merchants in the 
last year, out of $3 billion it has provided 
since it was launched six years ago. 

It provides small business loans from 
$1,000 to $750,000 for up to a year, with 
annual interest of between 6 and 17 per 
cent. About 20,000 small businesses in 
the UK, U S and Japan have taken loans. 

By using its own capital to fund loans 


the company is challenging banks and 
other lenders. However, it is under- 
stood to have no plans to lend outside of 
the pool of two million merchants that 
use its platform worldwide. 

By providing cash to businesses on its 
platform, Amazon gains on two fronts. 
If the businesses grow it makes money 
from interest payments, and more in 
fees from sales on its platform. 

Peeyush Nahar, vice president of 
Amazon Marketplace, said: “An infu- 
sion of capital at the right moment can 
put a small business on the path to even 
greater success.” 

Amazon crunches data from its 
merchants to decide which are credit- 
worthy, and invites them to apply for 


loans. More than half of the businesses 
that arranged a loan went on to arrange 
a second, Amazon Lending said. 

Amazon Lending deducts payments 
from merchant accounts every two 
weeks. Its systems can detect whether 
the merchant has financial problems, 
and freeze their account. Half of the 
products sold on Amazon worldwide 
are from businesses using Amazon 
Marketplace, the company said. 

• PayPal, the digital payment process 
popular with eBay merchants, is also 
expanding its financing division. 
PayPal Working Capital has provided 
more than $2 billion to 90,000 busi- 
nesses in the US, Britain and Australia 
since it launched in America in 2013. 


Hedge your bets 
on CMC’s future &

W ho’d have thought 
it? Knock-Outs are 
listed as a “new 
product” at CMC 
Markets. Try telling 
that to investors who coughed up 
240p a share at February 2016’s 
float. They’ve been flat on their 
backs pretty much since. 

True, yesterday was a happier 
24 hours in the life of the spread 
betting group. The shares rose 5 per 
cent to 134%p on the full-year 
figures, despite the board appearing 
split on what sort of year it had 
been. Peter Cruddas, the Brexiteer 
chief executive who pocketed 
£180 million at the float and bought 
a new house in Mayfair, hailed it a 
year of progress. For him, certainly. 
Chairman Simon Waugh opted for 
“challenging and disappointing”. Mr 
Waugh was more on the money 
(report, page 43). 

Yes, the figures beat forecasts — 
at least estimates that had already 
been cut. But net operating income 
was down 5 per cent to £161 million. 
And while reported pre-tax profits 
fell 9 per cent to £48.5 million, the 
underlying ones dived 22 per cent. 

“Significantly lower market 
volatility” was the chief culprit, an 
explanation that stretches the usual 
meaning of the word given the 
rollercoaster of Brexit and Trump. 
But maybe a volatility connoisseur 
like Mr Cruddas has a point. He 
needs bouncy markets to encourage 
punters to trade, what with half of 
CMC’s business in indices. And, 
apart from some spikiness around 
big political events, everything was 
far too straight-line, with even the 
Vix fear index at its least scary. 

Even so, none of that explains 
why the shares have tanked. That’s 
because of the regulators, not least 
the Financial Conduct Authority, 
which in December launched a 
crackdown on spread betting firms. 
Mr Cruddas, who still owns 62 per 
cent of the business, has been 
shocked by the share price reaction, 
but must have known something 
was coming when he was doing the 
roadshow for the float: it coincided 
with the FCA issuing a “Dear CEO” 
letter to spread-betting company 
bosses. And until the FCA makes 
the new rules clear, possibly after 
the summer, CMC’s tricky to value. 

The regulator’s likely to rule on 
three things, the first two aimed at 
spivvier players than CMC: a ban on 
the aggressive promotion of spread 
betting products, and mandatory 
risk warnings. But the third could 
cap maximum leverage, potentially 
deterring CMC punters. At present, 
some wagers come with leverage of 
200:1. Or to put it another way, you 
only have to put up 0.5 per cent of 
your notional exposure. 

CMC’s already been through 
much of this in Germany. Hence its 
new Knock-Outs: a product for the 
local market where a wager 
automatically closes once a certain 
price has been exceeded. And, 
long-term, stricter rules should 
benefit the larger companies such as 
CMC and IG Group. 

In the short term, though, no one 
knows if CMC can even afford its 
8.9p dividend, yielding 6.6 per cent. 
Mr Cruddas says he has no plans to 
cut it. But, until the FCA’s verdict, 
you can’t rule out another punch. 


Stealing a march 

N o one is cross enough about 
what’s going on at Fusionex. 
True, it’s only an Aim-listed 
tech stock, now worth all of 
£27 million. But it was worth three 
times that before its Malaysian chief 
executive, Ivan Teh, came up with 
the fantastic wheeze of stealing the 
company from its owners. 

How? Well, Mr Teh controls 
48 per cent of the shares. He has 
supportive compatriots with at least 
17 per cent more. So, what better 
than simply cancelling Fusionex’s 
Aim listing and leaving the stiffed 
minorities with near worthless 
shares in an unlisted Malaysian- 
controlled group? To pull off his 
plan, Mr Teh needs 75 per cent of 
the vote at next Thursday’s investor 
meeting. Unless there’s a huge 
turnout, he may already be there. 

When he sprung his planned heist 
on Fusionex’s advisers, its 
joint-broker Peel Hunt promptly 
quit, as did PR outfit Buchanan. So 
did chairman John Croft, though 
not before he’d been daft enough to 
approve the outrageous plan, since 
when he’s been floundering around 
like a wet fish — and one who 
doesn’t return phone calls, either. 
Naturally, the whole caper was 
squirrelled out on the Friday night 
before last Bank Holiday weekend. 
When the market opened, Fusionex 
shares crashed 64 per cent. They 
rose 7 per cent yesterday to 49%p, 
though it’s unclear who was buying. 

It will probably need a miracle to 
stop Mr Teh. The London Stock 
Exchange, which supposedly 
regulates Aim, has nothing to say. 
And the bigger non-Malaysian 
investors, including Standard Life, 
the West Yorkshire Pension Fund 
and Herald Investment, hold only 
about 15 per cent. Even so, there is 
one imponderable. Last December, 
Fusionex set up an Employee 
Benefit Trust, ostensibly with 
seven million shares, or 13 per cent. 
It’s thought the shares have voting 
rights. Fusionex can’t even say who 
the trustee is — and typically they 
don’t vote at EGMs. But are there 
circumstances in which the trustee 
would be obliged to vote against Mr 
Teh? The minorities need to know. 
All options need exploring when it 
comes to stopping Ivan the terrible. 

Snake oil 

I t’s easy to make a “slippery slope” 
when you’re dealing with a 
company producing 3.7 billion 
barrels of oil a year. But Royal 
London’s Ashley Hamilton Claxton 
is dead right. Bending the Stock 
Exchange rules for Saudi Aramco 
sets a bad precedent, even if it 
reckons it’s worth $2 trillion. 

As rehearsed here last month, 
letting the Saudis float only 5 per 
cent of the shares, rather than the 
minimum 25 per cent under present 
rules, opens the door for powerful 
families or dodgy oligarchs. And the 
price of a laxer regime is a higher 
cost of capital for all UK companies.

I celand’s economy 
contracted at the 
sharpest rate in three 
years at the start of 
2017, reducing fears that 
the once troubled 
economy is in danger of 
overheating again (Tom 
Knowles writes). 

The economy shrank 
by 1.9 per cent in three 
months to March, the 
first decline in a year and 
the worst performance 
since 2014. It caused 
year-on-year growth to 
fall to 5 per cent from a 
bumper 11.3 per cent at 
the end of last year. 

The downturn 
occurred as Iceland 
lifted its remaining 
capital controls, nearly 
nine years after its 
banking crash. 

The economy has been 
booming lately. Wage 
growth has been in 
double digits, house 
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Tourism has helped the 
economy in Iceland to 
recover from the crash 

prices rose 11 per cent 
last year and the jobless 
figure has dropped below

The country’s central 
bank was forced to cut 
interest rates last month 
to 4.75 per cent after 
better contributions than 
had been expected from 
tourism.

Run on Banco Popular prompted JtJ™ 
its rescue by Santander, ECB says

Spain’s Banco Popular became the 
victim of the first run on a large bank 
within the eurozone, prompting a res- 
cue takeover by Santander, according 
to a leading central banker. 

Vitor Constancio, vice-president of 
the European Central Bank, revealed 
yesterday that concerns about the 
money being withdrawn from the 
struggling lender had prompted urgent 
intervention on Tuesday by the ECB’s 
regulatory division. 

That led to a quick takeover by San- 
tander, Popular’s larger rival in Spain, 
for €1. While the price tag is symbolic, 
Santander is taking on the risk of Popu- 
lar’s bad debts, for which it will bolster 
itself with a €7 billion rights issue. 

The 1.4 million Britons who own San- 
tander shares will be tapped for the cash 
along with the rest of its investors. The 
prospectus for the rights issue will be 
published next month. 

Santander made the rights issue open 
to all its investors after being criticised 
in 2015 for not making its discounted 
€7.5 billion cash call available to every-

Republicans won their first legislative 
battle in a campaign to loosen Presi- 
dent Obama’s tough banking rules as 
the lower chamber of Congress passed 
a bill last night to ease regulations. 

The bill targets provisions of the 
Dodd-Frank Act, passed in 2010 to re- 
duce risks in the financial system after 
the credit crisis of 2008. Republicans 
argue that it creates too big a burden on 
the financial services industry, and es- 
pecially on smaller community banks. 

The House of Representatives ap- 
proved the bill by 233 to 186, largely 
along party lines. It will go to the Sen- 
ate, where it is expected to require sig- 
nificant amendments to pass into law. 

President Trump repeatedly criti- 
cised the Dodd-Frank Act on the cam- 
paign trail for hurting consumers and 
the economy by squeezing bank lend- 
ing. He signed an executive order tar- 
geting provisions of the act in February. 

“This legislation comes to the rescue 
of Main Street America,” Paul Ryan, the 
speaker of the house, said this week. 
“The Dodd-Frank Act has had a lot of 
bad consequences for our economy, but 
most of all in the small communities.” 

The bill will require banks to increase 
significantly their emergency capital 
cushions to be able to survive without 
taxpayer assistance in the event of a 
crisis. This would allow them to avoid 
many of the regulatory burdens placed 
upon them by Dodd-Frank rules. 

It would rescind the Volcker rule, 
which limits the type of trading banks 
can do with their own money. It would 
also stop the government designating 
institutions as “systemically impor- 
tant”, which triggers increased over- 
sight and greater capital requirements. 

The Congressional Budget Office 
estimates that the bill would save the 
US government $24 billion over a 
decade, mainly because it prevents the 
government from stepping in to bail out 
failing banks.

Anonymous, invisible and bored — but 
private security guards are essential

The police officers 
who responded to 
the terrorist attacks 
in London and 
Manchester in 
recent weeks have quite rightly been 
commended for their skill and 
bravery, running towards catastrophe 
when most of us would flee. In the 
sad days that have followed, however, 
I have also found myself thinking 
admiringly of a group of individuals 
who rarely get any credit in these 
situations: private security guards. 

Many were involved in the attacks, 
as victims, or in orchestrating help, or 
in reassuring the public afterwards, 
but beyond a ten-second clip of one 
dancing at Ariana Grande’s 
Manchester gig, they have barely 
been mentioned. Indeed, while the 
growth in private security is probably 
the thing that has changed most 
about daily life in recent decades, 
their invisibility seems to be routine. 

There are all sorts of reasons for it, 
particularly in corporate settings. 
Security guards are support staff and 
therefore are not involved in the 
central mission of the workplace. 

They often work unconventional shift 
patterns, on the edges of buildings, 
out of sync with the main workforce. 
By definition, what they do does not 
get noticed unless it goes wrong or 
there is a calamity. Often they are 
contractors, not on the same payroll 
as everyone else, and reporting to 
different managers. In addition, the 
profession, or trade, gets very little in 
the way of respect. 

Part of this is down to the endless 
scandals that have affected large 
security contractors, in youth justice, 
deportations, South African 
maximum security jails or in failing to 
recruit enough guards for the 2012 
London Olympics. Part of it is down 
to lack of professionalism: a former 
G4S executive told the Financial 
Times recently that he feared that the 
logo for the world’s largest security 
group stood “for men in ill-fitting 
uniforms standing outside shopping 
centres or offices, in some parts of 
Africa wearing flip-flops”. Part of it is 
that security guarding is regarded by 
many as a job of last resort. 

On the other hand, it made 
international headlines when Adama 
Barrow, who worked as a security 
guard at Argos in Britain, became the 
president of Gambia; careers guides 
often talk about how being a security 


guard can be a stepping stone to 
becoming a personal bodyguard, 
private investigator or police officer; 
and John Roddy, chief executive of 
the Shield Group, has talked about 
trying to change the fact that his field 
has been “historically a transient 
industry for those who had lost their 
job or wanted a career change, with 
the average length of service between 
one and two years”. Let’s face it 
though: security guarding is regarded 
as a minimum wage job that requires 
few qualifications, sometimes 
minimal English and the ability 
mainly to stare into the distance for 
12 hours at a time. 

Yet despite this lack of respect, the 
invisibility, the fact that they have 
little authority, little training, little pay 
and get accused all too often of being 
jobsworths getting in the way of vital 
work, security guards often face grave 
danger. The nature of which becomes 


instantly apparent when you type 
“security guard” into the news section 
of Google. A search I conducted 
yesterday revealed stories including a 
burglar admitting “the attempted 
murder of a factory security guard 
aged 73 after attacking him with a 
shovel as he lay defenceless on the 
ground”; a Sports Direct security 
guard “whipped” in a London shop; a 
huge brawl that erupted in a kebab 
shop and “left a security guard with 
his finger sliced off”; a G4S security 
guard shot by gunmen in an armed 
robbery in Walthamstow, east London; 
a “security guard attacked at Seattle’s 
Q13 News”; and two people sentenced 
for an attack on a Tesco security 
guard. 

Of course most of the time nothing 
happens — 99 per cent of security 
guarding, like war, marriage and 
filming, involving little more than 
sitting and waiting around — and if 


you look hard enough on the internet 
you can find discussion boards where 
on-duty officers gloat about how easy 
it is. Here, for instance, is a user 
calling himself “Pokerstar87” on 
ign.com claiming that he is “sitting 
here at work, about to crack open 
my third beer, and getting ready to 
watch Men In Black 3 in a bit, while 
getting [paid] time and a half for the 
holiday”. Most of the time, though, 
doing “nothing” can actually prove 
quite hard. 

Some years ago I spent a night 
shadowing a security guard in a 
London office, thinking it would be a 
breeze, imagining whiling away the 
hours reading George Eliot, browsing 
the web and calling talk radio 
discussions, but was surprised to learn 
that security guarding involves a large 
degree of security guarding. More 
specifically: keeping look-out for 
thieves and suspicious packages, 
checking locks and emergency 
telephones and inspecting vehicles for 
anything “untoward”. 

As it happened there were no 
suspicious packages, all the locks 
were locked and all the emergency 
phones were working and when I 
asked my colleague if he had ever 
found anything “untoward” during his 
years of patrolling, he responded with: 
“No.” Had he ever found a suspicious 
package? “No.” Had he ever seen 
anything salacious? “No.” Anything 
horrific? “No.” Anything slightly 
titillating? “No.” Anything mildly 
violent? “No.” 

Which is the really difficult thing 
about being an office security guard. 

It is not the lack of respect, the bad 
pay, the people not bothering to learn 
your name or the uniform that 
renders you invisible, it is the fact that 
even though nothing ever happens 
you still have to behave as if 
something catastrophic might 
happen. This is not boring. It is 
knackering and psychologists say that 
stress can set in after only five 
minutes of such concentration. 

We have particular reason to be 
thankful to our security guards 
here at The Times, with a terrorist 
attack on our doorstep at the 
weekend, but wherever I go from now 
on, I am not only going to resist 
feeling resentful 
about security 
checks but I will try 
to take the time to 
say thanks.

Markets all 
too quiet as 
spread bet 
trader slips

CMC Markets has reported a 9 per cent 
drop in profits a year on from a stock 
market debut that allowed backers 
including Peter Cruddas, its multi- 
millionaire founder, to sell shares 
worth more than £200 million. 

The spread better blamed a slow- 
down in markets for lower trading 
commissions as the business reported 
profits of £48.5 million for its first 12 
months as a listed company. 

It comes 16 months after Mr Crud- 
das, a former treasurer of the Conserva- 
tive Party, and his wife banked in excess 
of £200 million as they used the flota- 
tion to cut their stake in CMC from 
90 per cent to 62.5 per cent. 

Despite the EU referendum and the 
election of Donald Trump last year, the 
markets were quieter, CMC said. 

Simon Waugh, chairman of CMC 
Markets, said the year had been over- 
shadowed by a regulatory crackdown 
on spread betting by the Financial 
Conduct Authority in Britain and Ba- 
fin, the markets watchdog in Germany. 

In December the FCA proposed a 
series of measures aimed at improving 
transparency in spread betting — 
where punters take positions on specif- 
ic movements in equities, currencies, 
commodities and other markets — in- 
cluding better risk warnings and great- 
er disclosure across the industry. 

The company has previously said it is 
well placed to weather the clampdown. 

Mr Waugh described CMC’s finan- 
cial year as “challenging and disap- 
pointing”, although he added that the 
underlying structure of the business 
had improved. 

Mr Cruddas said: “It is disappointing 
that reduced client activity impacted 
revenue performance for much of the 
year. Clearly regulatory change is likely 
to have some impact on the business 
but we believe we are well positioned to 
benefit from market share gains in the 
medium to long term.” 

CMC, whose annual figures were 
higher than analysts had expected, said 
it would be paying a final dividend of 
5.95p a share, meaning the total payout 
for the year would be held flat at 8.9p. 

The average revenue per client that 
CMC made last year fell 11 per cent from 
£2,828 to £2,517 as the number of trades 
dropped 6 per cent and their total value 
fell 3 per cent to just over £2 billion. 

Shares in CMC, which were listed at 
240p in February last year, were up 6Vip 
yesterday at 134%p.

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Ex-minister jailed 
over Samsung deal

South Korea’s former health minister 
Moon Hyung-pyo has been sentenced 
to two and a half years in jail for putting 
pressure on the national pension fund 
to support a 2015 merger of two 
Samsung Group units. 

The company merger was meant to 
secure the future of Lee Jae-yong, the 
heir to the Samsung empire, but it trig- 
gered a messy shareholder backlash 
and became a central chapter in a cor- 
ruption scandal that enmeshed South 
Korea’s political and business elite. 

Moon’s “abuse of power” during the 
merger helped to ensure a smooth 
transfer of management to Mr Lee, who 
is also standing trial on bribery charges 
in connection with the scandal that 
toppled the former president Park 
Geun-hye. At the heart of the contro- 
versy is Ms Park’s close friend Choi 
Soon-sil, who is accused of wielding a 
sinister influence over the president 
and is also facing a criminal trial. 

Mr Lee allegedly paid 43 billion won 
(£30 million) to entities linked to Ms 
Choi in return for favours to help him to 
take the reins of Samsung. 

The contentious merger between 
Samsung C&T and Cheil Industries 
went ahead after the government- 
owned pension service, a huge share- 
holder, gave its support. Disgruntled 
shareholders including Elliott Associ- 
ates, the US hedge fund, had opposed 
the tie-up, saying that it was poor value. 


Critics argued that the true goal was to 
bring about a strategic restructuring 
that would help Mr Lee to take control 
of Samsung from his ailing father. 

Moon, who was health minister from 
2013 to 2015, faces a prison term for his 
role in the saga. He was convicted of 
abusing his power by putting inapprop- 
riate pressure on public servants and of 
lying under oath as a result of his previ- 
ous denials to a parliamentary hearing. 
Moon ultimately admitted the charges. 

“The fact that a health ministry offi- 
cial used pressure to damage the indep- 
endence of the state pension fund is 
highly reproachable,” the Seoul central 
district court said in its ruling. 

The court also sentenced Hong Wan- 
sun, the former head of the fund’s asset 
management division, to two and a half 
years in jail for dereliction of duty in 
ordering the approval of the merger in 
spite of the resultant losses. 

The rulings, which are among the 
first to be delivered in South Korea’s 
multilayered corruption scandal, will 
come as a blow to Ms Park, who was 
arrested shortly after being removed 
from office in March. Prosecutors had 
claimed that Moon was acting on the 
former president’s orders. 

Ms Park has been accused of collud- 
ing with Ms Choi, to extort money from 
big businesses. The former president 
denies wrongdoing but has apologised 
for her misplaced trust in Ms Choi. 

Mr Lee has also denied that the 
payments were in return for favours.

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Driver rape case is Uber’s latest warning light 


Taxi-hailing business 
battles with string of 
controversies ahead of 
its planned flotation, 
writes Alexandra Frean 

R eports that a senior execu- 
tive at Uber obtained the 
medical records of a woman 
who was raped by one of its 
drivers have again propelled 
the troubled taxi-hailing company into 
the headlines for all the wrong reasons, 
raising questions for investors about 
the future of its planned flotation. 

Uber confirmed yesterday that Eric 
Alexander, president of its business in 
the Asia Pacific region, was no longer 
with the company. His employment is 
understood to have been terminated 
this week after Recode, the influential 
Silicon Valley blog, reported that he 
had shown the woman’s files to Travis 
Kalanick, Uber’s chief executive, and 
another senior executive. 

Mr Alexander’s actions were among 
more than 200 cases reported to two 
separate investigations of mismanage- 
ment at Uber, which cover allegations 
of discrimination, bullying and sexual 
harassment. Earlier this week the com- 
pany said that it had fired 20 employees 
as a result of one of the inquiries. 

The case follows a string of contro- 
versies over its employment practices. 
It has also had run-ins with regulators 
around the world, while unions have 
accused it of short-changing drivers. 
This week it was revealed that it is 
avoiding about £40 million tax a year in 
the UK by legally exploiting a loophole 
in VAT rules. It is also being sued by 
Waymo, the self-driving car subsidiary 
of Alphabet, Google’s parent company, 
for stealing trade secrets. Uber has 
denied using Waymo technology. 

The company’s latest troubles date 
back to December 2014 when a young 
woman in New Delhi accused her Uber 
driver of rape. Suspecting the allega- 
tions may have been cooked up by Ola, 
an Uber rival, Mr Alexander investigat- 
ed her claims and obtained her medical 
records, according to Recode. It has not 
been made clear how he obtained the 
files. Uber later settled a lawsuit that 
the victim filed against it, the driver was 
convicted of rape and the company was 
banned from the city until June 2015. 
But Mr Alexander held on to the docu- 
ments for at least a year, Recode said.

Uber’s aggressive approach to business, 
which has propelled it to a $70 billion 
valuation within eight years, has con- 
tributed to a corporate culture that 
even its investors describe as “toxic”. 

Mr Kalanick, 40, is the ultimate Sili- 
con Valley “tech bro”. Driven 
by a desire to win at all costs 
and a belief in his own bril- 
liance, he has instilled in 
his workforce an imperative 
to put “performance” ahead 
of everything. With losses of 
$2.8 billion last year, the com- 
pany is a long way from profit 
but Uber’s gross bookings for 
2016 hit $20 billion, more 
than doubling from the 
previous year, accord- 
ing to Bloomberg. 

Arianna Huffing- 
ton, the media own- 
er brought on to 


the board in April to help teach Mr Ka- 
lanick some “emotional intelligence” 
amid the scandals, said this week that he 
had started meditating in a room set 
aside for employees to breastfeed or 
pump milk. 

“Literally, Travis returned and you 
could see the change in the way he was 
and the way he could process making 
decisions,” she said in New York. 

But this is unlikely to do much to shift 
the growing acceptance that the com- 
pany’s long-heralded listing, originally 
expected this year, could now be de- 
layed. That assumption is given extra 
weight by the loss of two chief financial 
officers in two years, with the most 
recent one departing last week. 

Hugh Willmott, professor of man- 
agement at Cass Business School in 
London, said the Uber board had little 
scope to rein in Mr Kalanick because, 
with his co -founder Garrett Camp, and 
Ryan Graves, the company’s first em- 
ployee, he held super-voting shares 
that gave them control of the board. 

“What we have here is very inexperi- 
enced senior executives. They have 
come up with a brilliant idea and led the 
charge on it but are not necessarily any 
good at running a business,” he said. 

However, he doubted whether Uber’s 
scandals would ultimately deter finan- 
cial institutions from helping run the 
company’s IPO. 

John Wilson, head of corporate gov- 
ernance at Cornerstone Capital, a New 
York investment advisory service, said 
that although Uber was not a public 
company, its actions were of interest to 
the public as it was becoming part of the 
transport infrastructure. The question 
for investors was not whether Uber 
executives were behaving morally but 
whether their actions were jeopardis- 
ing the value of the company. To the 
extent that its “toxic” culture may harm 
its relationships with regulators and 
impede its ability to hire the best talent, 
investors had every reason to be wor- 
ried, he said. 

Uber declined to comment other 
than to confirm Mr Alexander’s de- 
parture. Mr Kalanick is expected to 
present the findings of one of Uber’s 
internal inquiries to employees 
next Tuesday. The latest 
furore could not come 
at a worse time for 
him. Last month his 
mother, Bonnie, died 
in a boating accident 
in California and his 
father, Donald, was 
badly injured. 


Analysts cautious on China trade boom 


Auto Trader zooms ahead as 
new car sales take back seat

China’s imports and exports surged last 
month to beat forecasts but analysts 
warned that the good run may not last 
for the rest of the year. 

Exports were up 8.7 per cent to 
$190 billion in May against 8 per cent in 
April, while imports rose 14.8 per cent to 
$150.2 billion, up from 11.9 per cent, 
according to the General Administra- 
tion of Customs. Rises of 7.2 per cent 
and 8.3 per cent had been predicted for 
exports and imports respectively, 
according to Bloomberg News analysis. 

Exports have rebounded after years 
of contraction as a result of higher glob- 
al demand. Imports have been strong 
because of demand for commodities 
including iron ore as China goes 
through a construction boom. 

However, analysts were quick to 
advise caution. “It’s still too early to be 
optimistic,” ANZ Research said. “The 
outlook for fixed asset investment and 
infrastructure construction will be key. 


• Copper posted its biggest one-day 
rise since early April as the better 
than expected Chinese economic 
data allayed some concerns about 
oversupply (Marcus Leroux writes). 

China reported stronger than 
expected exports and imports for 
May despite falling commodity 
prices. However, copper remains 
vulnerable to further losses after 
pulling back 8 per cent from highs 
in mid-February, analysts said, on 
the prospect of slackening growth in 
China and higher interest rates in 
the United States. 

Jens Pedersen, an analyst at 
Danske Banke, said: “The market 
will grab any good news it can get, 
but the overall picture here is that 
we are looking at a softer Chinese 
economy, and in general a global 
economy that will not push ahead 
with the pace we saw in the first 
quarter. That gives limited upside to 
copper.” 


While May’s . . . trade data may provide 
a boost to market sentiment amid tight- 
er financial regulation, it is premature 
to draw any solid conclusion.” 

China’s trade surplus shrank by 
18.4 per cent over the year, to $40.8 bil- 
lion. The surplus with the European 
Union, its biggest trading partner, ex- 
panded by 8 per cent to $10.8 billion and 
with the US by 4 per cent to $22 billion. 

Moody’s downgraded China’s credit 
rating last month from A1 to Aa3, 
changing its outlook from stable to neg- 
ative. ANZ said: “The nuanced trend of 
a stronger [yuan] and uncertainty over 
commodity prices may also complicate 
China’s import outlook.” 

Beijing is trying to steer China to- 
wards self-sustaining growth based on 
domestic consumption but wants to 
avoid politically dangerous job losses in 
export-dependent industries. The 
International Monetary Fund expects 
China’s growth to decline this year to 
6.6 per cent from last year’s 6.7 per cent, 
and to below 6.2 per cent in 2018.

George Salmon, of Hargreaves Lans- 
down, said the results were marginally 
ahead of expectations, but that the 
slowdown in the new car market would 
eventually feed through into used car 
volumes over time. However, Auto 
Trader has become ever more essential 
to dealers, giving it the power to push 
through price increases. 

“In recent years, the way we find out 
about the next car has changed,” he 
said. “Rather than trawling through 
classified ads or traipsing round fore- 
courts, our research is now done almost 
exclusively online and usually on Auto 
Trader.” 

A final dividend of 3.5p makes a 5.2p 
total for the year, up from 1.5p last time.

Molins shares light up as it quits tobacco industry 
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BA’s explanation of bank holiday fiasco fails to fly

British Airways has declined to chal- 
lenge reports calling into question its 
version of events over the bank holiday 
IT fiasco that grounded 60 per cent of 
its flights and ruined the travel arrange- 
ments of at least 75,000 people. 

BA has said most recently that the IT 
failure was down to a power surge 
resulting from human error by a single 
engineer and nothing to do with the 
effectiveness of computer systems first 
installed in the 1970s. 

A detailed report by the BBC sug- 
gests, however, that BA’s claims — put 
out by Willie Walsh, former chief exec- 
utive of BA and now CEO of its parent 
company, IAG — are barely credible. 

Rather than challenge the report by a 
respected transport correspondent, BA 
issued the following statement: “There 
was a loss of power to the UK data 
centre, which was compounded by the 
uncontrolled return of power which 
caused a power surge taking out our IT 
systems. 

“It was not an IT issue, it was a power 
issue. We know what happened, we are 
investigating why it happened.” 

A spokesman said the airline had no 
comment to make on the BBC report 
and that the claims made by Mr Walsh 
in Cancun, Mexico, at the annual con- 
ference of IATA, the global aviation 
trade body, were a matter for IAG. A

spokesman for IAG refused to com- 
ment, saying the issue was one for BA. 

The BA spokesman added: “We 
aren’t issuing any further information 
while the investigation is ongoing.” 


Mr Walsh’s comments indicated that 
an engineer cut the power to BA’s data 
centre and then mismanaged a reboot 
of the system, further damaging the 
flow of data from the airline’s comput- 


ers. The BBC report 
said: “His explana- 
tion has raised eye- 
brows among former 
BA IT workers.”

that “panic buttons” are protected by 
perspex boxes and activated only in a 
last resort.

The lone engineer argument also ap- 
pears strange because ordinarily any IT 
staff member or contractor would be 
accompanied. Access to the data 
centre is strictly controlled and to 
the computer hardware even 
f more so, and if an issue did arise 
alarms would be activated. 

There has been no state- 
ment from BA on specu- 
lation that the outage 
was sabotage. Mr 
Walsh has said an in- 
dependent body will 
investigate the

New three-year rescue plan for Flybe 


Tui merger deal is grounded

Christine Ourmieres-Widener is the 
latest chief executive to start a three- 
year rescue plan for Flybe, whose 
shares have reached historic lows. 

Reporting yet another dive into the 
red at the regional airline, which float- 
ed six and half years ago, she an- 
nounced “a three-year project to digi- 
talise Flybe” after she arrived in Janu- 
ary to discover what customers already 
knew: that Flybe’s website and digital 
interaction with its passengers is poor. 

Ms Ourmieres-Widener joined Fly- 
be after the departure last autumn of 
Saad Hammad, who had overseen a 
restructuring plan only to watch shares 
plummet to all-time lows. Mr Ham- 
mad’s legacy — the wrong-sized fleet 
not necessarily flying to the right places 
— plus a vicious price war and a British 


consumer increasingly unwilling to 
spend or preferring the train, plus the 
usual bouts of poor weather and poor 
industrial relations in France, had 
already sent Flybe’s operations below 
break-even point. 

Two months ago Ms Ourmieres- 
Widener said that those losses would be 
exacerbated by the need for a “major 
upgrade to core systems”, including a 
“full review of software assets and IT 
contracts”. 

A £4.8 million writedown of its 
inadequate IT assets sent Flybe to what 
it called an “adjusted” loss of £6.7 mil- 
lion. It warned there would be more 
IT-related costs of about £6 million this 
financial year as it brings in new 
contractors and systems. 

Including accounting losses after the 
revaluation of loans in dollars, the pre- 
tax loss came in at £19.9 million in the 


year to the end of March, compared 
with a £2.7 million pre-tax profit in the 
previous year. Revenues rose 13 per 
cent to £707 million as passenger num- 
bers increased 7 per cent to 8.8 million. 

With its 85 aircraft flying nearly a 
third empty on average, revenues have 
been consumed. Staff costs rose 16 per 
cent, airport and flying charges 26 per 
cent, ground operations and mainte- 
nance 29 per cent, and aircraft rentals 
by 20 per cent on the previous year. 

That resulted in an operating loss of 
£2.4 million, compared with an operat- 
ing profit a year earlier of £8.7 million. 

“We will be successful in delivering 
by continually focusing on our costs,” 
Ms Ourmieres-Widener said, saying 
the fleet would be cut to 65 in two years. 

Shares in Flybe, floated at 295p in late 
2010, rose by Vip to 33^p, from the 
record low on Wednesday.

Tui Group has been forced to go back to 
the drawing board in its search for a 
solution to overcapacity in the German 
airline market after the collapse of 
protracted talks with Abu Dhabi-based 
Etihad Aviation Group. 

The deal would have brought to- 
gether the travel group’s Tui fly carrier 
with Etihad-backed Air Berlin’s Niki 
unit to create a “strong European 
leisure airline group” with a fleet of 60 
aircraft capable of carrying 15 million 
passengers a year. 

The FTSE 100 Thomson and First 
Choice operator said that negotiations 
over the proposed merger between Tui 
fly and Niki had been scrapped as “Niki 
is no longer available for a joint ven- 
ture”. In a letter to its employees, seen 
by The Times, Tui said that Etihad 


appeared to be pursuing new plans for 
its investments in Air Berlin and Alita- 
lia and, as a result, had decided to halt 
talks. “This is a regrettable state of 
affairs, but that’s the way it is. After all, 
every contract needs two partners.” 

The mooted deal flew into turbu- 
lence when it was announced last Oc- 
tober after large numbers of Tui fly em- 
ployees called in sick in an impromptu 
strike that grounded more than 100 
flights in the weeks that followed. 

The strike action forced Tui to 
postpone a boardroom vote on the pro- 
posed joint venture. 

Sebastian Ebel, the Tui executive 
board member responsible for central 
Europe, said that the concept of a 
strong leisure carrier “continues to 
make great strategic sense”, given a 
German aviation market that was 
“characterised by overcapacity”.

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fortune from Neutrogena 
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Ed Victor 

Flamboyant, partygoing ‘killer agent’ who dined with publishers and left them feeling as though they had mislaid an arm and a leg 



An inveterate partygoer, Ed Victor 
often attended three events in an 
evening. And with his 6ft 4in height, 
his white linen suits and his carefully 
trimmed nimbus of a beard, fellow 
guests usually noticed when he arrived. 

By far the best known literary agent 
in London, Victor had his own agency 
and won a reputation for forcing huge 
advances out of publishers for clients 
including Andrew Marr, Frederick 
Forsyth and Nigella Lawson, who 
named one of the grilled steak recipes 
in her book Nigella Express “Ed’s 
Tender Rump”. She and he would “eat” 
for one another. “Nigella tells me what 
she’s eating for me,” Victor said, “and I 
tell her what I’m eating for her. We’re 
both very greedy eaters.” 

He was born in 1939 to Russian- 
Jewish parents in Queens, New York, 
where his father owned a photographic 
shop. Educated first at Dartmouth 
College, New Hampshire, he went up to 
Pembroke College, Cambridge, in 1961 
on a Marshall scholarship. 

He decided to stay in Britain because, 
he said, he saw it change in the early 
Sixties from “a black-and-white movie” 
to a place that was “so vibrant, so sexy, 
so full of life, it became really fun”. He 
got a job with a small publisher called 
the Oborne Press, which was owned 
by the Daily Express, and then became 
an art books editor at Weidenfeld 
& Nicolson. Here he soon tired of 
producing “coffee-table books about 
the great houses of Ireland”, and eyed 
the Nabokov and Saul Bellow novels in 
the catalogue enviously. 

From Weidenfeld he moved on in 
1967 to Cape, where he was an editorial 
director, and also joined Felix Dennis 
and Richard Neville, the founders of 
the witty and subversive magazine Oz, 
to set up a new paper called Ink. It 
lasted for only a few issues, partly 
because Victor envisaged it as a British 
equivalent to the influential Village 
Voice in the US, whereas his colleagues 
wanted another underground paper. 

He went back to America and joined 
the publisher Knopf. By now he had 
two sons, Adam and Ivan, from his first 
marriage to Michelene Dinah Samuels, 
and he felt the need to make some 
money. This was when he decided to 
become a literary agent. From 1974 to 
1976 he worked for the London literary 
agent John Farquharson, and in 1977 he 
founded his own agency, Ed Victor Ltd. 

He said that when he left publishing 
in the mid-Seventies to become an 
agent, many of his colleagues could not 
understand why he had taken such a 
step. At that time literary agents were 
not highly regarded by most publishers 
— they were described as “tweedy or 
seedy” — and some publishers would 
not even consider a book that had been 
offered to them by a literary agent. 

Victor’s subsequent career saw the 
end of that world. In fact, by the 
beginning of the 21st century most 
publishing houses would not consider a 
book unless it had been sent to them by 
a literary agent. They would not accept 
direct submissions from authors at all. 

Over those 25 years publishing had 
changed from a career for gentlemen 
to a global, hard-selling business. Many 
of the small publishing houses had 
been bought by bigger firms, and 
survived only as members of a new 


international conglomerate. This led to 
much more intense competition for 
sellable books. Seeing an opportunity, 
some of the leading literary agencies 
formed amalgamations to increase 
their own power. They soon became 
experts at wringing large advances out 
of publishers, and it became as desira- 
ble as it would eventually prove neces- 
sary for an author to have an agent. 

Ed Victor Ltd played a notable part 
in this change of status, and Victor 
himself was certainly a flamboyant 


symbol of that change. He began with a 
dramatic coup, selling a novel by an 
unknown author — The Four Hundred 
by Stephen Sheppard — in a book and 
film deal for $1.5 million in 1977. 

He went on to build up a client list of 
celebrated and bestselling authors 
whose names were always in the press, 
with his own name often alongside 
them. Clients became friends and 
friends became clients. The list came to 
include Iris Murdoch, Douglas Adams, 
Jack Higgins, Anne Robinson and, 


more recently, David Cameron, for 
whose memoirs he is reported to have 
secured a handsome deal. 

Traditionally 10 per cent of an 
author’s earnings had been the level of 
commission that a literary agent took, 
but now for some agents, including 
Victor, it became 15 per cent. The size of 
the deals that he made for his authors 
seemed to leave them quite content 
with that. It was said that publishers 
would go back happily from lunching 
with him and realise later that they had 
somehow mislaid an arm and a leg. 

Eventually Victor — just like the 
publishers — stopped accepting a “slush 
pile” of unsolicited manuscripts. Instead 
he generally found his authors at the 
smart parties and dinner parties that he 
constantly attended or gave with his 
glamorous second wife, Carol Ryan, an 
American lawyer in the film industry. 
They adopted a son, Ryan, who when 
he was eight years old asked: “Why 
couldn’t I have had normal parents who 
don’t go out every evening?” 

Victor’s tipple of choice was a vodka 
martini, very dry on the rocks, with 
cocktail onions — and the cocktail 
party certainly seemed to be his natural 
milieu. In 1998 Taller named him the 
nation’s second most-wanted party 
guest — beaten only by Elton John, and 
followed by Mick Jagger. When asked 
at the Hay literary festival: “If I’m not at 
a party or a dinner with you, how do I 


get my manuscript to you?” he replied: 
“You don’t.” 

Victor also had his own ideas for 
books. He would seek out as clients 
people who had a remarkable story to 
tell, such as Nick Leeson, the dealer 
whose activities bankrupted Barings. 

His counterpart in America, Andrew 
Wylie — known as “the jackal” — 
would sometimes lure authors who had 
an agent, but Victor deplored that 
approach. Occasionally he would lose 
an author, such as Will Self. “It’s a blow 
to his self-esteem,” one publisher said. 
“Ed sacks, he doesn’t get sacked.” Victor 
was, however, amused when Self 
referred to him as “the Olympic 
champion of name-dropping”. 

Fay Weldon decided to leave her 
agent Giles Gordon, and on this 
occasion Victor took her on, but after a 
while she went back to Gordon. Victor 
took this defection philosophically. 
“Gordon represented her for 25 years,” 
he said. “It’s as if she were married and 
went off to have a fling.” 

In his later, prosperous years he and 
his wife had a flat in Regent’s Park. In

the late Eighties they also rented as a 
weekend home South Cottage, Vita 
Sackville-West’s former home on the 
Sissinghurst estate in Kent. In the 
Nineties they fell in love with an old 
barn in Kintbury, west Berkshire. They 
had it taken down and, with every 
beam carefully numbered, had it 
shipped across to the US, where it was 
reconstructed as a fine house at 
Bridgehampton on Long Island. 

At Two Barns, their home in the 
Hamptons, the summer season would 
start with their July 4 party — 200 of 
their “ closest friends” congregating by 
the side of their pool to sip cocktails and 
eat hors d’oeuvres. According to the 
Times columnist Matthew Parris, 
another of his clients, Victor also had a 
fondness for the government’s winter 
fuel payment. “I love my winter fuel 
payment,” he told Parris. “It’s just 
enough to fill the Bentley.” 

In 2001 he published a book himself. 
It was called The Obvious Diet, and was 
an account of the diet that he had 
adopted after a lifetime of fashionable 
eating and drinking. It also included 
dieting tips from many of his famous 
friends. After the book was published, 
he claimed that his diet had lost him 
two stone, upon which his doctor 
advised him to start lunching at The Ivy 
again. He said that he wrote it because 
he “wanted to see what it was like 
to write a book”, and he employed 
Jonathan Lloyd, the managing director 
of Curtis Brown, to sell it for him. He 
appeared to have no complaints about 
his agent. 

When asked once about the secret of 
his success, he was admirably succinct: 
“When I don’t like a book that’s been 
delivered to me I don’t — how should I 
put this — fake an orgasm.” 

Ed Victor, CBE, literary agent, was 
born on September 9, 1939. He died 
of leukaemia on June 7, 2017, aged 77 
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Lloyd Cotsen 

Salesman embroiled in a horrific murder mystery involving his family after making a fortune from the Neutrogena brand of soap 


In 1953 Lloyd Cotsen married Joanne 
Stolaroff, whose father ran a cosmetics 
business that started as a supplier to 
Hollywood beauty salons. Emanuel 
Stolaroff stumbled on a soap developed 
by a Belgian chemist that left minimal 
residue and was said to be so gentle that 
the pH balance on the user’s skin would 
return to normal in 11 minutes. 

Stolaroff began importing the soap to 
the US and tasked his son-in-law with 
developing sales strategies. By 1962 the 
amber-coloured glycerine soap was 
selling well enough for the company, 
Natone, to be renamed after it. 

Cotsen became president of what 
was now the Neutrogena Corporation 
in 1967. He would later be named chief 
executive and chairman. His mantra 
was: “I’m not that smart and I don’t 
like competition.” This translated to 
positioning the soap as a mid-range 
brand sold in drug stores, avoiding the 
threat of supermarket price wars and 
the need for aggressive marketing in 
the crowded low-cost sector. 

Despite the motto, it was undoubted- 
ly shrewd to give free samples for 
distribution in hotels and dermatolo- 
gists’ offices. Cotsen ordered small bars 
branded with the Neutrogena logo to 
be given away in luxury hotels because 
he thought they would be noticed by 
businessmen’s wives, according to a 
history of the company. 

A force of 16 salespeople visited 
5,000 dermatologists every year to 
make and maintain personal connec- 
tions. Sales grew and the company 
went public in 1973 and broadened its 
product line, expanding into other 
skincare items including acne treat- 
ments and shampoos. 

Cotsen was better suited to the 
marketing side of the venture than the

manufacturing aspect. He once told 
the Los Angeles Times that in the early 
days he stripped off his clothes and 
clambered into a huge vat of thick soap 
to try and thin it out, only to be cut by 
a mixing blade as he bent over. 

On May 23, 1979, Cotsen was in New 
York on a business trip. Listening to a 
car radio, he heard the news that his 
wife, their youngest child and one of his 
friends had been shot at the family’s 
mansion in Beverly Hills. He rushed to 
the airport and called home; a police 
officer answered the telephone. 

A masked gunman had tied up 
Joanne, their 14-year-old son, Noah, 
and 16-year-old Christopher Doering 
and shot each of them in the head 
before fleeing when he was surprised 
by a couple staying in the property’s 
guest house. All three died. Cotsen 


assumed he was the intended target 
and surrounded himself with body- 
guards, spending nights in various 
locations to make it hard for a would-be 
killer to track him and fearing for the 
lives of his other three children. “I don’t 
know if we’ll ever know who. But I have 
to know the why,” he told a reporter 
three months after the murders. 

Later that year some answers seemed 
to emerge. According to police, 
Christopher had been subdued with 
chloroform. A brown bottle of the 
chemical found at the scene bore writ- 
ing in French and Flemish, making 
them think a Belgian was involved. 

Erich Arnold Tali became a person of 
interest. He was linked to the Belgian 
laboratory that created the Neutroge- 
na soap that Cotsen’s company had 
licensed. Tali had brought a number 
of unsuccessful trademark lawsuits, 
which were said to have caused him 
financial ruin and bred a festering 
hatred of the American. Hours before 
he was scheduled to be interviewed by 
Beverly Hills police in Brussels, Tali 
killed himself. Police concluded that he 
had travelled to California intending to 
murder Cotsen. 

Lloyd Edward Cotsen was born in 
Boston in 1929 to Lloyd, who worked for 
a manufacturing firm, and Sophie (nee 
Novick), and raised in New Jersey. He 
took a history degree at Princeton 
University, also studying architecture 
there after a stint in Korea with the US 
Navy, during which he met Joanne. A 
summer spent working at an ancient 
site in Lerna, Greece, cemented his 
lifelong interest in archaeology. He also 
studied at Harvard Business School. 

He met his second wife, Jacqueline 
Brandwynne, a business strategist, in 
1980, when he invited her to join the 


board of Neutrogena. They married the 
next year but divorced in 1992; 
inevitably, the legal tussle over the 
settlement was described in the media 
as a “true-life soap opera” that saw 
Cotsen “wash his hands” of her. 

He married for the third time in 
the mid-Nineties, to Margit Sperling- 
Cotsen, who is on the board of his 
educational foundation and survives 
him, as do one son and two daughters. 
Eric is an entrepreneur and sponsor of 
an annual Go board game tournament; 
Corinna is an architect and construc- 
tion manager; and Tobey is an entre- 
preneur who started a baby products 
delivery company. 

Cotsen retired from the company 
when Johnson & Johnson acquired it in 
1994 for $924 million (about £715 mil- 
lion today). The sale enriched Cotsen 
by about $350 million, helping him to 
become one of Los Angeles’s most 
munificent philanthropists. The 

He donated more than 
40,000 children’s books 
to a library at Princeton 

Institute of Archaeology at the 
University of California, Los Angeles, 
was named after him following a 
multimillion dollar endowment. 

Possessing scholarly instincts and a 
considerate mien — traits not 
commonly associated with the super- 
rich of Beverly Hills — he made annual 
visits to European archaeological sites 
and saw the value in practical jokes and 
beer in fostering team-bonding after a 
long day’s dig in the hot sun. Much of 
his free time was spent pursuing an 
eclectic passion for objects that began 


when he collected baseball cards and 
stamps as a boy. 

Cotsen acquired many thousands of 
pieces, from folk art and textiles to 
books. He gave more than 40,000 
children’s books to a library at 
Princeton, as well as a trove of Beatrix 
Potter memorabilia. Other institutions 
benefited from donations. 

The curator of the Cotsen Children’s 
Library wrote in an introduction to the 
collection’s catalogue: “His librarian 
was tempted to take Mr Cotsen at his 
word when he revealed himself to be 
neither the type of collector who ago- 
nised over every prospective purchase, 
nor the sort who was much inclined to 
follow the experts’ opinions about what 
was worth adding to his collection.” 

A friend, Ernestine Elster, recalled 
that on one visit to Hawaii he went into 
a shop that sold potholders in the shape 
of animals; he bought half a dozen, 
every kind in stock. During a trip to 
Turkey, Elster was surprised to discover 
he had an in-depth knowledge of 
Turkish carpets. Many of his purchases 
were displayed or piled high in boxes at 
the Neutrogena headquarters in Los 
Angeles, which was, she said, “like 
going to a folk-art fairyland”. 

Cotsen also held one of the world’s 
most impressive private collections of 
Japanese bamboo baskets. He told The 
New York Times in 1999 that he loved to 
examine them by hand to search for 
hidden complexities in their designs. 
“I’m interested in how things feel,” he 
said. “After all, I’ve spent my life in the 
skin business.” 

Lloyd Cotsen, businessman 
and philanthropist, was born on 
February 25, 1929. He died of natural 
causes on May 8, 2017, aged 88

Keith Harvey was nine when he 
contracted polio. His mother had 
hoped that he would follow in her 
footsteps as a violinist, but his illness 
meant that he could not stand for any 
length of time because his left leg had 
shrunk a little. Instead, when he was 13, 
she arranged for him to learn to play the 
cello. “Of course her ulterior motive 
was a wish to have a resident cellist 
for chamber music,” he joked. 

Aged 20 and straight out of college, 
Harvey was appointed as the principal 
cellist of the London Philharmonic 
Orchestra (LPO), but he always wanted 
to play in a string quartet. In his late 
twenties he formed the Gabrieli 
Quartet, which became a popular 
fixture on the chamber music circuit. 

Harvey spoke eloquently about the 
dynamics of working in a quartet. 
“With any four players there’s got to be 
a lot of ironing out of temperaments 
because there has got to be a good deal 
of give and take — for instance in 
matters of rhythm,” he told The Times 
in 1971. There were also plenty of 
practical problems to contend with. 
The Gabrielis were recording Shostak- 
ovich’s quartets at Snape Makings in 
Suffolk once when the weather turned 
foul. “Snow dripped through the roof,” 
Harvey told Gramophone magazine in 
1975. “Everything seemed against us, 
but I don’t think the disc is too bad.” 

Anthony Keith Harvey was born in 
Heswall, on the Wirral, in 1938, the 
younger of two brothers. His father was 
an amateur violinist who would have 
turned professional had his own father 
not died when he was 13. He had to 
support his family by working in 
insurance. His mother was a member of 


the Royal Liverpool Philharmonic 
Orchestra and it was Amos Moore, a 
member of the orchestra’s cello section, 
who gave Keith his first lessons. 

At 16 he was offered a place at the 
Royal Academy of Music. In his early 
twenties he recalled being awarded the 
Suggia cello prize and “immediately 
used the proceeds to get married and go 
on honeymoon”. His wife was Meralyn 
Knight, a pianist who later worked with 


him on Dedications — a Life in Music, a 
CD set covering his lifetime of music- 
making. Meralyn survives him with 
their sons, Dominic, who works in IT, 
and Rupert, who runs a business. 

Harvey had been with the LPO for 
about five years when he was invited to 
join the English Chamber Orchestra. 
“I was lucky to be with them in the 
golden period of their existence, with 
conductors such as Benjamin Britten 


and Daniel Barenboim,” he told an in- 
terviewer for the London Cello Society, 
of which he was a founding member. 

He amassed a collection of musical 
ephemera including recordings of the 
singer Kathleen Ferrier, who died in 
1953, aged 41. “She is an artist of such 
expressive depth that I am often moved 
to tears,” he said. His rarest item was a 
recording of Leopold Auer, the 19th- 
century Hungarian violinist. Only 


seven originals exist in the world. He 
also spoke entertainingly of working 
with top conductors. On one occasion 
during his early days with the LPO, 
Tchaikovsky’s Symphony No 4, with 
its fiendish cello part, was on the 
programme and Harvey was looking 
forward to mastering it. To his horror 
Adrian Boult, the conductor, turned up 
for the rehearsal and declared: “Well 
gentlemen, we cracked this nut 20 
years ago. See you tonight.” 

On another occasion he was the 
soloist in Strauss’s Don Quixote with the 
LPO at the Royal Albert Hall when the 
conductor Hans Schmidt-Isserstedt, 
troubled by the venue’s acoustics, 
recalled how years earlier he had been 
flying over London as a member of the 
Luftwaffe. “I had this building within 
my sights and I didn’t fire,” said 
Schmidt-Isserstedt. “Now I wish I had.” 

Harvey also enjoyed a career as a 
solo cellist. In 1965 he gave the first 
broadcast performance of Britten’s First 
Cello Suite, and many years later he was 
still playing solo music, including the 
cello suites by Max Reger, which he 
recorded for AS V in 2011. He can also be 
heard on film soundtracks including 
the 1984 costume drama Camille, which 
received an Emmy award for its music. 

Harvey did not shrink from speaking 
his mind, and said he was worried by 
how hard younger cellists found it to 
discover different ways of expressing 
themselves. “Their style seems to veer 
between the extremes of emotional 
superficiality and sheer sleaze,” he said. 

Keith Harvey, cellist, was born on April 
13, 1938. He died after suffering from 
dementia on April 28, 2017, aged 79

Without evidence of actual con- 
trary intention, the doctrine of 
exoneration, as applied by the 
English courts to married or 
unmarried co-habiting couples 
operating as a family unit as well 
as other co-owners, also applied 
to co-habiting couples where the 
cohabitee acting as surety 
received an indirect benefit from 
the indebtedness of the other. 

The Court of Appeal so held 
when dismissing an appeal by 
Martin Armstrong, the trustee in 
bankruptcy of the husband, 
Andrew Onyearu, against an 
order of Mr Jonathan Klein, sit- 
ting as a deputy judge of the 
Chancery Division on June 3, 
2015 which dismissed the appeal 
of the trustee against the dismiss- 
al by Deputy Registrar Middle- 
ton, on November 18, 2014, of the 
trustee’s application for an order 
for sale of the matrimonial home 
of the husband and his wife, 
Patricia Onyearu, on the basis 
that the wife, as the joint benefi- 
cial owner of the property, was 
entitled to a charge on her 
husband’s share of the property, 
through the equitable doctrine of

Lord Justice David Richards 
said that where property jointly 
owned by A and B was charged to 
secure the debts of B only, A was 
or might be entitled to a charge 
over B’s share of the property to 
the extent that B’s debts were paid 
out of A’s share. That was known 
as the equity of exoneration. 

Although the label, and its 
origins in the protection given by 
equity to married women’s 
property rights before the 
Married Women’s Property Act 
1882, lent an obscure, even archa- 
ic, air, it was as much a feature of 
contemporary law as it had been 
of equity in earlier centuries. 

It was part of the law relating to 
sureties, entitling the surety to 
relief as against the principal 
debtor, unless the evidence 
established a contrary intention 
or the circumstances of the case 
led to an inference that the equity 
was not to apply. 

The question whether an 
indirect benefit was sufficient to 
displace the right to exoneration 
was applicable as between all

debtors and sureties although, in 
practice, the issue of indirect 
benefit was most likely to arise in 
the case of co-habiting couples. 

It was clear from the cases that 
English law had not regarded an 
indirect benefit to be itself suffi- 
cient to deny a right of exonera- 
tion to the surety. The benefit had 
to be direct or closely connected 
to the secured indebtedness. 

An indirect benefit of the type 
relied on in the present case was 
far from certain to accrue. Any 
benefit was subject to a double 
contingency: first, that the 
husband’s firm would survive and, 
second, that it would be profita- 
ble. Further, the intention 
regarding the equity had to be 
inferred as at the date of the 
transaction. As at that date, the 
prospect of benefit had been 
wholly uncertain and incapable 
of any valuation. In general, the 
benefits had to be capable of 
carrying a financial value. 

The husband and wife had not 
operated as a single unit finan- 
cially. They had kept their finan- 
ces separate, as many couples did. 
They shared the family expenses. 
By denying the wife an equity of 
exoneration, she would be paying 
not only her share of the expenses 
but also his, a result that did not 
accord with notions of equity.

Day 4 Kusadasi for Ephesus, Turkey. From 
our berth in Kusadasi we will drive to the 
nearby ancient city of Ephesus, a stunning 
and partially excavated site where digging 
has been taking place for over a century.

A man was struck by 
lightning this week 
while he was sitting 
in his office at a car 
workshop in Rochester, 
New York state. Nick Gemayel was 
at his desk when he saw an intense 
bright light burst out of a light 
switch on the wall. 

“I saw a very bright flash of light,” 
Mr Gemayel said, “and the loudest 
noise — like a ‘crack’ or a ‘pop’ — 
that I’ve ever heard in my life. Then 
I was in a black room all of a sudden 
because all the power went out.” 

He added: “My muscles started 
to contract and tense. I began 
to feel very strange. Then my 
hand started to blister.” The 
lightning also burnt out wiring and 
damaged six telephones as well as 
most of the building’s computers. 
The office has no windows, but 
when the lightning bolt struck the 
pavement outside it passed inside 
through wiring in the garage. 

Even though sheltering indoors 
is normally the safest thing to do 
during a thunderstorm, lightning 
can occasionally strike indoors 
when it passes through outdoor 
metal pipes and cables. 

Lightning penetrating buildings 
is unusual, but it has happened 
before. On April 5 this year two 
people were injured inside a 
building in Navarre, Florida, when 
lightning struck a cable outside. 

In the UK in 2007 lightning 
injured a teenager who was 
washing her hair in Blandford, 
Dorset. A thunderstorm was raging 
outside when Abbie Jackson 
received a severe electrical shock. 

“It hit my wrist and basically lit up 
my arm. The showerhead flew out of 
my hand,” she told the Bournemouth 
Echo. In 2001 Josephine Martine in 
Deal, Kent, was hurled out of her 
bath when a bolt of lightning struck 
an outdoor water pipe and surged 
through the plumbing into the 
showerhead that she was holding. 

Possibly the largest number 
of injuries from indoor lightning 
took place when several phone 
operators at Kirkcaldy telephone 
exchange all suffered electric 
shocks in July 1995 after the 
building was hit by lightning.

Driver whose dad paid 
$40m for his FI seat 


Lance Stroll, financially 
backed by his billionaire 
father, has yet to show 
he can succeed at top, 
writes Rebecca Clancy 

When Lance Stroll was announced as a 
Williams driver at the end of last year 
there were more than a few eyebrows 
raised about whether or not he 
deserved to have the seat. 

Much of the attention on the 18-year- 
old rookie was focused around his 
privileged upbringing and the apparent 
ease with which he had landed a drive 
in Formula One. 

The Canadian had the financial 
backing of his father, Lawrence, who 
made his $2.4 billion (£1.8 billion) for- 
tune investing in fashion labels such as 
Tommy Hilfiger and Michael Kors. 
Stroll Sr is said to have spent about 
$40 million to get his son a seat in the 
pinnacle of motor sport. He collects 
Ferraris and owns his own race track in 
Quebec, and has used his vast wealth to 
help his son reach his goals. 

Stroll has acknowledged that his 
father’s money has helped him as he 
worked his way through the lower 
motor racing series, but argues that he 
would not have reached Formula One 
without talent as well. 

He proved that he was quick when he 
became the youngest champion of the 
European Formula 3 series last year, 
winning 14 of 30 races. But the step up 
to Formula One has been a steep learn- 
ing curve. 

He has finished only two of the first 
six races and heads to his home race in 
Canada this weekend 20 points adrift of 
Felipe Massa, his team-mate. 

Stroll is yet to score a point, but insists 
that he is not feeling any pressure 
before the Canadian Grand Prix, where 
the spotlight will be firmly on him. 

“I do have my targets in terms of what

the luxury of time to find his feet — a 
commodity not handed around too of- 
ten in this sport “We all have to look at 
it in the right way,” he said. “I’m 18 years 
old and it is a challenging year in FI. I 
think the team looks at it as a bigger 
project than just the next race. 

“That is the only way to look at it, if 
we are just focused on an outcome and 
what we did I don’t think we’d maxi- 
mise each task we’re trying to work on. 
We’ve got to look at the bigger picture. 

“Of course we go to Montreal to work 
as hard as we can and do the best we 
can, the same way we go about every- 
thing, but I think if we always think we 
need to score points we start forgetting 
about the stuff we have to do to get 
there. The right way to work is by focus- 
ing on each task at hand and then move 
forward.” 

However, with costs soaring every 
year to run a team, Williams will be 
looking for points, which leads to more 
money, and Montreal is a circuit where 
they have recently won them. 

Valtteri Bottas, who left Williams this 
year to join Mercedes, third in the past 
two years in Canada. It is unlikely that 
Stroll will get close to that, having only 
qualified in the top ten once so far this 
year. That was in China, where he then 
crashed on the first lap. 

Fernando Alonso will quit Formula 
One if Liberty Media, the new owners, 
go ahead with their plan to increase the 
number of races to 25 in a season. 
“At this point of my career, I 
consider a good quality of 
life is more important than 
doing more seasons in FI,” 
he said. “If the calendar 
stays in this 20 to 21 range 
that we know from the 
last couple of years, I 
will be happy to con- 
tinue. If it increases, it 
is not for me.”

I need to improve on. In terms of posi- 
tion not really,” he says.

F ormula E is preparing for this season’s first 
weekend of back-to-back racing in Berlin 
with three German drivers vying to become 
the first from the host nation to claim 
a win in the all-electric street racing series. 

Veteran Nick Heidfeld is bullish about his chances 
of a first victory. The 40-year-old has competed in 
Formula E since it made its bow in 2014. 

“My target is to win this championship,” says 
Heidfeld, who competed in 183 Formula 1 grands 
prix. “I have won all the championships I’ve done, 
apart from FI, so I want to do the same in Formula E.” 

Heidfeld, with Mahindra Racing, is fourth in the 
championship in a season which has included 
three third-place finishes. 

Countyman Daniel Abt, 24, is tenth in the 
drivers’ standings, scoring points in four of the 
six races. The ABT Schaeffler pilot, 
is determined to put in a strong 
showing at the Berlin ePrix 
double-header. “When you race 
at home you feel an extra shot of 
motivation,” says Abt. 


Rounding out Germany’s triumvirate is Maro 
Engel, 31, who had his best finish of the season for 
Venturi last month, taking fifth place in Monaco. 

“[Motorlracing in Berlin is only possible in 
Formula E and the level in the series is extremely 
high,” says Engel. “The teams are very professional.” 

Rounds seven and eight will be contested over 
the specially configured Tempelhof Airport circuit, 
first used in Formula E’s inaugural season in 2014-15. 
The new 2.27km set-up features 10 corners to be 
tackled anti-clockwise. It will be an additional test 
for drivers who are used to clockwise racing. 

Team strategy will also be tested with Sunday’s 
race scheduled for 46 laps - two more than Saturday. 

Championship leader Sebastien Buemi has 
a 43-point advantage over nearest rival Lucas 
di Grassi. Victory in both races along with pole 
position and the fastest lap on both days could 
net one driver a 58-point haul.

It was not for the lack of effort or tacti- 
cal nous, but Ben Ainslie’s hopes of 
bringing the America’s Cup back to 
Britain is over, for the time being at 
least, for the simple reason that they did 
not have a fast enough boat. 

Emirates Team New Zealand won 
two of yesterday’s three races to 
complete a 5-2 victory over Land Rover 
BAR on the Great Sound in Bermuda in 
the semi-finals of the Louis Vuitton 
America’s Cup Challenger play-offs. 

Land Rover BAR won one of the 
three races yesterday, but the New 
Zealand boat, which was a wreck after it 
capsized two days ago, could be the best 
one in Bermuda. Their decision to have 
cyclists powering their systems, rather 
than traditional hand grinders, seems 
to have given them a power edge, 
particularly towards the end of races. 
Throughout the semi-final and the 
round-robin qualifiers before it, they 
have not lost a race in which they held 
the lead. 

“We gave it our best,” Ainslie said to 
his crew as they crossed the finish line 
for the last time. “That’s the best we 
have sailed today by a long way.” 

Ainslie had won most of his starts 
and the British crew’s boat handling 
had improved by the day. But it was a 
lack of straight-line speed, particularly 
on the upwind legs, that cost them. 


dream of bringing Cup home ends 


They got quicker as the racing 
progressed but were always playing 
catch-up. 

However, Ainslie confirmed that the 
team would challenge again at the next 
America’s Cup, which will be in two 
years’ time if any team bar New 
Zealand, the only one not to sign a new 
framework agreement, win. 

“I couldn’t be prouder of the team,” 

Ainslie said. “We didn’t ultimately get 
that America’s Cup home, we knew it 
was going to be incredibly tough at the 
first attempt, but where the team has 
come from, even in the last couple of 
months with the performance gains, is 
a huge credit to everyone in the team. 

“Development-wise we weren’t able 
to catch up with the existing teams in 
time. Catching up with those years of 
experience and expertise in engineer- 
ing design is incredibly difficult.

Harry Kane was three questions in 
when the focus suddenly shifted from 
what he has done to what he is yet to 
achieve, veering away from all those 
goals he has scored and settling on 
those which have eluded him. 

By the end of it the England striker 
had been cajoled into targeting the “big 
gold trophy” (the Ballon d’Or), rather 
than the World Cup, and filling the 
chasm that Lionel Messi and Cristiano 
Ronaldo will leave when they retire. 

It is just as well that the Tottenham 
Hotspur striker is not the type to rest on 
his laurels. 

In truth, Kane’s press conference at 
St George’s Park exposed as much 
about the media’s insatiable demand for 
England’s players to deliver more as 
provide a telling insight into the 
forward, who will spearhead the attack 
against Scotland tomorrow. 

Kane’s feat in scoring 31, 28 and 35 
goals in his past three seasons at club 
level was quickly glossed over and the 
emphasis placed instead on how he 
must improve a record of five in 17 
international games in order to earn 
greater respect. 

“I’ve always had to prove people 
wrong to get where I am now,” he said. 
“International [level] is no different. 
I’ve always said, to be a world-class 
striker you have to do it at club and 
international level. Five in 17 isn’t the 
worst record in the world. 

“But I love to score and affect the 
game, so hopefully I can boost it up over 
the next three, four, five, six years, carry 
it on for the rest of my international 
career and be classed as one of those 
top, top players. 

“That’s what I want to be. I want to be 
classed in that bracket, but I know I’m 
not there yet. Part of it is proving it on 
the international stage. At club level 
I’ve had a good few seasons. It’s now 
about taking that next step, inter- 
national football in the big games. 

“You always get judged on the big 
games and big moments. You see the 
world’s best do it every time they seem 
to get to those occasions. First, we’ve 
got to get there as a team. But as a 
player, you want to prove to the world 
you’re as good as anyone. I’m no 
different. I want to prove to everyone 
here and across the world that I’m one 
of the best strikers. I’m working harder 
than ever to try and achieve that.” 

The standard which Kane, 23, is 
seeking to emulate was emphasised last 


Saturday in Cardiff when Ronaldo 
propelled Real Madrid to a third 
Champions League success in four 
seasons, having proved instrumental in 
each of those finals. 

Kane watched in awe as Ronaldo 
scored twice against Juventus before 
allowing himself to dream of personal 
glory. “You see him do that game in, 
game out, in the finals, in the semi- 
finals,” he said. “That’s what I aspire to 
be. Ronaldo’s a great role model, a fan- 
tastic player. That’s hopefully some- 
thing I can achieve one day. 

“Who wouldn’t want to win that big 
gold trophy? It’s definitely something I 
aspire to do. You have to win the big 
tournaments, for club and country. 
Ronaldo won the European Champi- 
onships [with Portugal] and the 
Champions League and that’s part of 
the reason why most of the time he wins 
it. Messi’s a similar situation. To do that, 
it isn’t just individual, it’s part of a team 
thing as well, winning team trophies. 
That’s hopefully what we can do at 
Tottenham. 

“The aim is to do it for Tottenham. 
That’s my aim and the club and the 
manager’s aim. We can’t be going into 
the Champions League next year not 
expecting to try and win it. That’s got to 
be our mindset.” 

Kane was not fazed by the 
questioning of his credentials. Even 
when reminded of the Everton striker 
Romelu Lukaku’s dismissive suggestion 
that he could learn nothing from Kane, 
a player who powered past him in the 
closing stages of the Premier League to 
win the golden boot, the only thing he 
bit on was his lip. 

“I saw some stuff on Twitter, Spurs 
fans having my back,” he said. “It is what 
it is. Lukaku’s a fantastic player. We 
went to the wire with the golden boot. 

“Obviously as strikers, it’s always that 
kind of little battle. That’s his 
opinion. In my opinion, he’s a 
great player and I’ll always feel 
that way.” 

The reality is that as Kane 
prepares to play for Gareth 
Southgate for the first time, with 
injuries having ruled him out previ- 
ously, England are fortunate to 
have him. The goals will 
come. 

“If I score a hat-trick at 
the weekend and a couple 
in the next game, the 
ratio might not look so 
bad,” said Kane. “As a 
striker, you can always 
change that.”

Southgate keeps England’s 
formation close to his chest

Gareth Southgate has kept England’s 
players guessing over how they will line 
up for tomorrow evening’s World Cup 
qualifier against Scotland by using 
two different formations in training. 

The England manager wants his 
'F players to be flexible and has set 
them up in 3-4-3 and 4-1-4-1 forma- 
tions this week. 

Southgate, left, began his 
reign as permanent man- 
ager by using a back 
three of Gary Cahill, 
Chris Smalling and 
John Stones in the 1-0 
defeat by Germany in 
March, before switch- 
ing to a back four for the 
0 World Cup qualify- 
ing win over Lithuania. 


Kyle Walker and Ryan Bertrand will 
be used on the flanks against Scotland 
irrespective of the formation, with 
Cahill expected to be captain. 
Southgate will release several players 
for the friendly against France on 
Tuesday. 

Eric Dier, Dele Alii and Adam 
Lallana will play in midfield and Harry 
Kane will start his first senior game 
under Southgate up front, with 
Raheem Sterling also set to start. 

Southgate’s biggest dilemma is 
whether to play an additional attacking 
player such as Marcus Rashford or 
Jesse Lingard in a front three with Kane 
and Sterling, or push Lallana further 
forward and use an extra centre back. 
With Jordan Henderson absent owing 
to injury, Southgate is short of central 
midfield players, but is unlikely to pick 
two holding players against the Scots.

FA fears over Isis chants 

fans will today receive a message from 
the Football Supporters’ Federation 
pleading with them to show restraint 
after they were criticised for crass 
chants, throwing beer and, in two cases, 
Nazi salutes during the friendly with 
Germany in Dortmund in March. 
“Please don’t be a dick” is the message, 
particularly to the younger fans who 
have attached themselves to England’s 
away following. 

The FA has reminded England fans 
that Police Scotland have the power to 
take action against “behaviour which 
references atrocities associated with 


terrorism or war”. Fifa sanctions over 
England fans chanting abuse about 
Islamic State could range from a fine to 
a points deduction but would be highly 
unlikely given present sensitivities, 
although FA sources noted that this is 
the organisation that lectured them 
over wearing poppies in their World 
Cup qualifier against Scotland in 
November. Fifa has been monitoring 
chants about the IRA in recent years, 
although has yet to take action. 

A strongly worded editorial in the 
latest Free Lions, the FSF fanzine, tells 
those supporters travelling to Hamp- 
den Park to desist with the offensive 
songs heard repeatedly in Dortmund. 


“English football fans have a great 
reputation around the world for the 
numbers in which we travel, the passion 
we demonstrate in supporting our 
team, and our ability to party enthusi- 
astically well into the night,” the FSF 
said. “We are at our best though when 
our songs are imaginative and witty, 
and particularly when they’re related 
to the football and provide real moti- 
vation and encouragement to the team. 
That’s why we are firmly of the opinion 
that we’d be much better off without 
some of the lame and boring songs 
about World War Two or the IRA. 

“Songs about German bombers are 
out of date, out of touch, and make us 


look and sound ridiculous. The North- 
ern Ireland ceasefire dates back to 1994, 
and the idea that we need to proclaim 
our refusal to surrender to a banned 
terrorist organisation that gave up 
fighting 23 years ago is frankly tragic. 

“On a partly related subject, it’s been 
good to see so many new and younger 
fans starting to follow England away. 
It’s great to have you here, but one 
simple request: please don’t be a dick. 
We all have our club allegiances, but 
apart from a bit of banter, we leave that 
at home. And call us old-fashioned, but 
some of us still believe beer is for 
drinking, not throwing.”

Plan to screen 
more than half 
of all Premier 
League games

More than half of all Premier League 
games each season could be shown live 
on TV under plans being considered for 
the next round of broadcasting rights. 

Premier League chairmen were 
presented with several options for the 
next set of broadcasting rights at their 
annual meeting in Harrogate yester- 
day. The minimum number of matches 
screened live from the 2019-20 season 
will be 190 out of 380 — a rise of 22 
games from the present 168-match deal 
— but other options were also put 
forward for more than 200 to be made 
available to broadcasters. 

The change would almost certainly 
see fewer kick-offs on Saturdays at 
3pm, when there is a block on the live 
screening of games in the UK. More 
matches would be shown live on Bank 
Holidays and on midweek nights, and 
there may be a change to the number of 
packages sold. 

The changes follow the investigation 
by the broadcast regulator Ofcom into 
a complaint by Virgin Media which was

dropped last year after the Premier 
League agreed to increase the number 
of matches it made available to broad- 
casters. 

Virgin Media launched its action 
after Sky and BT Sport paid £5.14 billion 
for the domestic rights for three years of 
Premier League football, which still has 
two more seasons to run. The sale of 
overseas rights has taken the total 
income to £8.5 billion over three years. 

The 20 clubs would hope to increase 
their overall earnings by making more 
matches available even if they do not 
match the £11 million per game that Sky 
is paying under the present deal. 

No vote was taken at the meeting, 
and the decision-making process is 
likely to see renewed pressure from the 
big six clubs — Arsenal, Chelsea, 
Liverpool, Manchester City, Manches- 
ter United and Tottenham Hotspur — 
who want a bigger share of the overseas 
TV rights, which is shared completely 
equally between all 20 clubs at present. 

Any change would have to be agreed 
by a minimum of 14 of the 20 clubs and 
all previous attempts to alter the status 
quo have failed. 

The EFL has announced it will not 
take up the option to extend its present 
£90million-per-year TV rights deal 
with Sky for an extra year and will put 
out an invitation to tender next week 
for the rights for the 72 clubs in the 
Championship, League One and 
League Two from the 2019-20 season.

Dumping Costa 
by text will cost 
Chelsea a fortune 


I t never did seem Diego Costa’s style to 
leave with smiles and polite handshakes all 
round. The striker’s revelation of a text 
message from Antonio Conte effectively 
telling him to seek employment elsewhere 
has threatened to prove rather incendiary, not 
to mention costly for Chelsea. 

While it is no great shock that the Premier 
League champions are willing to dump their 
leading striker, Costa’s revelation that “the other 
day I got a text message from Conte saying I’m 
not in his plans any more” might just have 
wiped millions of pounds off his value given that 
there now seems no way back. 

This is not a good place for a selling club to 
be, especially when they are trying to fund a 
club -record purchase of Romelu Lukaku, but 
then, maybe that was Costa’s intention — or 
that of Jorge Mendes, his agent — as he seeks a 
move on his terms. The Costa camp can also be 
expected to haggle strongly over the severance 
terms of the two years left on his contract. 

At Stamford Bridge yesterday, there was 
frustration at this ploy and yet also, no doubt, a 
hardening of the view that his time is up. For 
those of us who have stared down the barrel of a 
loaded fire extinguisher brandished by Costa, 
the idea that Conte has wearied of managing 
the, er, mercurial striker was never going to 
come as a bombshell. 

If that late-night scene at the Hawthorns, a 
couple of hours after Chelsea had wrapped up 
the Premier League title, was a snapshot of life 
with Costa, you wonder how Conte got through 
a day never mind a whole season without calling 
for help or perhaps even men in white coats. 

Costa was likely high on happiness, beer and 
champagne but, if his antics trying to 
manhandle his manager out of a media 
gathering on to a team bus could be laughed off 
in joyous circumstances, there are enough 
downsides to the turbulence for Chelsea to have 
been braced for more trouble this summer. 

The player’s revelation of his text exchange 
with Conte while on international duty with 
Spain has brought it all tumbling into the open. 
Chelsea must hope to bring the relationship to a 
swift end, even if that means offloading a 
muscular, almost talismanic, forward who, at 28, 
should still be at his peak. 

Costa provided 20 goals and seven assists in 


the league this season, with Eden Hazard way 
behind on 16 and 5 respectively, and has good 
cause to complain that Hazard and N’Golo 
Kante have had praise that was due to him. 

Lukaku will not find these boots easy to fill, 
assuming Chelsea lure him from Everton, but 
Costa probably always was just passing through. 

Chelsea have had enough of wrestling with a 
player who has hankered after moves to China, 
back to Atletico Madrid and now, possibly, AC 
Milan. Changing moods are not really a surprise 
from a footballer who decided he was a proud 
Brazilian then, just months later, actually a 
Spaniard after all. 

He has been a formidable presence, the type 
fans love to hate in opposition while secretly 
wishing their own team had his devil, but he also 
lit Jose Mourinho’s infamously short fuse. After 
winning the title together in 2014-15, Mourinho

felt Costa returned unfit and overweight. The 
deterioration of that relationship was significant 
in the crumbling of that regime. 

Conte has had to cope with other bad- 
tempered hassles, including Costa’s head being 
turned by Chinese riches in January. He dealt 
with that commandingly, and kept Costa’s eyes 
on the title prize, but Chelsea will now receive a 
significantly smaller fee selling within Europe. 

Will we miss him? Every soap opera needs a 
good villain and Costa played the part superbly 
right to the end, grabbing that extinguisher, 
doing monkey pull-ups off a piece of scaffolding 
while his manager tried to talk sensibly nearby. 

Chelsea will not miss the internal aggro but 
they will find that replacing his 52 league goals 
in three seasons will not be cheap, especially 
after this. 
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It is remarkable that Conte, the Chelsea manager, got through a day with Costa never mind a whole 
season but the Premier League champions will have a tough job replacing his goals next season 


Irresistible Maradona remains No 1 


I n my footballing hierarchy, 
Johan Cruyff is the most 
influential figure of my 
lifetime but Diego Maradona 
definitely the most compelling, 
his rise from a dangerous slum 
outside Buenos Aires to the 
very top of the world not just 
testament to his jaw-dropping 
abilities but to a personality of 
such rare force and scale. 

It is a personality which 
shines through — it could 
hardly fail to — in a new book, 
Touched by God, which is a 
characteristically colourful 
recollection of the 1986 World 
Cup, a chaotic journey that 
takes you back to terrible 
pitches and brutal tackles, to 
snorting cocaine and seeking 
revenge for war, and, of course, 
to those goals on the way to an 
ecstatic victory with Argentina. 

Even though Maradona has 
told most of it before, he is 
incapable of being dull. So in 
the final chapter, despite 
claiming that “it’s stupid” to 
compare himself to Lionel 


Messi, you know that he will 
be unable to resist. 

Maradona does feel very 
fondly about the modern 
maestro at No 10, elevating him 
into his pantheon along with 
Alfredo Di Stefano, Pele and 
Cruyff and, of course, himself. 


• Harry Kane came out with 
the correct answer when 
pushed on whether he would 
love to be England captain 
now that Wayne Rooney is an 
ex-international. He said it 
would be a dream to pull on 
the armband, but that the 
priority was to find not one 
but a team of leaders. 

Spot on. English football 
always gets this the wrong way 
round, looking for a saviour to 
drag us to a better place when 
it needs an XI of grown-ups. If 
the players covet the armband, 
Gareth Southgate should keep 
them fighting for it in the 
hope that a number keep 
showing leadership skills. 


Yet he also notes: “I don’t think 
Messi could do what I did at 
Napoli. Not because of talent, 
but because of personality.” 

It is the point I have always 
come back to whenever having 
my own mental debate about 
the superior footballer — and, 
as someone who studied 
Maradona’s life, visiting his 
shanty home, interviewing the 
man himself as well as family, 
friends, teammates and 
opponents, his ability to lead 
and inspire those around him 
has always been underrated. 

Maradona was not just a 
great player but a force of 
nature in a way that you very 
rarely come across, in any 
field, and it took all of that 
galvanising power to lift an 
unfancied Napoli above Arrigo 
Sacchi’s vaunted AC Milan. 

“I did whatever the hell I 
wanted to do,” he writes. Even 
if that led him down some dark 
paths, I have always found him 
irresistible as the greatest 
footballer of the past 40 years. 


Lukaku’s return to Bridge stalled by Batshuayi

Chelsea have opened negotiations with 
Everton over re-signing Romelu 
Lukaku, but the proposed transfer is 
being delayed by Michy Batshuayi’s 
reluctance to move to Goodison Park in 
part exchange. 

With Chelsea unwilling to meet 
Everton’s £100 million valuation of 
Lukaku the clubs have discussed 
alternative packages including one 
involving Batshuayi, who is surplus to 
requirements at Stamford Bridge 
despite scoring the goal that secured 
the Premier League title last month. 


Batshuayi has accepted that he is 
likely to leave Chelsea only 12 months 
after joining the club in a £33 million 
move from Marseilles, but will take 
some persuading to sign for Everton. 
The Belgium forward’s preference is to 
return to the south of France to join 
Monaco, who have also expressed an 
interest in signing the 23-year-old in 
talks with Chelsea over the sale of 
Tiemoue Bakayoko. 

Lukaku has been Antonio Conte’s 
number one transfer target for some 
time, but Batshuayi’s desire to join 
Monaco has increased the probability 
of the issue dragging on all summer, as 
Everton will not sanction his sale until 


they have secured a replacement. 
Chelsea are reluctant to pay more than 
£70 million for a player they sold to 
Everton for £28 million three years ago, 
but may offer other players if Batshuayi 
refuses to move. Negotiating personal 
terms will be less of an issue with 
Chelsea willing to put Lukaku at the top 
of their wage-scale on a contract worth 
more than £200,000-a-week, at least 
double his salary at Everton. 

Chelsea are struggling to find a buyer 
for Diego Costa, who revealed earlier 
this week that he has been told he can 
leave in a text message exchange with 
Conte. His agent Jorge Mendes has 
held talks with AC Milan. 


Ederson signs for £35m to 
move Hart down at City 

Manchester City have completed the 
£35 million signing of Ederson from 
Benfica that effectively relegates Joe 
Hart to third-choice goalkeeper at the 
club. 

Ederson, the 23-year-old Brazilian, 
signed a six-year contract after the 
Premier League ratified his transfer 
which, based on the exchange rates, is 
the most expensive fee for a goalkeeper 
in history. The previous record was held 
by Gianluigi Buffon, who moved to 
Juventus from Parma for approximate- 
ly £32.6million in 2001. 

Claudio Bravo, the Chilean, is 
expected to start the season as Pep 
Guardiola’s second-choice goalkeeper. 


Shakespeare handed 
three-year Leicester deal 

Craig Shakespeare has signed a three- 
year contract as Leicester City manag- 
er worth about £6 million in total, and 
will make persuading Riyad Mahrez to 
stay at the club his first job. 

The 53-year-old has been rewarded 
for keeping Leicester in the Premier 
League last season after they slumped 
alarmingly following a title success the 
year before. Mahrez announced his 
desire to leave last week and is not 
expected to change his mind, but 
Shakespeare is expected to attempt to 
sway the Algeria international. “This is 
a really exciting opportunity for me to 
continue along this new path in my 
career,” said Shakespeare.

‘We’re in the final without

Whatever the future might hold for the 
next generation of English footballers, 
let nobody say that they lack talent. 
Their progression to the Under-20 
World Cup final — the first time any 
England football team has reached a 
global final since 1966 — was secured 
yesterday with the type of stylish, 
assertive football that has proved 
elusive at senior level for so long. 

Venezuela await in Sunday’s final in 
Suwon, South Korea, where England 
will be favourites. Results at youth level 
can be deceptive, but the impressive 
nature of yesterday’s 3-1 win over Italy 
in Jeonju, along with a comfortable 3-0 
defeat of Scotland in the semi-final of 
the less prestigious Toulon Tourna- 
ment last night, reinforced a sense of 
optimism in the English game. While 
terms such as “golden generation” 
should be avoided at all costs, there is a 
growing feeling about talent that will 
flourish, individually and perhaps col- 
lectively, if it is allowed to at club level. 

A case in point is Dominic Solanke, 
who scored two of the three second- 
half goals as England made a powerful 
recovery against Italy. Solanke has long 
been regarded as one of the best 
prospects in the English game, but since 
making his senior debut for Chelsea in 
October 2014, a month after his 17th 
birthday, his only first-team football 
has come in an unfulfilling loan spell at 
Vitesse Arnhem. A contract dispute last 
season did him few favours, but at best 
he would have been behind Michy 
Batshuayi, himself a frustrated under- 
study to Diego Costa. Solanke is joining 
Liverpool this summer in the expecta- 
tion of more opportunities. Time will 
tell, just as it will for his many talented 
England team-mates. 

Sheyi Ojo made an outstanding 
contribution as a second-half substitute 
yesterday, but his first-team action at 
Liverpool this season came in two 
matches over the course of an FA Cup 
tie against Plymouth Argyle. Lewis 
Cook, the captain, has already had two 
years as a first-team regular at Leeds 
United, but he barely featured in an 


injury-ravaged first season at Premier 
League level with Bournemouth. Jake 
Clarke-Salter and Fiyako Tomori, the 
central defenders, are the latest to 
emerge from an impressive conveyor 
belt at Chelsea, but they might wonder 
how many seasons they will have to 
spend on loan before first-team football 
at Stamford Bridge is a possibility. 

There is more encouragement and 
opportunity at some clubs than at 
others. Ademola Lookman, who scored 
the second England goal yesterday, and 
Dominic Calvert-Lewin are already 
firmly established as first-team squad 
players at Everton, having joined from 
Charlton Athletic and Sheffield United 
respectively. That bodes well for Jonjoe 
Kenny, Kieran Dowell and Callum 
Connolly, three other Everton young- 
sters in this England squad. Then, of 
course, there is Tom Davies, who would 
have been an integral member of this 
team had he not been considered in 
need of a rest following his break- 
through season at club level. 

It is a highly promising group — no, 
not a “golden generation”, but certainly 
there is a belief that subtle changes in 
approach, both at grassroots and the 
Elite Player Performance Plan, are 
resulting in the emergence of young 
players with higher technical ability.

If anything, the concern has been 
that these advances have come at the 
expense of more stereotypical English 
qualities on the mental and physical 
side of the game, a fear that was height- 
ened by the senior team’s collapse 
against Iceland at the European Cham- 
pionship finals last summer. By 
welcome contrast, Cook’s uncharacter- 
istic lapse for Italy’s early goal yesterday 
was followed by an impressive recov- 
ery. England dominated thereafter. 

“It would be easy for me to sit here 
and get carried away and start making 
really bold statements that we’re going 
to do this and that,” Paul Simpson, the 
coach, said last night. “We have got a 
fantastic group of players here — the 
spirit, the togetherness among them, 
and that’s not even talking about the 
football. We have got some really, really 
talented footballers in there. 

“We have to make sure that we keep 
them right, keep developing and hope- 
fully somewhere further down the line 
these players will make it through to 
senior football.” 

There was a period when qualifying 
for international youth tournaments 
was a difficulty for England. Over the 
past few years their age-group teams 
have frequently competed for titles. 
Cook and Solanke are among seven 
players in this Under-20 squad who 
won the Under-17 European Champi- 
onship in 2014. This season the under- 
17s reached the final again, losing to 
Spain on penalties. Progression to the 
final of the Toulon Tournament is 
another encouraging sign, even if that 
competition is secondary to the Under- 
21 European Championship finals, 
which begin in Poland next week. 

Indeed, the England senior team is a 
young one. John Stones, Luke Shaw, 
Eric Dier, Dele Alii would have been eli- 
gible to play in this summer’s Under-21 
tournament. Marcus Rashford would 
have been eligible for under-20s. The 
question is whether Rashford would 
have made that squad, let alone the 
seniors, had an injury crisis at United 
last year not presented him with an 
unexpected chance to show his quality. 

At that time he was not even figuring 
in England development squads, 
lagging well behind Solanke in the 
pecking order. That only underlines the 
point about the need for opportunity, 
but Sunday offers his contemporaries 
the chance to be heroes — and not, they 
will hope, just for one day. 


I t is an amazing feeling to reach 
the World Cup final. As a team 
we are facing one last step and 
we all believe we can do it and 
lift the trophy. 

What we have done hasn’t quite 
sunk in, we’re on the verge of 
creating history and I am pleased to 
have come on and contributed to the 
win. I had a brief conversation with 


the manager [Paul Simpson] the 
night before the game and he 
explained to me what he wanted me 
to do if I was called upon. He said to 
show my ability, and that gave me a 
lot of confidence. 

We never panicked going behind 
so early and could have scored more 
against Italy. The manager stressed 
before the tournament that whether 
you were starting, or on the bench, 
that we all would have a part to play. 
That it was about doing it for the 
team, and not just yourself.

Under-21s bring in TV sports psychologist who told

England’s under-21 squad are working 
with a leading sports psychologist as 
they prepare for next week’s European 
Under-21 Championship finals in 
Poland. 

The decision to bring in Rebecca 
Symes, who has worked in a range of 
sports including cricket with Surrey 
and archery with the GB Paralympic 
team, was made by the FA and Aidy 
Boothroyd, the under-21 coach, after 
analysing why England had failed so 


badly at the last tournament when the 
side coached by Gareth Southgate 
failed to get out of their group. 

“Speaking to Gareth, we didn’t think 
we had that support last time so we will 
be taking a sports psychologist with us,” 
Boothroyd said. 

When England were struggling 
under Fabio Capello at the 2010 World 
Cup, Symes appeared as a pundit on 
television, saying that the players had 
“to find resilience within themselves” 
and improve communication. Her 
company, Sporting Success, argues that 


“there is always a ray of light, and that 
it’s sometimes found in the darkest 
places”. 

Symes will be travelling with the 
squad to Poland. “Her role is really to 
prepare the players to talk about what 
goes on inside their heads when we get 
to flight and fight and freeze,” 
Boothroyd added. 

“The psychology of it all is the key. 
You can be the most gifted player in the 
world and understand tactically what 
you’re supposed to do, but if you haven’t 
got that little bit of confidence that 


makes the difference then you’re not 
going to get that medal. 

“It comes down to that psychology. 
You talk about the Marines, if they don’t 
get it right they die. We don’t. We get 
another chance at it. The players are 
open to it [psychology]. 

“It’s just a group session talking about 
training, about why some players might 
lose their head a bit or go into that zone 
that might get them into trouble about 
a bad refereeing decision or a bad call. 
Even a coach making a mistake — 
that’s bound to happen. There’s nothing 


sinister in it. I’d imagine most of the best 
teams would have some support.

Southampton sale approved 

Lander over a sale for almost 12 months, 
with the Chinese property development 
company offering £190 million for 100 per 
cent of the club’s shares in March, as 
revealed by The Times. The matter was 
then passed to the Premier League, whose 
lawyers have investigated the sources and 
sufficiency of Lander’s funding, the 
company’s business plan and the structure 
of the deal as well as subjecting all potent- 
ial owners and directors to the fit and 
proper persons test. The Premier League 
are satisfied that all aspects of Lander’s bid 
meet their requirements. 

The Premier League undertakes such 
due diligence before signing off any 
potential takeovers, but Lander’s offer for 
Southampton has attracted more interest 
because of Gao. The 64-year-old property 
developer and sports entrepreneur has 
been involved in two corruption cases in 
China and was named in Chinese state 
media as one of a number of businessmen 
who allegedly gave bribes to Xu Maiyong, 
the vice-mayor of Hangzhou. Gao has 
always maintained his innocence. 

Lander is proposing a phased takeover 
of Southampton in which it would initially 
buy into the club before going on to take 
full control. In talks with the club Lander 
has pledged it will not sell any players this 
summer, including Virgil van Dijk, who is 
wanted by Chelsea and Manchester City 
as well as Liverpool, who have been 


reported to the Premier League by South- 
ampton for allegedly making an illegal 
approach to the Dutch defender. 

Liebherr intends to keep some of her 
Southampton shares in the short term to 
provide continuity before selling up 
completely if Lander’s promises of 
additional investment materialise. Lander 
appears happy for Liebherr to stay on as a 
minority shareholder. The chairman, 
Ralph Krueger, is likely to remain in place, 
although Lander will seek representation 
on the board. 

Liebherr’s willingness to sell stems from 
her belief that Southampton require addi- 
tional investment to cement their position 
as a top -ten Premier League club and a 
desire to spread her assets across a wider 
portfolio. The Times revealed earlier this 
week that Liebherr is also facing the 
prospect of a large tax bill as a result of an 
investigation by Germany’s Public Prose- 
cutor’s Office into the estate of her late 
father Markus, who bequeathed South- 
ampton to her following his death in 2010. 

Lander would be the second Chinese 
owners in the league after Guochuan Lai’s 
takeover of West Bromwich Albion last 
year. 

A meeting of Premier League chairmen 
yesterday agreed to toughen up the rules 
surrounding takeovers of clubs, though it 
is not clear when they will come into force. 

In the future, prospective owners or 
directors will be barred if they are judged 
to have misled the Premier League, or to 
have engaged in conduct that would 
constitute a criminal offence in the UK.

Sri Lanka pulled off a surprise victory 
over India yesterday in the Champions 
Trophy to throw open the race for a 
semi-final place in group B. 

India compiled what looked like a 
formidable total of 321 in most part 
thanks to a sublime 125 by Shikhar 
Dhawan but Danushka Gunathilaka 
— only called into the squad on 
Wednesday and deputising for 
suspended captain Upul Tharanga — 
and Kusal Mendis shared a stand of 159 
before a half-century from Angelo 
Mathews and Asela Gunaratne’s 
unbeaten 34 completed an impressive 
chase with eight balls to spare. 

After two matches each, all four 
teams in group B have two points 
meaning the Sri Lanka-Pakistan and 
India-South Africa matches are 
effectively knockout ties and one of 
the pre-tournament favourites will 
exit before the semi-final. 

The match gave this tournament the 
shot in the arm it needed after a first 
week blighted by bad weather and 
one-sided matches which have, so far, 
failed to capture the imagination. 

“It’s one of the top wins, to beat 
India,” Mathews said. “The bowlers did 
brilliantly to restrict India to 321. It was 
a very chaseable target. 

“Not many people expected us to 
win and that took a lot of pressure off 
us. I thought the second-wicket part- 
nership [between Gunathilaka and 
Mendis] was vital. They set us the plat- 
form. It wasn’t easy for Gunathilaka to 
walk into the side and bat like he did.” 

After winning the toss and choosing 
to field, Sri Lanka were guilty of 
wasting the new ball by bowling too 
short and with too much width, which 
allowed India’s opening partnership of 
Rohit Sharma and Dhawan to put on 
138 in 24.5 overs before Sharma pulled 
Lasith Malinga straight to long leg.

Gunaratne hit Jasprit Bumrah for a 
huge six that will live long in the 
memory and he proved the perfect 
partner for Mathews, who passed 50 at 
better than a run a ball, to allow their 
side to stroll home. 


MCC sends out Lord’s revamp plans 


POPULOUS FOR MCC'S UPDATED MASTERPLAN

MCC has begun the process of 
consulting its members on two options 
for the radical development of Lord’s. 

The consultation document, which 
has been sent out to 18,000 full 
members and 5,500 associate 
members, is the largest survey 
produced by MCC and sets out the 
details of two proposals. 

The Times revealed yesterday that 
one of the options involves building a 
residential development of two ten-sto- 
rey blocks of flats by the Nursery 
Ground in return for £150 million from 
Rifkind Associates in conjunction with 
David Morley Architects. The money 
would be used to develop the Tavern 
and Allen Stands and Thomas Lord 
Banqueting Suite. 

The second proposition is to develop 
the ground — predominantly the 
Compton and Edrich stands at the 
north end of the ground and the Tavern 


and Allen stands at the southwest end 
— using MCC resources and without 
needing to sell off any of the land. 

Under this plan, the Nursery Ground 
would be moved back towards Welling- 
ton Road allowing for the Compton and 
Edrich stands to be enlarged, creating 
room for an additional 2,000 seats. 

The club would then refurbish the 
Tavern and Allen stands between 2027 
and 2030, for which it has planning 
permission, and establish new staff 
accommodation, offices and turnstiles 
by the north gate, close to St John’s 
Wood Tube station, by 2032. 

Both plans would result in the capa- 
city of Lord’s being increased by 2,000 
to 32,000. Work would not be complet- 
ed until 2034 under the Morley Plan 
and 2032 under MCC’s Masterplan for 
Lord’s. The refurbishment would be 
scheduled so that it did not prevent 
Lord’s from being used each summer. 

A decision will be taken in September 
on which scheme to adopt but work will 


not begin until after the summer of 
2019, during which Lord’s is due to host 
World Cup matches and an Ashes Test. 

The Morley Plan would earn the club 
£100 million in cash from the 
developers, leaving MCC with a 
projected £11 million of cash reserves by 
the end of 2027, which would mean that 
the club would not have to go into debt 


to complete other developments up to 
2034. 

Under MCC’s proposal, the develop- 
ment of the Nursery Ground area 
would be paid for by using income from 
MCC’s membership, debentures and 
match income and would cost £89 mil- 
lion. It would leave the club with 
£33milllion of cash reserves by 2027. 


However, the document states that 
under this option the club would need 
to go into debt between 2030-33 to 
complete the development of the 
southwest side of the ground, estimated 
to cost £74 million. The document 
states that the club is confident these 
debts would be repaid by 2035. MCC’s 
financial forecast is based on Lord’s 
continuing to host two Test matches a 
year, though this may be at risk as the 
ECB plans to reduce the number of 
home Test matches from 2020. 

• Surrey have revealed that they are 
planning a £50 million redevelopment 
of the Kia Oval, which would make it 
the biggest cricket ground in the coun- 
try. The Bedser and Laker-Lock stands 
will be rebuilt, increasing the capacity 
from 24,500 to 40,000 and is expected 
to be ready for the 2023 Ashes Test. 

“English cricket needs a ground that 
can hold 40,000-plus supporters,” 
Richard Thomspon, the Surrey 
chairman, said.

Murray seeking Wawrinka repeat

When Andy Murray sat down in April 
to review footage of the performances 
that helped him to put together the best 
clay-court season of his career last year, 
his French Open semi-final victory 
against Stan Wawrinka was high on his 
playlist. 

Having often been criticised for 
lapsing into a passive mode on the 
surface, it was Murray’s aggression 
against Wawrinka that was so striking. 
Relentless from start to finish, Murray 
claimed arguably the best win of his 
year to become the first British man to 
reach a Roland Garros final since 
Bunny Austin in 1937. 

It has not been until this fortnight, 
though, that Murray, the world Nol, 
has believed that he can play at such a 
high level on clay again, as he prepares 
for a repeat meeting with Wawrinka at 
the same stage today. 

With the guidance of Ivan Lendl, the

coach alongside whom he had not 
worked for four months, the hard work 
and “back to basics” approach on the 
practice court has reaped its rewards. 

“You have to put in consistent work 
to have consistent results,” Lendl said. 
“If you have three illnesses and an 
injury which take you out for some 
time, you start again, you get going and 
you get ill or injured again, then you 
start again and again and again. 

“It’s very difficult mentally for the 
player. It’s nice that Andy’s healthy, he 
can put the practices in and I think the 
results are starting to come.” 

Given that Murray has admitted that 
one of the likely reasons for his strug- 
gles and health issues this year is that 
he “might have overcooked it at the end 
of last year”, it was a surprise to hear 
Lendl insist yesterday that the off-sea- 
son training block of 17 days in Miami 
last December was too short. 


Then again, the 57-year-old Czech is 
such a hard taskmaster that he would 
have Murray hitting ball after ball on 
Christmas Day if he could. 

“When you have a longer training 
block, you can space it better,” Lendl 
said. “I just feel that we could have used 
another week, because then you can 
put more work in, you can work on 
more patterns and so on. 

“You hit more balls, because when 
you come from the off-season you just 
need to hit a lot of balls, you have to get 
a lot of repetition. I just thought it was 
unfortunate it was that short, I could 
have used another week. 

“A three to three-and-a-half week 
training block is ideal in my mind, espe- 
cially the big one. The biggest training 
block is in December. But the problem 
with the season is that it goes so long — 
just imagine what that would have 
looked like if they [Great Britain] were 
in the finals of the Davis Cup, then it 
would have been a total shambles.” 

Lendl will have his charge well 
prepared for today’s match against 
Wawrinka, a player who has progressed 
under the radar in Paris despite being, 
like Murray, a three-times grand-slam 
champion — one being won at Roland 
Garros, in 2015. 

The difference between the pair is in 
their consistency at tour events 
throughout the season, Murray with 14 
career Masters titles to Wawrinka’s one. 

Wawrinka is the favourite, according 
to the bookmakers, and rightly so, 
having not dropped a set in his run to 
the last four. The danger the 32 -year- 
old Swiss poses comes from his hard- 
hitting groundstrokes, especially if 
Murray lands the ball short, with an 
average forehand speed at Roland 
Garros this year of 81mph to his 
opponent’s 73mph. 

The belief that Wawrinka has in his 
ability to reverse last year’s result is 
certainly clear. “He’s probably a bit less 
confident,” Wawrinka said of Murray. 
“He’s a bit more hesitant. Hopefully I 
can take advantage of that and find 
solutions to beat him.” 

Rafael Nadal can move to within one 
win of an historic tenth Roland Garros 
title when he faces Dominic Thiem, the 
23-year-old Austrian who knocked out 
Novak Djokovic on Wednesday. 

Nadal has been so dominant here, 
dropping just 22 games in five matches, 
that Gustavo Kuerten, the three-times 
champion from Brazil, believes that he 
will not end at “La Decima”. 

“Rafa could potentially win up to 15 
times,” Kuerten said. “He loves the 
challenge so much. In his mind, there is 
no impossible.”

Ostapenko arrives as shock contender

Jelena Ostapenko has never claimed a 
title on the tour, yet the 20-year-old 
Latvian finds herself one victory from 
winning the French Open after a 
fearless display of power hitting in 
yesterday’s semi-final. 

In a wide-open draw it is Ostapenko, 
the world No 47, who has emerged with 
the help of a forehand that is hit harder 
than Andy Murray’s, at an average 
speed of 76mph. She became the first 
unseeded player to reach the women’s 
singles final at Roland Garros since 
1983 with a 7-6 (7-4), 3-6, 6-3 victory 
against Timea Bacsinszky, the No 30 
seed from Switzerland. The statistics 
Ostapenko has produced during 



her breathtaking run in Paris are 
remarkable. In six matches she has hit 
a staggering 245 winners, 128 of those 
coming from her forehand side. 

“I think we’re witnessing something 
very special in this young lady,” 
said Chris Evert, the 18-times 
grand-slam champion. “I got 
goosebumps when I watched her 
beat Caroline Wozniacki and 
then again today.” 

Both Ostapenko and 
Bacsinszky, aged 28, shared a 
birthday yesterday, but it 
was the former who 
received an unprompted 
rendition of “Joyeux 
Anniversaire” from the 
Parisian crowd in the 


stadium as she celebrated her victory 
on court. In another quirk of fate, it was 
on June 8, 1997, the day on which Osta- 
penko was born, that Gustavo Kuerten, 
below, the Brazilian, won his first tour 
title at Roland Garros. “I’m happy to 
be in the final, especially on my birth- 
day.” Ostapenko said. “It’s a nice gift.”

New Zealand turn screw

It has long been recognised that this 
series in New Zealand is the hardest 
British & Irish Lions tour of all. When 
the All Blacks selected their squad 
yesterday, it got harder. 

The Lions need another win and it is 
a necessity that will only intensify the 
closer they get to the Test series. They 
require the momentum of victory but 
are unlikely to get that in Christchurch 
tomorrow, against the Crusaders who 
are the best team in Super Rugby. 

Theoretically, next week was 
supposed to be less challenging than 
this week because, we were led to 
believe, the All Blacks would not make 
their players available for the 
Highlanders’ game against the Lions on 
Tuesday or for the match against the 
Maori All Blacks four days later. 

We now need to rethink that theory 
because the All Blacks, pulling strings 
at every turn throughout this series, 
declared yesterday that three players 
would be released for each of those 
games. 

“You would expect an international 
team to beat a franchise team,” Steve 
Hansen, the All Blacks coach, said 
yesterday, a day after the Lions were 
beaten by the Blues. He even managed 
to keep a straight face as he did so. 

The squad he selected is overbrim- 
ming with talent. If there was to have 
been one possible weakness, it was in 
the goalkicking department, but 
Hansen has blotted out that shaft of 
light by selecting Jordie Barrett, the 
20-year-old rising star. 

Jordie is the younger brother of 
Beauden, 26, who shone so brightly in 
2016 that he was voted World Player of 
the Year. Beauden’s kicking was his only 
Achilles heel, but now he has a younger 
brother who can be drafted in to take 
care of that, presumably off the bench, 
if required. With Scott Barrett, a 
23-year-old lock, also chosen, this is the 
first time a trio of brothers have been in 
an All Blacks squad. 

As Hansen said, when asked about 
the bloodline: “Not too bad, is it? If they 
were racehorses, both mum and dad 
would be worth a fortune.” 

The selection of Jordie Barrett may 
seem like the All Blacks are taking a 


chance. However, the contrast here is 
clear. It is the Lions who are hoping that 
everything will come right for them 
and, conversely, the All Blacks who 
have plotted their every move. 

“We’re always seeking to improve 
and take our game to the next level,” 
Hansen said. “We have a mindset that 
we’re never standing still.” 

In the case of the new, uncapped 
Barrett, his elevation had long been 
foreseen and so, in the autumn, he was 
invited to go on the All Blacks’ tour — 
not to play, but to acclimatise. They 
previously did the same with the 
younger of the two Savea brothers, 
Ardie. 

“It was obvious both those athletes 
were going to be All Blacks at some 
stage in their career,” Hansen said. 

By educating them this way, he said, 
they get to taste a Test match close up 
but without any of the pressure. 

Conversely, the Lions, by their very 
nature, are a new organism trying to 
find structure and direction. When 
asked yesterday if he knew yet what the 
2017 Lions were about, Hansen replied: 
“I don’t think they do.” 

The management of the player- 
release for the Highlanders and Maori 
games is further evidence of the All 
Blacks’ control. Lima Sopoaga, Waisake 
Naholo and Liam Squire are all named 
in Hansen’s squad but will be released to 
play for the Highlanders on Tuesday. 
With Malakai Fekitoa, who has been 
omitted from this All Black squad, also 
in the Highlanders’ squad, they have a 
high-class backline. 

For the Maori game, Tawera Kerr- 
Barlow, the scrum half, has been 
released from the All Blacks squad to 
play against the Lions a week tomor- 
row, as has Rieko Ioane, the wing 
who caused so much damage for the 
Blues against the Lions in Auckland 
yesterday. 

Also in the Maori squad are two 
other outstandingly elusive outside 
backs, Nehe Milner-Skudder and 
Damian McKenzie, both of whom 
would have been disappointed to have 
missed out on a place in the All Blacks 
squad. A back three of Ioane, Milner- 
Skudder and McKenzie is box office. 
Whether it is the kind of ticket that 
the Lions need right now is another 
matter. Any hope that the All Blacks’ 


injury list might help balance the 
odds also turned out to be misplaced 
yesterday when every injured All Black 
was selected. In the case of Dane Coles, 
the hooker, Hansen acknowledged that 
this was largely so that their medical 
staff could work full time with him. 
Coles has been suffering long term with 
concussion and, Hansen said, is 
highly unlikely to play any part in the 
Test series. 

However, the other injured players 
— Kieran Read, the captain, (thumb), 
Jerome Kaino (knee), Squire (thumb), 
Ben Smith (concussion), Retallick 
(concussion) and Ryan Crotty (rib 
cartilage) — were all named and 
Hansen seemed confident that they 
would be fit to play in the series. Of 
those players, Crotty was the only one 
who seems touch-and-go to start the 
Test series on June 24. 

Whichever way you cut it, the 
odds remain stacked against the 
Lions. Hansen is largely responsible 
for that, and yet sounds almost 
sympathetic too. “We find it hard 
moulding the five different franchises 
but they’ve got four countries and some 
of the countries don’t like each other,” 
he said. 

He also gives his visitors some hope. 
“I’ve always said this and I still believe it: 
this is the best Lions side to come here. 
To be arriving on the Wednesday and 
playing on the Saturday is just too 
tough,” he said. “We wouldn’t do it. You 
can look at the first performance and let 
it go, and on Wednesday night, there 
were still guys out there trying to find 
out who their mate is. They’re in the 
infancy of this tour, they’ll only get 
better, and they’ll be a good side when 
the Tests come round. 

“It’s well documented they only 
want to win the Test matches and 
[Warren] Gatland has made that very, 
very clear. The first Test is all he has his 
eyes on and I don’t think he’s too 
bothered about what happens between 
now and then. We won’t be foolish 
enough to rock up and think we can just 
expect a soft game. We’ll get the 
kitchen sink thrown at us.” 

Maybe they will, but knowing the All 
Blacks and their all-pervasive influence 
here, they will have control of the 
type of kitchen sink and when it 
is thrown too.

Farrell and Murray 
can get nightmare 
tour back on track

T he Lions unveil their Test 
half-back combination 
tomorrow when Owen 
Farrell and Conor Murray 
will have the task of 
delivering the direction that has been 
missing in the alarming early stages 
of this tour. 

Enough talk of “touchline-to- 
touchline passing”, enough chatter 
about “rugby chaos”. Tomorrow is the 
time for the Lions half backs to show 
sufficient class and control to make 
Steve Hansen, the All Blacks coach, 
sit up and take notice. 

They need to deliver box kicks that 
result in defenders being battered by 
Lions chasers. Long kicks into the 
corners where the opposing wings are 
pinned in space, the application of 
pressure, the points that inevitably 
arise. We saw it briefly in the opening 
game. Farrell, off the bench, created 
the pressure and was the catalyst for 
the try. 

In his no-nonsense northern tone 
Farrell told the assembled press on 
Tuesday evening: “You make 
decisions after every ruck. That’s 
what’s rugby is all about . . . making 
good decisions, play to space. It could 
be the kicking game, could be passing, 
could be the power game, making 
good decisions, that’s what you want 
to be known for.” The days of 
uncontrolled fury are long past. 

Farrell sees it plainly, sees it quickly. 

That has been the case for the 
majority of Jonathan Sexton’s career 
but the vision is temporarily blurred. 
Farrell was not tolerating any implicit 
criticism of his Lions team-mate as 
the press probed on the subject of 
Sexton’s poor form. He is a team man 
but make no mistake — he has not 
travelled to the bottom of the world 
to play a bit part. 

His passing game has developed at 
a dramatic rate this season in terms 
of understanding where and when A 
to pass, rather than the technical ™ 
aspect. Many have that skill. 

It is more the awareness, 
the timing, the ability 
to thread the pass on 
the gainline, as he 
did to put Ross 
Moriarty 
through a gap 
that led to the 
Lions’ sole try last 
Saturday, where Farrell has 
improved. 

His coach recognises the extra 
“maturity” that the Saracens fly 
half and England centre brings 
to his game these days. “I have 
seen massive development [in 
Farrell] as a player since 
2013,” Warren Gatland said. 

“He has been one of the % r > 

top players in the northern 




hemisphere in the last two years. He 
has leadership, he’s calm, confident.” 

Yet he has not trained much with 
Murray. Asked the question he 
paused slightly, sensing perhaps the 
potential weakness of any half-back 
partnership in its fledgling stage. “Not 
a lot,” another pause, “but, obviously, 
Conor’s a fantastic player,” he said. 

The two men have played together 
for 16 minutes — at the end of the 
third Test against Australia in 2013. 
Facing the Crusaders, probably the 
Maori All Blacks and then the All 
Blacks is new and deadly territory the 
Lions half backs are entering. If the 
partnership fails to fire then the Lions 
are looking into a black hole. 

Murray went to Australia as the 
third-choice scrum half, but the hosts 
certainly remember him from their 
defeat by Ireland in Chicago last year. 
He was magnificent, driving his 
forwards with muscular intelligence. 
His running game caused mayhem (I 
won’t say chaos) around the fringes, 
his defence was destructive and his 
kicking game as astute as ever. He 
had graduated from a fortuitous Lion 
selection in 2013 to one of the few 
scrum halves capable of mixing it 
with the Kiwis’ magical pair of No 9s. 

Close your eyes and visualise a 
Lions Test victory. I don’t know about 
you, but I can’t see it coming about 
through a fast and furious open 
running game. If it is going to happen 
the forwards are going to dominate in 
the tight and the Lions half backs are 
going to cajole them on to the front 
foot with their varied blend of pass, 
kick and offload. 

Territory is key. And tempo. 

Murray, with the high box kick 
followed by the immediate half chip 
into the space vacated by the 
defender who fails to gather, can keep 
the game tight in those five-metre 
channels where New Zealand cannot 
weave their spells. 

Precision and poise is required if 
the half backs are to play their team 
into position. Without being in the 
right position, the Lions look to have 
little to no chance.

Gatland hit 
by insults and 
Lions injury 

Captain Warburton ruled out of Crusaders match

Warren Gatland suffered a bruising day 
yesterday when he lost Sam Warburton 
to injury and then had Steve Hansen 
ridicule his claim that the standard of 
rugby played by the All Blacks is little 
higher than that of the Super Rugby 
teams. 

The British & Irish Lions coach 
was already on the back foot after 
Wednesday’s defeat by the Blues — the 
weakest of New Zealand’s Super Rugby 
sides. In a further blow Gatland now 
knows that the tour matches against 
Highlanders and the Maori All Blacks 
next week will be even more difficult 
than expected because Hansen has 
made the surprise decision to release 
players from his Test squad to play in 
them. 

Warburton, the captain, will be 
replaced by Alun Wyn Jones for the 
game against Crusaders in Christ- 
church tomorrow because of an ankle 
strain. The Lions said that he would 
need “a few more days” to recover, 
casting doubt on whether he will be 
available for the following game, in 
Dunedin on Tuesday. Warburton has 
played only once in two months after 
suffering a knee injury in April. 

Hansen, the All Blacks coach, 
appeared to relish Gatland’s predica- 
ment as he announced his squad for the 
three-match Test series yesterday, 
saying Gatland’s suggestion that Super 
Rugby sides played at something close 


to the level of the All Blacks had been “a 
bit of humour” on Gatland’s part. 

“I just think he was trying a bit of 
humour after struggling a wee bit with 
his press conference before,” Hansen 
said. “I don’t think there’s any compari- 
son between Super Rugby and Test 
rugby. I don’t know what his thinking is. 
Test rugby is a lot harder no matter 
what team you play for, up north or 
down south. It is a lot harder, faster, 
more physical.” 

Hansen also said that the Lions’ 
schedule showed they had put 
commercial interests above results on 
the field. Taking on a match against the 
Provincial Barbarians three days after 
arriving in New Zealand was “an 
impossible task”, Hansen said. 

“Maybe they could’ve got here a 
little bit earlier,” he said. “I don’t know 
whether that’s because commercialism 
took over from high performance, 
you’d have to ask them.” 

Dismissing claims that the All 
Blacks might be underprepared for 
the first Test two weeks tomorrow, 
Hansen said that defeats for the Lions 
in their coming tour matches would 
have a debilitating effect on Gatland’s 
players. “That’s the thing you’ve got to 
keep an eye on,” he said. “At some point 
you’ve got to start winning or people 
are going to start saying, ‘This isn’t 
working’ ”. 

The Lions have responded accord- 
ingly because the team that they have 
selected to play the Crusaders seems 
to be the closest thing yet to a Test
